RELIEF FROM HEAVY TAXATION DENIED. 
The House yesterday by a vote of 154 nays 
to 148 yeas refused to take up the Morrison 
Tariff bill. Six Republicans voted in the 
affirmative and twenty-six Democrats in the 
negative, so that the Morrison bill has been 
again rejected by the Democratic majority of 
the House. If this action means that the 
Democratic majority is dissatisfied with the 
methods rather than with the ultimate pur- 
pose of the Morrison bill to reduce taxes, then 
there is an urgent necessity for the House to 
formulate and agreé upon some other plan 
for the reduction of the 100 millions of sur- 
plus taxes. Cannot the wrangling, pig-headed 
Bourbons who are responsible for legislation 
in the House see that inaction and noegli- 
gence may bring the country t a mon- 
etary crisis within twelve months! By 
July next the 3-per cent bonds will be retired 
and the only avenue for the release of the 
Treasury surplus closed, except by prof- 
ligate expenditure. Then, unless the tariff 
taxes are reduced, will follow a severe, con- 

tinuous contraction ef the currency, which 
will lock up at least $100,000,000 per annum, 
making money scarce, impairing credit, and 
increasing the burdens of the debtor class. 
Counting the incidence of the tariff pocketed 
by middlemen, the tex levied solely to con- 
tract the currency and pile up useless rev- 
enues in the Treasury will amount to $200,- 
000,000. Does Congress jntend to poke its 
head in the sand and refuse to make a tariff 
reduction imperetively demanded? Or do 
Congressmen expect to squander the surplus 
revenues in order to get the money out of the 
Treasury? Neither proposition is acceptable, 
as Congressmen will learn when they come to 
make an account with their needleslytaxed 

constituents. Nor is there any popular 
demand for “cheap whisky” for “the poor 
man.” Drunkenness is too common now. 

The tax on tobacco was out about one-half @ 
few years ago and is low enough. WhatCon- 
gress must do is to reform the tariff so as to 
lower excessive duties, drop unnecessary 
revenues, and cheapen the price of lumber, 

fuel, clothing, and other great necessaries of 
life. Unless this is done the present Con- 
gress must confess itself the most incapable 
body that ever met in the Capitol and unable 

to apply a plain, simple remedy immediately 
available to avert a seriouscurrency con- 
striction and put a stop to excessive taxa- 
tion. 


HOW TO DRAIN CHICAGO AND SUBURBS. 
A correspondent, “ W. B.,” in Tuesday's 
TRIBUNE threw some valuable light on e hith- 
erto dark subject—why in 1886 the Dlinois 
River from Joliet down was abandoned as a 
water-way, after being recommended by the 
engineers, for an insignificant but costly ca- 
nal to La Salle. It appears, according to his 
investigation, that it was entirely a case of 
““boodle,” and that $3,500,000 of the people’s 
money was wasted in the interest of a few 
real-estate operators in the. vicinity of La 
Salle. The engineers had recommended 
buildisg dams across the river, meking 
slack-water steamboet navigation from the . 
Mississippi up the [llinois River to Joliet, 


passed the Lower House of the Dlinois Legis- 

lature but was stopped in the Senate by 

bribery and the costly little canal substituted. 
The corrupt change wes brought about by s 
ring of real-estate spechlators owning sev- 
eral sections of land yheqe La Salle now 
stands. 

But the mistake made (by bribery) as to the 
Tllinois River below Joliet was repeated 
through a blunder seventeen years later in 
the case of the Desplaines River from Lock- 
port to Chicago, when the City of Chicago, 

instead of utilizing the river-bed above Le- 
mont, deepened the Dlinois & Michigan Canal 
paralle) to the river at an expense of $3,500,- 
000 7 per cent bonds not yet redeemed, and 
on which the taxpayers of this city have 
been paying $245,000 a year since 1870, mak- 

ing up to this date $4,065,000 interest paid, and 
the principal yet to liquidate. And all that 
has been accomplished at this expense is a 
discharge of a little driblet of waterina 
slow stream along the bottom of a nar- 
row ditch from Bridgeport to Lockport. 
The olf canal wheel pump built by 
Engineer Guthrie would have lifted 
all the water into the old level 
at an original cost of one-half the interest on 
those $3,500,000 7 per cent bonds. It is true 
the State after the great fire repaid the city 
$8,000,000 of ite expenditure, the money being 
used to rebuild burned bridges, viaducts, po- 
lice stations, engine-houses, school-houses, 
and the City-Hall. Nevertheless, the three 
and ‘a half millions of debt contracted in 
deepening the canal remains to be paid. In 
deepening the ditch the fall was limited to 
about one inch to the mile, resulting in a cur- 
rent of, say, two-thirds of a mile an hour. 
Had the declivity of the bottom of the ditch 
been two inches to the mile the discharge of 
the canal would be nearly double what it is, 
and at avery small additional cost. But it 
was objected that such a current would re- 
quire more mules to tow a canal-poat up- 
stream, altho it was proposed to employ 
steam tugs instead of mule power; but the 
mules carried the day and half the value of 
the ditch for drainage purposes was lost to 
Chicago. 

Now, astothe future. Certain wise men 
are advocating a repetition of the costly 
blunder, insisting on deepening and widen- 
ing the canal for twenty miles or more, in-

by cutting down the limestone 

enough to insure a flow of six or seven feet 
indepth. If the channel was cut 100 fect 
wide in the bed of the river, with a pitch of 
three or four inches to the mile, a current of 
two miles an hour could be maintained. 
Such a volume of water only 100 feet wide 
(which is only half of the river’s bed) and 
seven feet deep, flowing two miles an hour, 
would discharge eight to ten times as much 
water ascan be forced through the present 
canal, while the canal would still continue to 
carry off all the water its limited capacity 
permits. 

This view of the question has since been 
indorsed and calculations have been entered 
on as to the cost. The river for twelve miles 
below Summit—to the rock uplift near Le- 
mont—has a channel twelve feet deep below 
the prairie level and 200 feet wide. That 
much of a great canal Nature has already 


dug. There are only afew rocky fords which 
would need blasting out. The cost would 


| probably be about $500,000 to dredge and com- 
plete the twelve miles. A brisk current 
would whisk away the sediment which has ac- | 
cumulated between the fords, thus preducing 
a channe) seven feet below the lake level at 
Chicago. The 100-feet channel ‘to be cut 
through the eight miles of rock barrier 
would cost much more, A fair approximate 
estimate can be made. The average depth of 
the cutting would be eght feet, beginning at 
three or four near Lockport and deepening 
to twelve or thirteen feet near Lemont, 
where the stone barrier ceases to obstruct 
and dam back the river. The distance is 
eight miles and the width, say, 100 feet. This 
would give about 1,600,000 cubic yards. The 
cost of cutting and removing per_cubic yard 
would be about $8, making $5,000,000, The 
costof the rock cut and of the rerhoval of 


million more for dredging in the West Fork 
and Ogden Ditch to turn a good flow of water 
into the Desplaines at the Summit, and the 
total would be six millions—only the cost of 
the present little canal from Chicago to 
Joliet, for-eight times the discharge it can 
give- 

The cutting could be made so as togive 
the river a velocity of two miles per hour in- 
stead of the alleged current of two-thirds of 
a mile of the narrow ditch. As the width of 
the stream would be two and one-half times 
greater at the rock cut than the average 
width of the canal, the volume of water 
passing through the river would be nearly 
eight times greater than that through the 
canal. The volume could be increased, of 
course, by giving a greater width of channel 
or pitch, adding velocity to the current. This 
could be done up to any point which would 
not obstruct steam navigation up the Des- 
plaines. Np 

The work on this could be carried on ‘for 
nine months a year without obstruction from 
water. In the summer and winter the river 
bed of the Desplaines, through the uplift, is 
almost dry, except in.the pools which nature 
has made, and which would save considerable 
expense in the way of cutting—perhaps 10 
per cent of the whole. At Lockport the bed 
of the river falls rapidly about twenty-four 
feet below the leve] of Lake Michigan. 

The simplicity of this scheme of Chicago 
drainage, which is now almost universally 
acknowlefiged, has been admitted by Engi- | 
neer Hering; whom Mayor Harrison brought 
here from Philadelphia, but, instead of going 
to work to prepare plans to give it effect, he 
is asking the Council for an appropriation of 
$20,000 to make further investigations. All 
that is needed now is to obtain the sanction 
of the Legislature tothe creation of a Chi- 
cago drainage district, embracing not only 
the city but all the towns as far north as 
Evanston. and as far south as the Indiana 
State line, this district to bear the expense of 
the work. The supervision of the scheme 
and the levying of taxes to carry it out 
should be intrusted to Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Governor, so as to keep it out 
of the cesspool of city politics and free from 
“boodleiam.”” The continued growth of the 
Chicago district and the increasing impurity 
of the Chicago water-supply arising from the 
flow of sewage into the lake render it imper- 
ative that prompt action shall be taken in 
this matter. 


TRUE INWARDNESS OF RAILROAD POOLS. 

The Eastern railroad managers and Wall 
street speculators are bitterly antagonizing 
the pending Inter-State Commerce Dill. 
Their opposition is especially directed against 


and a bill carrying out that scheme actually }¢he anti-pooling provisions, and they are 


making the most absurd pleas in support of 
their claim that it will be impossible for 
them to continue to do business under the 
regulations of the billif it should become a F 
law. The claim that the pool system is the 
only one under which they can treat all ship- 
pers fairly is a particularly specious one, but 
it is the aeme of irony as applied to Chicago. 
Itis well known that the pooling plan has 
been operated, almost from the first, in direct 
discrimination against the commercial in- 
terests of this city. The managers have 
adopted rates to be strictly adhered to in the 
transportation of property from this point 
eastward, but allowed them to be cut ad 
libitum all around us. The plea that they 
could not help what other lines were doing is 
the baldest kind of @ pretense, but it is the 
only one that could be advanced to cover up 
the iniquities of the pool system under the 
operation of which business here has for so 
long suffered as from an incubus that could 
not be shaken off Hven the so-called “ dif- 
ferentials,’’ nominally established by them as 
equitable, have been grossly unfair, as they 
are framed on the principle of including the 
cost of a transfer at this point,while it is well 
known that the transfer service has to be paid 
for in addition by the owners of the property. 
But those differentials have been lived up to 
only just enough to permit the claim that they 
are strictly adhered to. The discrimination 
has been at times so bad as to entirely cut off 
the shipment of grain from this city for 
months together, except as it could be done 
by a very few favored individuals who were 
“let in’ tothe charmed circle and allowed 
equally “‘good terms” as those conceded to 
shippers in the country. 

And this method of “doing business”’ has 
not only been grossly unfair to the patrons of 
the roads, but there is reason to believe it has 
been used for the purpose of hoodwinking 
that part of the dear public which invests its 
money in stocks and bonds. The Chicago 
rates are pointed to as the ones on which the 
whole business of the lines is conducted, and 
they are used asa basis on which to make up 
from the admitted tonnage the estimates of 
weekly earnings. This may not be done in 
all cases, but that it has been done can scarce- 
ly be denied. When the figures are ultimately 
corrected the mischief has been already ac- 
complished and the dear lambs nicely landed 
in the den of the wolf, from which there is 
no return. 

One of the most agreeable anticipations of 
the passage of the new bill is that it will 
put an end effectually to this nefarious plan 
which has at one and the same time dis- 
criminated against merchants here, allowed 
one set of officials to rake in blood money by 
dividing with their favorits,and permitted an- 
Other set to scalp fat pickings out of the 
stock markets by taking advantage of a 
public misunderstanding about the earnings 
of the roads. If it do this it will have ac- 
complished a grand reform in the interests of 
common fairness and honesty which would 
amply make amends for any little disad- 
vantage that might accrue to the widow and 

orphan stockholders for whose welfare the 
whimpering apologists for @ vile swindle ap- 
pear to be so very solicitous.. But no intelli- 
gent man can entertain the idea that there 
would be any such loss. Staightforward 
business methods are the ones that best pay 
all but knaves, and the contrary kind does 
not always bring satisfactory recompense 
even tothem. The country wants a law that 
will allow the charging of rates that will be 
a fair compensation for services rendered in 
the transportation of persons and property, 
abolish unfair discriminations by making all 
pay alike for the same or equal service, and 
give to the patrons of the lines the immense 
sums that are now annually paid out for com- 
missions or donated in the shape of free 
transportation to those whose influence it is 
desired to retain in favor of perpetuating the 
present iniquitous system of railroad manage- 
ment. The amended Culiom bill promises to 
accomplish all this, and to do it with the least 
possible amount of damage to the parties con-

: THE MINISTERS AND THE BALLET. 

The action of some of the ministers in Chi- 
cago with reference to the ballet was turned 
to good account by the managersof the Na- 
tional opera company last week in the way of 
advertising; but it must be conceded that 
those who went with the expectation of see- 
ing the pulpit empty itself into the theatre 
were disappointed. There were but few cler- 
gymen there, and most of them belong to 
sects so libera] that they attend both dra- 
matic and operatic performances whenever 
it pleases them; so that their attendance was 
not a novelty. The temptation of a free ticket 
made little or no impression on the orthodox 
pulpit and the representative ministers of the 
city Were conspicuous by thejr 

This is as it should have been. Paul laid 
down the duty of the ministersin this matter 
as clearly as if he had been consulted with 
reference to this very invitation. “They 
“ which minister about holy things live of 
“the things of the temple; they which wait 
“at the altar are partakers with the altar; 
‘‘ they which preach the Gospel should live 
“of the Gospel.” These are Paul’s words in 
rr and they were sufficient reason 
for any clergyman to send his regrets for” 
not attending the ballet, which is not one of 
the things of the temple, or of the-altar, or 
of the Gospel, whatever else may be said in 
ite defense, The ballet was not made for 
clergymen; hence there was no reason why 
they should go. So far as any knowledge of 
it was necessary for their judgment upon its 
morality or immorality, attendance was s8u- 
perfiuous, for the ballet today is no better and 
no worse than it has been for acentury or more, 
and the minister who does not know what it 
is, after the realistic light that has been 
thrown upon it in the press and in prints, is 
too far behind the times to have his opinion 
of any value. But even assuming that all 
the ministers of the city had gone, and that 
all of them had declared it immoral, cui bono? 
The ballet would still exist and have its 
patrons and its admirers. The number of 
scanty-haired gentlemen in the front rows 
would not lessen, nor would the young men 
about town stay away. Nor, on the other 
hand, would the ballet ever submit to the 
restrictions which the ministers might wish 
to put upon it. A ministerial ballet 
in long clothes, tall hats, and _ seal- 
skin sacks would disgust even a ministerial 
audience after one performance. In fine, 
ministers were not made for the ballet, nor 
the ballet for ministers. There is no more 
reason why ministers should go to see it to 
decide whether it is moral than why these 
gyrating “parasols with two handles,” as 
one writer calls them, should go to church to 
decide whether the ministers are orthodox. 

In these days of freedom of dress on the 
street and in the drawing-room, and of the 
luxuriant display of female charms made on 
so many occasions, criticiam of the ballet, so 
long as it is not positively indecent, comes 
witha very bad grace. If-it ia contended 
that the ballet shall be more modestly draped 
below the belt, the dancers may with equal 
justice contend that society shal] more modest- 
ly drape itself above. The consistent line to 
draw would be that nudity shall not be dis- 
played beyond the demands of necessity, and 
never for mere nudity’s sake. The strongest 
objection to the ballet, however, does not 
touch the question of more or less nudity, 
but concerns the necessity for its existence at 
all. Asan adjunct of opera it rarely has any 
vital connection with it. It does not illus- 
trate its story nor make clearer its meaning. 
It is interpolated with refreshing incongruity 


} in the mids§ of a tragedy quite as frequently 


as ina , and even where a dance is 
called for itis less a dance than a series of 
gymnastic pirouettes and poses that are ab- 
surd so faras rhythmic meaning is con- 
cerned. Half acentury ago every opera had 
its ballet, whether comic, melodramatic, or 
tragic. It isnow admissible to write anopera 
without it, and since “‘ Tennh&user,” in which 
Wagner was forced by the Parisians to in- 
sert a ballet, the musician of the future, who 
has wmfluenced all musicians more then any 
one of his time, has abandoned it. The ballet 
proper, which is the representation of a plot 
in saltatory pantomime, is e relic of the past, 
when fauns, satyrs, nymphs, bacchantes, 
and such bucolic creatures were greater 
favorite than they are now. It is too tire- 
some end monotonous to become popular in 
these days. It may be too much of an inno- 
vation to abolish dancing altogether in opera, 
but it is certainly out ef place to make ita 
feature, and more good can be accomplished 
by restraining it within certain limits than 
by inveighing against its immorality ata 
time when the lines between morality and 
immorality are as vaguely defined as they are 
now. 


A NEW PHASE OF SERVANT-CIRLISM. 

A new phase of the servant-girl question, 
which may be traced to the contagion of the 
present labor agitation, turns up in Green- 
ville, Pa., where the “help” of that place 
have formed a union, the purpose of which is 
to ebtain an advance of 50 cents a week on 
their present wages. What their wages aver- 
age in that community is not stated, but if 
they are up fo the standard elsewhere it 
may be assumed at the very outset that their 
demand is in the nature of outrageous impo- 
sition. Of course the girls themselves do not 
look upon it in that light, and are proceeding 
to make their demand after the manner of 
the male agitators, by boycotting housekeep- 
ers who will not pay the increase and b 
threatening and bulldozing other girls who 
are willing to work for reasonable wages. 

The demand made by the Greenville ser- 
vants should be sternly resisted by the 
housekeepers of that place, if we may as- 
sume that they are already paying average 
wages. The remuneration of servants has 
steadily risen until it now amounts to an 
average of between $3 and 84 a week for sec- 
ond girls, while cooks are not satisfied with 
less than between §4 and §5, and it is only 
plain cooking that can be obtained for that. 
Expert labor at the range commands still 
higher prices, and the fancier the cook the 
fancier the price. To this must be added the 
cost of board and lodging, of gas and fuel, 
and other expenses. The total of remunera- 
tion is higher thap that which the average 
male day laborer can obtain, while no com- 
parison can be made between the 
comfortable surroundings, board, and 
lodgings of the one and the other. 
The day laborer finds it difficult to make 
both ends meet even in squalid circum- 
stances, while the servant at present wages 
who does not squander all her money on 
finery can lay up money every week. Even 
at the price paid several years ago, when $2 
@ week was considered high wages, domes- 
tics managed to saye money enough to send 
regular contributions to the old country, to 
bring their relatives over here, and to con- 
tribute their mites to the church. How much 
more can they do now at doyble the wages! 

There are very few lines of female labor 
which pay as well. As compared with the 
labor and pay of operatives in mills and fac- 
tories, who have hard and constant drudgery 
without holidays, poor food, poor clothing, 
and squalid home the servant- 
girl’s work is richly rewarded, and yet itis 
not so hard, or tedious, or confining, or un- 
healthy. Comparison with a still higher 
class of female workers, the shop-girls, from 
the leading dry-goods stores down to the 


common notion shops, is also in favor of the 


stand on their feet all day, work more hours, 
of necessity are compelled to dress with some 
regard to nicety in order to keep their places, 
and have to pay their board. At the end of 
the month they have notso much money in 
their pockets as the servant, they are not fed 
or lodged aé well, and many of them cannot 
dress as well. It is almost needless to add 
that no seryant is subjected to such disci- 
pline and supervision or exposed to such 
temptation as the shop-girl. 

It may beasked if the condition of the serv- 
ants is so much better than that of the shop- 
girls, why do not the latter go into service 
also? It would certainly be better for them 
to do so, They would lead more independent 
lives, have more comfortable environments, 
and save more money. It would also be a very 
satisfactory solution of the servant-girl ques- 
tion, for the shop-girls as a rule have more 
brightness and intelligence than the servants. 
But right here is the despair of the situation. 
An idea that mafiual Jabor is degrading has 
seized upon them with as firm a grip as it 
has upon young men in the rural districts. 
To do work in thé kitchen or the chamber 
is not genteel enough for them. Under 
such circumstances they are workwom- 
en. To stand behind a counter and 
do manual labor for an employer changes 
them to “ salesladies.”” This kind of work is 
considered genteel; the other degrading. In 
reality both are servants—both are doing 
manual labor—-and which is the most com- 
fortable and remunerative of the two hardly 
needs argument to determine. Still, so long 
as the female nature remains as it is, and so 
long as the caste lines are drawn é6o rigidly, 
there is no hope that the positions of the 
servant-girls will ever be menaced by the 
“ salesiadies.”” It is the knowledge of this, 
as well as of the ignorance of so many house- 
keepers themselves in domestic matters, that 
emboldens such a combination as that to 
which we have referred. Its demands are 
not more reasonable on that account nor can 
the increase of wages be justified by any pos- 
sibility that it could be earned. 


THE FRANCO-GERMAN UNPLEASANTNESS. 
It is a significant hint of a change in the 
map of Europe which may yet be effected 
that the Belgian Government has expelled M. 
St, Patrick, @ French journalist, editor of 
Ie Mowsequetaire, for calling upon France to 
counterbalance the loag of Alsace and Lor- 
raine by annexing Belgium. For this offense 
the police have escorted the unlucky and 
somewhat too previous journalist over the 
frontier into France. Of course his pun- 
ishment will make considerable sensation in 
the latter country, which was probably the 
purpose of the audacious French editor with 
the pronounced Irish name. He unquestion- 
ably carried out his object when he called 
the attention of France to his proposition. 

This solution of the Franco-German rela- 
tions has of course suggested itself to one or 
both these Powers before this, but complica- 
tions stood in the way. France wants an 
equivalent for lost Alsace-Lorraine. The 
German recapture of these two fine provinces 
is the sore point which troubles France. 
She may still hope to regain them, but how 
or when? Ethnologically they are German, 
and have been so regarded from the time of 
the Cesars. Their people are Teutons in 
habits, in manners, in temperament, and 
even in tongue. Whatever of the Gallic at- 
taches to them, growing out of a century 
and a half of French occupation, is educa- 
tional and acquifed, not hereditary or tradi- 
tionary. The stamp of the German is over 
them all, 

Belgium bears much the same relation to 
France. Her territory isbut a continuation of 
the great northern French plain. Her rivers 
have their source in France, The Walloons, 
a direct offshoot of the French, constitute 
nearly half of the five millions of population, 
and French is not only the official but the 
predominating language all over the little 
kingdom. Nearly all the newspapers are 
printed in French. Her trade is largely with 
France. The religious divisions of the two 
peoples are substantially the same. More 
than once she has been incorporated as a 
part of France, and more than once in the 
wars for her independence she has sought 
French alliances. She is but a short distance 
from Paris, and the frontier that separates 
the two countries is nothing more than sa 
geographical line dividing the same people. 
The last battle fought by Napoleon was to 
retain Belgium for France and drive out the 
Germans and British. 

It is surprising, therefore, that an agree- 
ment has not been reached between Germany 
and France before this, giving back to the 
latter her old Belgian provinces in exchange 
for Holland as a State of the German Em- 
pire, and a definit renunciation of all desire 
to reacquire Alsace and Lothringen. If the 
time was ripe for this “ deal,”” who could pre- 
vent it? Certainly not England. Nor would 
Austria or Italy lift a finger, nor Russia fire 
agun. Theannexation of Holland to Ger- 
many would not be an injury and scarcely 
an injustice to Holland, for that country is 
territorially and ethnologically and natur- 
ally as much a part of Germany as Belgium 
is of France. The people of Holland are 
Teutons. Their language is but Platt Deutsch 
or a German patois. They have the German 
habit, physique, and make of mind and of 
temperament. Their rivers all flow out of 
Germany. Holland lies between Germany and 
the ocean. From these points of view there 
would be nothing incongruous in the incor- 
poration of Holland as aStateof the Teutonic 
Empire. It would also be in her favor that 
she would not be absorbed into a centralized 
Government as Belgium would, but into the 
great Germanic Federated Union. Like Ba- 
varia, Saxony, Oldenburg, Wirtemberg, Ba- 
den, and others of the German States, she 
would have a large degree of autonomy. She 
would retain her ownruler, have her own 
army, choose herown Parliament, thé same 
as Bavaria and Saxony do, and make all her 
local laws. All that she would give up polit- 
ically would be her treaty-making powers 
and control of postal, mint, naval, and foreign 
relations. These she would surrender, like 
the other German States, from Prussia down 
to the smallest, to the Imperial Government. 
She would have the same general form of 
taxation, the same enjoyment of internal 
free trade withthe whole German Empire, 
the same protection by the Government 
which the other States enjoy, and the same 
opportunities of profiting by the strength and 
glory of the great German nation. Germany, 
of course, would be a great gainer, for 
these four millions of sturdy Hollanders 
own magnificent colonies the population of 
which amounts to nearly 90,000,000. In the 
East Indies they have Java, Sumatra, Borneo, 
Celebes, the Moluccas, New Guinea, and a 
dozen other large colonies; in the West 
Indies six islands; and the Surinam in South 
America. This rich and flourishing array of 
possessions would make Germany, next 
to England, the greatest colonial Power 
in the world, and her possession of 
the Dytch ports, which she so much 
needs, would soon menace the commercial 
superiority of England. Is it not, then, sur- 
prising that one of these Powers has not be- 
fore this said to the other: “ You reannex 
Belgium and let us unite with Holland and 
keep Alsace, and shake hands in amity for all 
future time.” With such a solution as this 
of the deadly feud between the two great na- 
tions they could disband belf their devouring 
armies and live in peace for centuries to 
come, to the enormous their people

revived the old quarrel for precedence among 
the Cabinet dnd Senators’ ladies in Washing- 
ton, and Jeffersonian simplicity is once ‘more 
menaced by the competition of snobbery and 
the intrigues of so-called social etiquet. 
Heretofore the seven Cabinet ladies have had 
to pay deference to the seventy-two Sena- 
tors’ ladies, which, asa matter of majority 
and mathematics, does not seem inconsistent. 
As one woman in Washington is about as 
good as another anyway, it does not seem a 
hardship that seven should yield to seventy- 
two. Season after season the seven have 
had to make the first cails upon the seventy- 
two, for the latter were rigid on this point, 
whether they hailed from Texas or Rhode 
Island; Nevada or New York. Now that the 
Hoar bill has placed the Cabinet of- 
ficers in .the line of succession, how- 
ever, their ladies have seized upon it 
to establish social precedence without 
even having the grace to wait until 
the President dies and the succession thus 
becomes operative. A contingency, however 
remote, is valid enough in etiquet,.so now the 
seven demand that the seventy-two shall call 
upon them first, and call without delay, too, 
or they will be ostracized and not invited to 
the spreads, routs, and receptions. 

Considering that this was to be an eraof 
Jeffersonian simplicity, the situation is some- 
what perplexing, if not absurd, for, under the 
Jeffersonian etiquet, there would be no such 
things as duty calls, nor would social ac- 
counts be kept. Both Cabinet and Senatorial 
women would seize any available opportunity 
to rush into each other’s houses, without 
form, and manifest their undying affection 
for each other in a go-as-you-please fashion, 
without reference to social rank or etiquet, 
still less with any regard to what might 
bappen in case of death at the White 
House. But the present Administration 
is not troubled with Jeffersonian simplicity ; 
hence the impending conflict. The Cabinet 
wives have issued their ukase, but the Sena- 
tors’ wives will pay .no respect to it. The 
Cabinet wives demand that the Senators’ 
wives shall call first, but the Senators’ wives 
rise in revolt. Meetings have been held on 
both sides and it is darkly whispered that the 
two factions have called each other hard 
names, such as “horrid creatures” and 
‘those odious women.” At ali events there 
has been much airing of superiority, the Sen- 
ators’ wives having the advantage in this re- 
spect by virtue of their superior numbers, 
and apparently the greatest success, for it is 
within the possibilities of snubbing and 
snobbery for seventy-two women to make it 
very unpleasant for seven when they have a 
grievance. One Cabinet woman, however 
astute she may be, can hardly be a 
match for an average of ten and two- 
sevenths Senatorial women when it 
comes to a question of etiquet, or the 
administering of social gall and wormwood. 
The seven, however, are gallantly holding 
the fort and issuing their pronunciamentos 
as defiantly as if the President were already 
in articulo mortis and his seven clerks were 
about to come into the practical succession 
and follow each other with regularity and 
speed into the valley of the shadow to make 
room for each other. 

Itis not very flattering to the President 
that his clerks’ wives siould be speculat- 
ing upon such @ contingency as an 
ante-mortem basis of etiquet, nor is it 
grateful on their part to add to the burdens 
which are already perplexing the great and 
good reformer in the White House. As the 
question has come up, however, it should be 
settled by some official deciaration. As 
Grover himself has his hands full of the 
troubles of sorrowing m , and as 
Rose Elizabeth has already distinguished 
herself by showing where the décolleté line 
shall be drawn, why not refer the quarrei to 
Mrs. Cleveland, who is reputed to have good 
sense and judgment!

awares. To those who are familiar with the mild 
and equable climate of Chicago it is unnecessary 
to say that winter begins much Jater than it does 
in less favored climes, but we cannot reasonably 
expect it to delay its coming much longer, and it 
is best to be prepared forit. The balmy weather 
that prevails here through so gréat a portion of 
the year makes people careless in regard to mak- 
ing provision even forthe short and compara- 
tively mild winter. The reputation of Chicago 
for being the greatest winter resort on the eon- 
tinent must not be permitted to suffer on account 
of any trivial misunderstanding pertaining to the 
heating of street-cars.

MURDERED HIS DAUGHTER. 


An Erie Tailor Kills One Girl and Wounds 
Another. 

Erie, Pa., Dec. 18.—|Special.}--Great ex- 
citement prevails in the western part of the 
city over a domestic tragedy enacted there 
today. The victims Were Minnie and Annie 
Schau, and the perpetrator of the bloody 
deed was Christian F. Schau, their father, 
who is a well-known tailor. The family 
lived in a quiet little cottage in West Third 
street, and consisted of Schau and his wife 
and nine children, of whom eight were at 
athome. Annie and Minnie, aged respective- 
ly 21 and 22, were prepossessing young women 
and were highly esteemed by their acquaint- 
ances. The first evidence the public had 
of the bloody affair was when Miss Annie 
rushed out and into the house of a neighbor, 
saying: “lI amshot and Minnie is dead.” A 
horrible sight met the eyes ot the people who 
responded to the frantic cries of the family. 
Schau was seen running back through the 
yard with a revolver in his hand. In the 
house lay Minnie, dead. She had been shot 
through the heart. The dead girl’s mother 
was wild with grief, surrounded by six chil- 
dren mourning parang: Mrs. Schau 
showed evidenee of having been most inhu- 
manly treated. 

Mrs. Schau, several months ago, was com- 

Wed to flee for her life, but her brutal 

usband promised to treat her better and she 
returned to him. He had promised to dispose 
of his revolvers. While Schau and his wife 
and 93-year-old son were sit at dinner to- 
day, Schau got up, locked the r, and pro- 
cured his revolvers. He then made an unex- 
pected assault upon his wife. Her 
screams brought the two oung 
women, who seized their ather 
as he was about to blow his wife’s brains out. 
Meanwhile little Frankie, aged 9, got a door 
open, and his mother freed herself from the 
man’s grasp and ran out, followed by two or 
three shots. Failing to bring his wife down, 
xg then turned on his daughters and shot 


Leaving the premises he was making for 
the outskirts of the city when an officer over- 
took hi The officer to the murderer 

tos Schau, hig revolver, defied 

the officer and fired at witbout effect. 
He then turned ‘the revolver upon his own 
head and snapped it, but got no response. 
The ofticer’s mace laid him senseless in an- 
other instant. 

While on the way to the station a large 
crowd of indignant men and boys made a 
rush for Schau, with cries of, ‘‘ Hang him,” 
‘** Stone him to death,” “Knock his brains out,” 
etc. The officers drove the crowd back, and 
the prisoner was safely landed in the police 
station. There a large-sized revolver, loaded 
and cocked, was taken from his pocket. 


JACKSON STREET BRIDGE. 


The Fight Will Be Kept Up—Ald, Dixon's 
Proposed Ordinance. 

It is understood that the Stewart avenue 
ordinance in a new form will come before 
the Council again tomorrow night. Ald. 
Dixon, who is anxious that a bridge shall be 
erected over the river at Jackson street, will 
probably introduce it. The new ordinance 
will not differ materially from the old. It 
will provide that the railroad company shall 
give certain facilities for swinging a double 
bridge at Madison street, shall agree 
to build the eastern approaches %# via 
ducts over the tracks .at Archer avenue, 
Thirty-first and pecsere Thirty-seventh 
street, and shall build an iron fence instead 
of a wooden one. The honest Aldermen be- 
lieve that if the city is obliged to wait until 
the property at Madison street is condemned 
in accordance with Ald. Simons’ resolution it 
will be at least three years before the bridge 
is built. They generally condemn the Simons 
resolution. therefore, as unwise and inoppor- 
tune, and will keep hammering atthe Dixon 
plan as above outlined, so as to give 
the Aldermen of the West Side whose 
terms expire a chance to go on the record 
even up to the day of election if necessary 
The Mayor will lend every assistance in this 
direction. He refuses to listen to the claims, 
petitions, and entreaties of the boodlers now, 
and he says he will keep it up. 

At the present rate half the active support- 
ers of some of the fellows will have done full 
time in the bridewell before election-day. 
They will hardly support an Aiderman who 
has not sufficient influence to mitigate their 
sentence.—they will vote him “no ” 
and will “pitch in for some other fellow.” 
As a case in point that of Ald. Lyke may be 
mentioned. e appealed the other day to the 
Mayor for a bridewell pardon. The Mayor, 
without raising his head, grunted: “I have 
no use for such men as you.”” Lyke departed 
disconsolate, moaning to himself: ‘This 
thing sill cost me a dozen votes. Johnny 
has about fifty cousins who always stood by 
me.”? A boodler approached a member of the 
Board of Education and asked to have a 
school-ma’am, the daughter of a constituent, 
appointed at once. he school inspector 
promptly advised the boodler not to interfere 
in the case, as he would injure the girl's 
chances, and so it s. If the Mayor sticks, 
and the respectable Aldermen persist, some 
of the boodlers will be whipped into line yet. 


Charged with Squandering the Estate. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Corby heirs have filed in the Circuit Court of 
Buchanan County a petition praying the 
court to appoint a receiver for the estate for 
the alleged reason that Amanda Corby, the 
widow, is squardering the property. John 
Corby died a number of years ago, leaving a 
very curiously contriv will. Among its 
provisions was one to the effect that Amanda 
Corby, bis wife,should have full control of the 
property during her natural life, and that 
upon her death it should be divided amon 
the Corby heirs. The latter have endeavo 
on several occasions to get possession of the 
estate, and the case has been in the Supreme 
Court of the State. The property is said to 
be worth nearly $1,000,000.

‘HERBERT AYER SANGUINE 


HE THINKS HE WILL SOON RECOVER 
HIS LOST FORTUNE. 

His Life at the Manhatten Club in New 

York a Very Quiet One—What a Confi- 

dential and Knowing Friend Has to Say 


—Mrs. Ayer Said to Be More than Com- 


fortably Off—-Her Story of Her Hus- 
band’s Desertion in 1883, 

Herbert C. Ayer, the defendant in the 
divorce proceedings instituted by his wife, 
Harriet Hubbard Ayer, has not been in Chi- 
cago since his failure, which occurred in 1883. 
Before the financial world was fully aware of 
the great crash he was on his way to Europe. 
For three years he remained abroad, but, act- 
ing on the advice of his attorney, he returned 
to this country last spring and has since been 
living in quiet retirement at the Manhattan 
Clubin New York. His reasons for not 
showing his face in Chicago are well known 
to many. When he left here he owed 
millions. If he came within the jurisdiction 
of the State courts his creditors would take 
advantage of his temerity and make his visit 
decidedly unpleasant. Consequently he is 
anxious to keep beyond the reach of a Cook 
County constable. In the meantime he is 
quietly minding his own business, and mind- 
ing it so well that he has a fair prospect of 
getting on his feet again. In fact his chances 
for retrieving his lost millions are growing 
brighter every day. 

A Chicago man met Mr. Ayer in New York 
the early part of last week and had a long 
confidential talk with him. He talked freely 
and on almost every subject connected with 
his past life and future prospects. The only 
topic broached that he fought shy of was the 
suit for divorce brought by Mrs. Ayer. That. 
he said, was a subject which he preferred 
not to discuss with any one. He would. only 
say that both might have beer to 
blame for ad happened, 
that he should take no ste to. in- 
terfere with any move that Mrs. Ayer 
a contemplate. In speaking of her he 
méntioned her name tenderly, and once dur- 
ing the conversation, his friend says, his lips 
trembled and something that looked like a 
big tear rolled down his cheek. An instant 
later he was himself again, and was chatting 
as gayly asofold. In mentioning this inci- 
dent the friend said he was sure that Mr. 
Ayer still loved his wife and that he was 
more sensibly touched by the prospect of a 
final separation than could, be seen on the 
surface. This friend has known Herbert Ayer 
from the time he first came to Chic from 
New Orleans, and up to the time of his sud- 
den departure for Europe was on terms of 
the closest intimacy. He was also a confi- 
dential friend of Mr. Ayer’s father, and says 
the latter seriously opposed the marriage of 
his favorit son to Harriet Hubbard. In fact, 
his opposition was so strong that for some 
time after the alliance was consummated he 
avoided Herbert, but, chafing under the 
estrangement, his love for his son was too 
strong and he became reconciled to the union. 

This friend denies the statement made by 
Mrs. Ayer that Mr. Ayer did not provide for 
the support of His famity, and says that 
he has  ~positive knowledge that at 

time Mr. Ayer went abroad 
. Ayer was worth $150,000. This was 
com of .bric-A-bac, valued at 
$90,000, which was nted to herby Mr. 
Ayer. Healsosays that before going away Mr. 
Ayer cleared up the titles on all of her prop- 
erty and that it was free from debt. There 
was no need, he says, of Mrs. Ayér seekirfy 
employment in New York, and he claims that 
when she accepted the position in Sypher’s 
her sole object was to create sympathy for 
herself. 

In re to his future Mr. Ayer unbosomed 
himself more freely and informed his friend 
that if no unforeseen difficulty arose he ex- 

ted to be in a position to pay every dollar 

e owes before long. These expectations are 
based on a prospect that he has of once more 
obtaining control of the extensive iron man- 
ufacturing plant at Youngstown, O. These 
mills are valued at $2,300,000, and were oper- 
ated by a stock company, of which Mr. Ayer 
was sident, at the time he failed. He 
owned about. two-thirds of the capital stock 
and Handled almost the entire products of 
the mill in his Chicago business. When his 
house here was forced to the wall he owed 
the Youngmtows mills about $800,000, and his 

1 fdilure caused the mills to be placed 
in the hands of a receiver. Now, although 
Herbert Aver is greatly indebted tothe mills, 
he is personally a b pt, and as such is 
unable to pay, but his indebtedness has not 
wee out his equity in the plant. He still 
holds a majority of the stock, and if the 
debts of the company were paid he would be 
its principal owner. Ofcourse, if he could 
pay what he owes the mill then the latter 
could discharge all of its liabilities and still 
have a large balance to its credit from 
the residue paid in by Mr. Ayer, but 
as Mr. Ayer cannot now and aT never 
will pay what he owes the mill it is likely 
that the mill will have to forgive his debt and 
get along on its own resources. The liabili- 
ties of the mill aggregate something like 
#500,000, and efforts are now being made to 
compromise with its creditors. On the result 
> “ay Mr. Ayer’s chances of becoming 
rich.

Shortly after the assignment was made Mr. 
Ayer’s attorney confessed judgment and 
made application to the courts to have the re- 
ceiver removed. This move was fought by 
the creditors and the latter procurred an 
order from the United States Circuit Court 
to have the mill sold. A stay of proceedings 
was obtained, and last spring Mr. Ayer car- 
ried the case into the United States Supreme 
Court. It will be four or five years before the 
case is reached and a final disposition made, 
and before that time it is confidently be- 
lieved by Mr. Ayer and his attorney that an 
amicable settlement can be made with the 
creditors and the mill discharged from debt. 
In the meantime the mill is running in full 
blast, the net earnings amounting to upward 
of $125,000 a year. e recent boom in the 
iron trade has increased the value of the 

lant and the outlook is more favorable than 
n many years. If the negotiations now 
nding with the creditors are consummated 

r. Ayer will soon obtain control, as he has 
secured financial backing that will enable 
him to pay off the debts. 


Mrs. Ayer’s Story of the Desertion by Her 
Husband. 

Judge Garnett yesterday listened to the 
story of Mrs. Harriet Hubbard Ayer, who 
asked for a divorce from her husband, with 
whom she lived until October, 1883. They 
were married in 1866. Mrs. Ayer says 
that after the failure of her husband 
the latter, saying that business _inter- 
ests demanded his presence in Europe, 
left her. He promised at the time 
ta’ contribute $500 a month towards the 
support of his wife and two children, but had 
never supplied them with a single cent. 
Mrs. Ayer, meanwhile, supported herself and 
her two daughters, aged 19 and 10, respect- 
ively, by her literary labors. She had never 
heard directly from her husband since he 
took his departure, but had discovered from 
investigation that he had been travelin 
through France with another woman (al- 
leged to be a notorious Chicago adventuress), 
with whom he has now lived for some time 
as his wife. 

At this point in her testimony the complain- 
ant burst into tears, and with many sobs told 
the rest of the story to the court. Mr. Ayer 
had returned to this country since his im- 
proper conduct in Europe, but had never been 
to see his wife, nordid he reply to her fre- 
quent requests for support. 

The court asked Mrs. Ayer whether she 
had ever made any overtures looking toward 
healing the breach between herself and her 
husband, to which she replied tearfully, ** No, 
sir: lcould not under the circumstances.” 
Her testimony was corroborated by Mrs. 
Mason, Mrs. Ayer’s secretary, who testified 
that she always opened Mrs. Ayer’s letters 
and would have known if any had ever come 
from Mr. Ayer. The court thought the  evi- 
dence insufficient to warrant a decree, and 
continued the case. Mrs. Ayer’s writings in 
the papers over the initials “‘ H. H. A.’’ have 
made her name familiar to the public for 
some years past.

GRANDA DENIES EVERYTHING. 


He Claims that He Never Made a Confes- 
sion About the Haddock Murder. 

Sioux City, Ia., ‘Dec. 18.—[Special.}—The 
man Granda, who was arrested Thursday at 
Kansas City charged with complicity in the 
assasination of Dr. Haddock, arrived here in 
charge of Sheriff McDonald at noon today. 
Granda’s wife accompanied him. Granda is 
a tall man, with unkempt hair and beard, 
wearing the garb of a common laborer. The 
wife is a coarse woman, and is dressed with- 
out winter wraps of any kind. She stood in 
the cage at the jail, holding a dirty baby, be- 
sides a common bushel-basket filled with a 
ragged assortment of clothes. In answer to 
questions Granda denied positively all the 
material statements of the confession pub- 
lished from Kansas City. 7 

‘*Did you not make a confession at Kansas 
City?” 

‘* No,” he replied, ‘‘ that is a lie.” 

He then went on to say that he was drink- 
ing the afternoon of Aug. 3, just before Dr. 
Haddock’s murder. He admitted that he saw 
George Treiber that afternoon, but denied 
that he was employed to ‘‘do up” Dr. Had- 
dock or any other Prohibitionist. "He denied 
also that he went to Dr. Haddock’s residence, 
but asserts that he went home soon after 8 
o’clock. He denied vehemently that he was 


with the crowd at the scene of the murder, 
or that he saw John Arensdorf fire the shot, 
omthat he ever said he saw him do so. He 
asserted that he never received any money 
either before the murder or after it from 
George Treiber or anybody else. 

‘But Bismarck says you told him that 
Arensdorf did the shooting,’ Was suggested. 

‘* Bismarck isa liar,’’ was the response. 
‘* Yes,’’ chimed in the well-mated wife, ** Dot 
Bismarck bees vun big liar.” 

The woman was equally obstinate in her 
denials of the statements attributed to her at 
Kansas City and contradicted everything. 
The man Herring is the key to the denials. 
He went from here to Kansas City shortly 
before the arrest, having been on intimate 
terms with Arensdorf and his crowd, by whom 
he was evidently supplied.with funds, as he 
is a worthless, moneyless fellow. He took a 
big overcoat with him to Granda, and at the 
slaughter-house; told the boss that Granda 
would not work any more. The officers think 
he was employed to take Granda away from 
Kansas City and get him beyond danger of 
being arrested. Immediately after Granda’s 
arrest Thursday he took the train fer Sioux 
City and here saw Arendorf, and then turned 
about and went next day to Kansas City and 
found the party, n takin the 
train back to Sioux City. Granda and 
his wife, being ignorant Germans, confessed, 
the theory is, thinking they would go free if 
they made a statement. The officers say the 
woman was especially eager to talk if it 
would help her and her husband out of 
troubie. Attorney Wood, who represents the 
Methodist church, told them on the train, 
however, that they had not teld the whole 
truth and he could promise nothing, and they 
must go to jail. The man Herring, speaking 
in German, told them to tell nething, to deny 
everything, and that the defense would 
bail them out. Attorney Woods says, 
however; that it. makes no difference, 
and that he would not offer them 
recommendation to the mercy of the 
court. He plainly intimates that the prose- 
cution has another conspirator who will con- 
fess and be a most valuable witness, and that 
the evidence will otherwise» be completed. 
The intimation is broad that George Treiber 
is the man. Treiber’s whereabouts are as yet 
yp unknown, but the prosecution has 

ad him located some time. , Nevertheless 
Arensdorf and his crowd kéep up a bold 
front. Treadway, Arensdorf’s lawyer, said 
today about Granda’s confession: ‘‘O, that 
a two nothing,” and laughed sneer- 
ingly.

brewing company, filed a petition for the dis- 
barment of Wood. The committees of attor- 
neys appointed by the court to prosecute filed 
their petition this afternoon. They charge 
that ood in these transactions violated 
his oath as an attorney and the law by ac- 
cepting money from both parties to injunction 
sults, stipulating unlawfully to protect a long 
list of saloonkeepers.

M. Marsh, the District At- 
torney. It is believed that behind this pro- 
ceeding there is a great deal of significance 
which may-crop out in exciting develop- 
ments in the Haddock prosecution. 


ST. LOUIS MINISTERS SHOCKED. 


The Conduct of Their Chicago Brethren in 
Attending a Ballet Disturbs Them. 

Sr. Dovis, Mo., Dec. 18.—[Special.|—The 
reverend gentlemen here who began the at- 
tack on the American opera ballet are 
shocked at the worldliness of the Chicago 
ministers in accepting invitations to witness 
the ballet at the Columbia. The Rey. Dr, 
Boyd, who was most aggressive in the war- 
fare here, said he did not believe a minister 
should attend such a sensual spectacle even 
for the purpose of investigation.

THE TUMBLE IN STOCKS. 


CHICAGO BULLS CONTRIBUTED 83,000,- 
000 TO THE POT. 


Ream, Hutchinson, Armour, Hoxie, Smith, 
Kent, Dunlap, and Jones Said to Be 
the Heaviest Losers on the Break— 
A Belief that Gould Was at the Bottom 
of the Affair—What Chicago Brokers 
Have to Say;About It—Morris Wormser’s 
* Little Foolishness” Causes Consider- 
able Excitement. 

The suddén decline in the value of stocks 


‘in New York Wednesday quite naturally 


caught a large number of the Chicago op- 
erators. It could not have been otherwise, 
for all the heavyweights were on the bull 
side, and the wonder is that they escaped 
being pushed to the wall. Careful estimates 
place the totalloss of the Chicago men at 
$3,000,000, two of them, Norman B. Ream and 
B. P. Hutchinson, being credited with hav- 
ing dropped one-third of the whole 
amount. P. D. Armour is put down 
as having contributed $300,000, and 
John R. Hoxie $250,000, which would 
divide one-half the aggregate loss among 
four men, not one of whom, however, will 
feel it in the least. George Smith of the firm 
of Field, Lindley & Co., is credited with a 
loss of $150,000, while N. 8S. Jones, 8S. A. Kent, 
and George L. Dunlap are said to have 
dropped $250,000 among them. 

The situation before the panic struck Chi- 
cago was somewhat peculiar, inasmuch as a 
great many of the operators had been en- 
gaged for several weeks prior to Wednesday 
in getting rid of their holdings, not 
because they anticipated anything of a 
decline, but for the reason that they were 
anxious to clean up forthe year. In addition 
to this, the majority of the houses had been 
bullish, and only the day before the simoon 
some of them had sentout as many bull- 
pointers as before the advance. They were 
especially bullish on New England, Reading, 
and Richmond Terminals, and the conse- 
quence was quite a number had gotten in on 
high, top figures, and had an enormous quan- 
tity of this stuff on hand. The decline in 
these stocks was so sudden and pronounced 
that these men—and some of the houses—lost 
more money than they had made during the 
summer and fall. The losses suffered by the 
houses were chiefly because their customers 
could not be found when the first note of 
warning was sounded, and then after they 
were found were unable to come to time be- 
cause of the heavy margin demanded. The 
desire of some of the operators to unload for 
the year was met by this bullish tendency, 
but only partially overcome by it, for other- 
wise the decline in values would have 
amounted to a calamity for Chicago. Had 
the drop happened one week earlier 
the losses here would have been 
in the neighborhood of $5,000,000, 
and six weeks ago, as much as $7,000,000; so 
it was not foresight, but rather Chicago’s 
proverbial good luck which averted the roast- 
in 


As to what precipitated the panicit is hard, 
even now when matters are seemingly ona 
fair basis again, to determine, and nearly 
every man has a different theory. The only 


_premonitory sign wasa stringency in the 


money market Saturday and Monday and the 
deep mutterings which brought about a locking 
up of money Tuesday; but this even Was 
nothing to be frightened at, for money is gen- 
erally scarce Saturday and Monday. he 
stringency was not unusual for this time in 
December, for it is expected that the rail- 
roads are reaching out for the funds with 
which to pay the annual and semi-annual 
interest accounts, all of which fall due early 
in January. All of this, however, does 
not account for the events of 
Wednesday. and in attempting to explain it 
away the local stock brokers are inclined to 
credit Jay Gould with having a hand in it. 
They say that Gould and several others con- 
trolling heavy cash balances saw a favorable 
opportunity to break the market, but realiz- 
ing it could only be done through a manipula- 
tion of cash deliberately raised the interest 
on loans, made it exceedingly difficult to se- 
cure money on any terms, and then 
knocked the bottom out of values 
by throwing heavy blocks of stock upon the 
market. The first break made, interest was 
advanced, and in a moment demoralization 
was a bull mar- 
ket, the very moment the decline began she 
accelerated the movement by unloading 
everything she could. Brokers lost their 
heads, and the strong bulls instantly became 
bears. Telegrams flew thick and fast, and 
their tenor was: ‘“ There is no bottom left, 
sell everything.”’ Thursday matters were 
little better, but Friday some confidence was 
restored, and yesterday there were few 
traces of the recent excitement to be found. 
The heavyweights were occupying their ac- 
customed places at their several head- 
quarters, and were again bulling the market 
as if there never had been such a thing 
known as a decline. 

‘‘ Chicago is naturally a bull’ market,” said 
one of the stock brokers yesterday, ‘** but for 
all that a great many operatorsare bears, and 
while the bulls may have lost heavily there 
were some who cleaned up handsome bal- 
ances. In fact, if there had been no bears in 
this market our losses would have been near- 
er five millions than three.” ! 

“Yes, the aggregate losses were pretty 
heavy,” said another, ‘“‘and in actual cash at 
that. Our firm telegraphed $90,000 to New 
York Wednesday, and I know that over 
$1.000,000 was wired from here that day. 
Thursday more money had to be sent, but not 
a house in the city made default to the ex- 
tent of a five-cent piece. One strong bull 
house has telegraphed as much as £350,000 
since Wednesday, with perhaps $50,000 more 
to go on final settlement.”’ . 

‘The talk about N. 8. Jones having come 
out ahead of the decline of Wednesday is all 
bosh,”’ said one of the best-known brokers in 
the city. ‘“‘He was long on the .market 
Wednesday morning of my own personal 
knowledge, and it was simply impossible for 
him to have gotten on the short side in time 
to clean up anything on the deal. You can 
put him down a_ heavy loser. The 
only Chicago men who made money 
were the bears, and there were not so 
many of them either. Of course there were 
two or three bear houses which made money, 
but nearly every house in the city lost pretty 
heavily.” 

‘‘ |] think the trouble is over,’’ said another 
broker, “‘ and I base my opinion upon my ad- 
vices from New York, which you can see for 
yourself.” The advices were as follows: 

The market has most certainly settled itself, 
and at present writing is quite active and ad- 
vancing. Saturday money is always more plenty 
and can be easily secured at 7 per cent, and on 

iit-edge collateral at 6 per cent. The strong 

nancial condition of the street has been shown 
by the almost total absence of rumored trouble 
in any quarter, with the exception of eight or 
ten Hebrew houses who nave been doing busi- 
ness with a certain young and rash speculator 
(Wormser). The market is a bull one yet, with 
the fancies at their proper level. 


YOUNG WORMSER’S ACTIONS, 


Brokers Alarmed Lest Another Panic Be 
Brought About—Settlement of Claims. 

New York, Dec. 18.—{Special.}--It looked 
for atime in Wall street today as if there 
were going to be some serious consequences 
following the Morris Wormser episode. 
Young Mr. Wormser, who did not make 
$1,000,000, was still missing from the ex- 
change, general report having it that he was 
domiciled in a safe retreat, doing the sack- 
cloth and ashes act. It.leaked out early in 
the day that it was Morris Wormser who had 
signed the name of the firm of L. & 8S. Worm- 
ser upon all the Keading stock that 
had passed through the house within 
recent months while that stock has 
been particularly lively—hundreds of 
thousands of shares. Rumor had it that 

rave complications might grow out of this. 
Not being a regular member of the firm, he 
had not the right to use the firm’s name ex- 
cept by special authorization, so the Stock 
Exchange authorities held, and if invesiiga- 
tion disclosed that current reports were true, 
and that he had not that special authoriza- 
tion, then there would be a state of things 
that might make the hubbub of last Wednes- 
day seem like the merest zephyr and knock 
the everlasting bottom out o ings. For if 
the youth had not the authority to sign the 
tirm’s name all the stock which had been de- 
livered by Ll. & 8S. Wormser was valueless; 
there had been no “ good delivery’; transfers 
were Vitiated ; such a tangle was brought about 
as nothing short of demoralization, if not 
absolute panic, could straighten out. Govy- 
ernors of the Stock Exchange had good rea- 
son for agitation. An official representative 
of the exchange hastened to obtain a clear 
yee rete ca of the situation. Verbal 
declarations from the firm were not quite 
enough, and a written notice is now on file in 
the office of Secretary Ely of the Stock Ex- 
change, which ‘avers that while Morris 
Wormser was not a partner of the firm of I. 
& 8S. Wormser, and. that while he did not 
hold the power of attorney for the house, he

did have the authority to sign the firm’s 
name in stock transfer transactions. This 
notice wiped out the danger of demoralizing 
the market by suddenly unsettling the value 
of Reading stock. 

But while the prompt decision of I. & 8S. 
Wormser in this matter cleared the Reading 
atmosphere, it had a cloud or two in it for 
themselves in another way. The settlement 
of Morris’ “little foolishness"’—which the 
young man’s father arranged yesterday— 
came near falling through today. If may seem 
strange, but even the head of the house of 
Wormser does not pay out $300,000 
and feel peppy enough to see another 
$100,000 worth of claims pop up serenely 
asking payment too; and pert Simon Wormser 

ut his foot down firm when the last ava- 
anche of bills tumbled against him; the 
thing was really assuming serious propor- 
tions; $300,000 might be a trifle, but another 
hundred thousand atop of that sum loomed 
up a little too gigantic to look well. 

Messrs. Il. & S. Wormser had to explain to- 
day that they had not rented their offices in 
the Drexel Building for all Wall street to 
hold mass-meetings in. There were between 
twelve and twenty brokerage firms caught in 
this trouble. Hoping still to see Friday’s com- 
promise scheme go through, these firms are 
not yetready to admit that they shared in 
the * little foolishness.”’ Some of the firms 
already have had a chill or two; the Selig- 
mans, for instance, have had to come tw the 
assistance of one tottering establishment. 


A LECTURE BY JUSTIN M’CARTHY. 


His Opinion of the House of Lords and of 
Lord Randolph Charchill. 

New York, Dec. 18.—[Special.}—Justin 
McCarthy spoke this evening to the members 
of the Nineteenth Century Club on “The 
English Parliament.” He said: 

The House of Commons at present is undoubt~ 
edly a representative body. We have of late 
most admirable laws in force, with the strictest 
regard to any manner of bribery and cor- 
ruption in the election of a member of Pariia- 
ment. You will ask how, with the powers of 
the House of Lords, can a civilized country get 
on atall? They have the right to veto every 
measure passed by the House of Commons on the 
condition that they don't attempt the absurdity 
of exercising that right. They have had very sel- 
dom to do that within recent years. The last occa- 
sion was some twenty-five years ago, when Lord 
Palmerston was Prime Minister. I don't sup- 
pose it is likely that in our days they will do any- 
thing of the kind again. The House of 
Lords will probably not be a factor in 
the business of English legislation any more. 
A man is looked upon as lost to business or po- 
litical life when a stroke of fate absorbs him in 
the languor and obscurity of the House of Lords. 
Il often wonder how aman like the Marguis of 
Salisbury must feel in the languor and dullness 
of the House of Lords. I wonder how often he 
must look back with regret and yearning to the 
@ays when he was Lord Robert Cecil. The 
House of Lords is becoming a _ withered 
arm in the legislation of England. There 
is only one single man in that as- 
sembly who coul by amy possibility be 
called an orator, and that man is a Bishop of the 
Episcopal church. The Bishops sitting in the 
House of Lords look like a crowd of strong-mind- 
ed women who have found their way into the 
wrong place. Weare so busy in England, how- 
ever, that we really have no time to trouble 
about the House of Lords. 

Mr. McCarthy said that a change must be 
made in the House of Commons. At present 
@ measure might be defeated by a majority 
of votes, when, nevertheless, there was 
a majority of votes in its favor. This 
might sound iike a paradox. It 
was accounted for by the fact that wealthy 
men who owned land in different counties 
had several votes. ‘‘Weare greatly ham- 

red,”’ said Mr. McCarthy, “‘ in the House of 

‘ommons by the way in which we must men- 
tion names. We cannot allude to Mr. Jones 
or Mr. Brown. We must speak of the honor- 
able gentleman, and the place from 
which he comes. If heisa lawyer we must 
awh My honorable and learned friend’; if a 
soldier, he becomes, ‘My honorabie and gal- 
lant friend’; if the son of a Peer, ‘My noble 
friend’; if a member of the Privy Council, 
‘My right honorable.and learned friend.’ It 
is very puzzling to the most fluent speaker. 
as? my waterlogged by these diffieulties.” 

r. McCarthy spoke of Lord Randol 

Churchill as being so troublesome that the 
Conservative party, having discovered that 
they could not liye with him, found that they 
wouldn’t live without him. “ He sticks at 
nothing, is afraid of nothing, and has no 
parts under reverence for anything or any- 
one. I have no doubt that if he were brought 
into the unjust shade of Julius Caesar he 
would clap him on the back and exclaim, 
* How d’ye do, old boss.’ ” ’

Dr. O’ Reilly’s Case—Servant Girls in a Hotel 
Nearly Suffocuted by Gas. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 18.—{Special.}—

Physicians succeeded in bringing 
four of the girls to consciousness before day- 
light. Kittie Kane, who wasaffected most by 
the gas. was the last to revive. Minnie 
Campbell says that she awoke to find herself 
on the point of suffocation from gas, but ral- 
lied sufficiently to arise to her feet and start 
to open the door. She remembered nothing 
further. She fellnearthe door. Gus Myers, 
clerk of the hotel, inhaled considerable of 
the gasin his room, but was able to leave 
his bed without assistance when an outcry 
was raised. A brmck inthechimney just over 
the furnace had fallen out, leaving a vent for 
the gas, which rose to the third floor through 
a flue close to the chimney. 


INDICTED FOR LUMBER DEPREDATIONS. 


The Interior Department Succeeds in Hav- 
ing True Bills Returned Against 15 Men. 
WasuiIneton, D.C., Dec. 18.—[Special.}— 

There was rejoicing in the Interior Depart- 
ment today. Commissioner Sparks received 
word this morning from Montana that fifteen 
more indictments had been found by the 
grand jury against Montana Improvement 
Company officials. Eleven such individuals 
were thus indicted, among them Messrs. 
Eddy and Hammond of the big lumber firm 
of Eddy, Hammond & Co.; E. L. Bon- 
ner, President of the Montana Improve- 
ment Company; Thomas Hathaway, J. 
A. Robertson, Assistant Gencral Manager 
Buckley, Superintendents Gilbert and Wey- 
mouth, all of the improvement compaty; 
and Northern Pacific Tie-Contractor Green- 
ough and Roadmaster Massey. These indict- 
ments are all for reeentdepredations. Green- 
ough and Roadmaster Massey had shipped 
ties seized by the Government, and oné of 
the company’s mén had set adrift a large lot 
of logs tied up in Lake Coeur d’ Aléne.

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JOHN DILLON’S ARREST. 


WHAT MICHAEL DAVITT HAS TO SAY 
ON THE SUBJECT. : 


It Indicates that the Tory Leaders Wil 
Make Another Attempt at Coercion—The 
Arrests Made Simply to Show the Need 
of Further Legislation—Irish Leaders 
Summoned to Answer for Receiving 
Rents from Tenants. 

Michael Davitt, the Irish patriot, passed 
through the city yesterday morning én route 
from Quebec to the Far Weston business of 
a personal and particularly happy nature. A 
TRIBUNE reporter boarded a Michigan Central 
train at Kensington and found the eminent — 
Irishman engaged in the process of making 
his toilet, which he carried on with neatness 
and dispatch notwithstanding his loss of an 
arm. Later on Mr. Davitt was asked con- 
cerning the significance of the recent arrest 
by the Government of John Dillon, member 
of Parliament for East Mayo, Wilham O’Brien, 
editor of United Ireland, and other Irish lead- 
ers acting as trustees in conducting the 
‘* plan of campaign.” Mr. Davitt said: 

‘‘lam notatall alarmed at the situation. 
The Government is making itself ridiculous. 
If this‘ plan of campaign’is really illegal, 
the Government should have struck a blow 
long ago. The fact that ithas allowed Dillon, 
O’ Byen, and others to carry it on for months 
shows its hesitancy to declare it illegal. The 
alleged charge of conspiracy to defraud is 
ridiculous, because United Jreland and those 
engaged in this movement are acting in open 
daylight; hence the absurdity of the charge 
of conspiracy. If the tenant farmers show a 
desire to give the rent, or a portion of it, into 
the hands of public men, and do it without 
compulsion, the charge of fraud against Dil- 


lon and O’Brien because they have received 
such money is simply ridiculous. Suppose 
they bring Dillon and O’Brien to trial before 
ajury on such acharge! No jury in Ireland 
will convict them.’”’ 

‘* What, then, is the real meaning of the 
move on the part of the Government?” 

‘*] think the action of the Government in 
making the arrest and bringing the men to 
trial is just like the course pursued by Glad- 
stone’s Government in 188], preparatory to 
mneasures of coercion. Gladstone's law offi- 
cers at that time instituted the state trials of 
Parnell and the executives of the Land 
League, not with the hope of obtaining a con- 
viction, but to show the English public opin- 
ion that the ordinary law was. ineffec A. 
cope with the state of things.in Ireland, 
that, therefore, exceptional legislation was 
required. Ihave no doubt that this is the 
line of argument that will be adopted by 
Hicks-Beach and Churchill when in the early 
days of the coming session of Parliament they 
upply for exceptional power to deal with the 
National League in Lreland.”’ 

‘‘ What will be the effect of such an applica- 
tion for exceptional power ?’’ 

‘‘This means that we are on the eve of an- 
other and probably the last and most desper 
ate fight with coercion. Both the league and 
Ireland are quite prepared for the strugg 
which will be the fifty-fifth of the kind w 
between Ireland and England during the 
last eighty-six years. This means that fifty- 
four similar measures have proved 80 many 
failures, and, in sporting lan , the bet- 
ting is 55 to 1 that Ireland wins the coming 
coutest. I expect to be home in Lreland in a 
few weeks—before all the prisons are dlled. 
I look also for Parnell’s speedy appearance 
upon the field of action, and | am confident 
that in a few months the bellicose Tory party 
will have had quite enough of coercion in 
Ireland. I firmly believe that English, Scotch, 
and Welsh popular feeling will be with the 
Irish in this struggle and against the course 
of action of the Tories.” 

‘* What is the financial condition of the ten- 
ant-farmers of Irelund?!”’ 

‘* Jt is undeniable that the vast majority of 
them are utterly unable to pay the full rents, 
English, Scotch, and Welsh landlords have 
given a reduction of 25 to W per cent to their 
tenant-farmers owing tothe great deprecia- 
tion in the prices of agricultural products. 
This condition of things in Great Britain will 
make it plain to any one on this side of the 
Atlantic that Irish tenant-farmers must be 
even in worse condition and consequently 
more entitled to a large reduction in rents.

IRISH LEADEKS SUMMONED, 


Dillon and Others Called to Account for 
Accepting Tenants’ Rents. 

Dustin, Dec. 18.—William O’Brien, who is 
now 1n Dublin, today received a summons, 
similar to the one served on him at Loughrea, 
to appear here and answer to another charge 
of “conspiracy to defraud.” Similar sum- 
monses were served upon John Dillon, Will- 
iam Redmond, Daniel Crilly, David Sheehy, 
and Matthew Harris, all Parnellite members 
of Parliament. The alleged conspiracy to de- 
fraud consists in accepting, as trustees for 
tenants, the reduced fents refused by the 
landlords. It begins to look asif the Govy- 
ernment has arranged to resist the “ plan of 
campaign’’ by arresting the trustees under it 
in every locality wherein they accept refused 
rents. The men are all to appear next Thurs- 
day in answer to the summonses. 

During the last two days every bit of the 
rents owing by the tenants of the Fosberry 
estates at Listowell, County Kerry, minus 
the amountof the reduction demanded by the 
tenants and refused by the landlord, has 
been collected under the “ plan of campaign ”’ 
and quietly deposited with trustees, all un- 
known to the authorities. :

The Liberals Fear Chamberlain. 

Loxpon, Dec. 18.—{Special Cable.]—An 
amusing state of things political has been ex- 
isting here for the last few days.

Unless the Castile and their 
creature courts carry things with a higher 
hand than the English and Scotch constitu- 
encies will tolerate, there can be 
no imprisonment save on jury ver- 
dic and these they cannot get. As for 
Mr. Dillon’s, in the original action, where he 
was hauled up before a partisan bench and 
bound over for good behavior under a statute 
of Edward III. to punish tramps and vaga- 
ponds, he will probably lodge an appeal. In 
the matter of bail no appeal lies from any 
udgment on the Crown side of the Queen's 
nch, so he will be scouted out of the app 
court, but this will pave the way for carryin 
an appeal to the House of Lords, which wi 
serve to fasten English attention and make 
clear to Englishmen that the same law, if 
upheld, would apply also to them in abroga- 
tion of Magna Charta. 
The failure of the rank and file of the En- 
glish Liberal papers to understand the merits 
of the issue involved and to grasp the points 
favorable to their cause is characteristic, but 
painful. They essay feeble and spiritiess at- 
tacks on the Government, all the while 
taking pains to disclaim sympathy with out- 
rage and violence, thereby implying that 
Dillon and O’Brien are responsible for these. 
Whole acres of proof from their own staff 
correspondents are being furnished them 
meanwhile to show that Dillon and O’Brien 
are really the only barriers existing against 
disorder and crime. The plain truth 
is that the plan of campaign was a 
scheme to keep Ireland quiet and hold 
up the Castle’s hands in the original effort to 
secure a reduction. No landlords were men- 
aced by it who had not rejected the Castle’s 
pleas to lower impossible rents. Now that 
the Castle is driven by Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Goschen into an attempt to prevent the 
plan of campaign, the danger of outrages 
and a bloody winter generally is enormously 
mereased. One of the ablest and wisest 
Irish leaders said to me yesterday when the 
news of the arrests came that this destroys 
the last chance of order inIreland. “If,” 
said he, “the Government will not allow 
rents to be collected by daylight, there is a 
inful. probability that they will be col- 
ected by moonlight instead.”’ 

There is an absurd story in circulation that

He is only 
extremely anxious that the Tories be given 
no excuse for coercion. Thus far they have 
none, but Lord Cowper’s Land Commission 
will bring in a report striving hard to create 
one on a disto statement about the evils 
ofthe prevalence of ening. Tories of 
the stiller sort are nursing the idea that they 
can bribe Dr. Walsh by offering him the Iris 
Church surplus of $275,000 for Catholic ed- 
ucation, but they do not know their 
man. He would touch not a penny till 
home rule was granted. [t is understood 
that Lord Randolph Churchill is to go to Dub- 
hn Monday to spend the holidays. He is 
deenly chagrined at the failure of his pacific 
policy for Ireland, but perhaps even more at 
the chance that Mr. Chamberlain may desert 
him, now that his inability to control the 
Irish policy of the Cabinet is manifest. 
Chamberlain is to speak at Birmingham Jan. 
5, and there is a rumor that he hold out 
a sizable olive branch to the home-rulers. 
It is a fact that he privately admits that his 
action in June put back his career ten years, 
and it is evident that he is in an extremely 
difficult position publicly; but stillihe will not 
‘*rat”’ unless he sees a prospect that the 
fatted calf will be killed for him. Both he 
and Churchill have been playing their game 
low down, but the one failed to estimate the 
full strength of the prejudices of his party 
and the other failed to realize that there was 
such a thing as principle in his party. If 
there were any real courage and conviction 
in the English masses both would be driven 
to the wall now that their chicanery is un- 
masked.

A Fatal Epidemic of Measies. 

New York, Dec. 18.—[{Special.}—The health 
officers are seriously concerned about the ex- 
isting epidemic of measles, which is assuming 
an alarming complexion. Not only is it in- 
creasing, Out its victims are to be found among 
adults as well as children, and even elderiv 
people have been attacked. There are 
several cases of second attacks of the disease. 
and one patient is slowly recovering from a 
third attack. The disease, too, is unusually 
fatal. Ordinarily only one or two rickety 
children out of a hundred die of measies, 
while in the last two weeks the mortality 
has been apparentiy about 15 per cent—it is 
not possible just now to estimate exactly— 
and several adults have succum to the 
disease. The figures show the steady in- 
crease of the epidemic. The week ending 
Dec. 4 424 new cases and 44 deaths were re- 
ported to the health department: 4% cases 
and 64 deaths were reported the following 
week; and last week 558 cases and 66 deaths.

The Overturning of a Lamp Starts a Blaze 
That Threatens an Entire Block—The 
Damage Estimated at About $40,000— 
Rescue of a Woman and Six Children— 
Fortunately the Fire Does Not Reach 
the Oli Stock on the Lower Floors. 


The .P. C. Hanford Oil Company was 
burned out last evening. The loss is esti- 
mated at $40,000. The company occupies part 
of the building that is located at the south- 
west corner of Wabash avenue and South 
Water __ street. It is a five-story 
and basement structure, erected in 1872, and 
extends from South Water street south to 
the alley. The building is owned by P. C. 
Hanford. It is divided in the centre by a 
twenty-four-inch brick fire wall, which runs 
from the foundation to the roof. This wall 
alone prevented the building from being 
gutted. The first floor and basement 
of the north half are occupied 
by the P. C. Hanford Oil Company, and con- 
tain a big stock of lubricating oils. The 
same company also occupy the fourth and 
fifth floors, on which were stored dry paints 
and white lead. 

On the second floor are the offices of the 
Fairbank Canning Company and Jeffrey & 
Co., dealers in teas. Both carried small 
sample stocks, valued at about $1,000 each. 
The third floor was occupied by F. W. Thurs- 
ton & Co., dealers in glue, who carried a 
stock valued at about $10,000. Each concern 
and the building was fully insured. 

At 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon a lamp was 
overturned :in Thurston & Co.’s establish- 
ment. The flames communicated with the 
stock and in an instant the entire third bear 
was all ablaze. One of the clerks rus 

and gave the alarm. ‘The 
department responded uickly. but 
by the time the rst stream 
was in operation the fire had reached the 
floor above and ina few minutes was shoot- 
ing out of the upper windows. A second 
alarm was sounded one minute after the first. 
The department, however, was slow in get- 
ting to work, as owing to the fact that con- 
nections were being made at the Water-Works 
some of the plugs were useless. But when 
an inexhaustible supply of water was finally 
reached the firemen did effective work and 
succeeded in confining the flames to the three 
upper floors, which were cleaned out. 

Mr. Hanford estimates the damage to the 
building at $20,000, and says the loss on stock 
owned by his ‘company will not 
exceed $5,000. Thurston & Co.’s 
stock of glue is a_ total _ loss. 
The teas and canned meats on the second 
floor are more or less damaged by water. 
Ezra A. Cook, printer and publisher, who oc- 
cupies the third and tof the second floor 
south of the fire wall, also sustained some 
damage from water. The Canfield Showcase 
Company. on the floor above the printing 
oftice, will have a small claim. 

Felix, Marston & Co., wholesale pealers in 
wooden, willow, hollow ware, occupy the 
double store adjoining the Hanford build- 
ing on South Water street, which is 
separated by @ fire wall nearly three feet 
thick. There were some fears that'the fire, 
while it was raging so fiercely. in 
the rear of the a, building, 
would penetrate this wall. om me aga y 
the firm stationed its employés on 
each floor, and supplied each man with a 
stock of hand-grenades. Inflammable goods, 
including several hundred cases of matches, 
were removed from the wall, but, although 
the thick wall became intensely hot, the fire 
did not reach their stock. 

Traps opening into the sewers were so 
tightly frozen that the gutters were over- 
flowed ang water gotinto the basements of 
some of the neighboring buildings. Sofar as 
could be learned there will be no claims on 
the insurance companies on this account. 

Asascene of intense interest to the im- 
mense crowd that gathered the fire wasa 
success, and several incidents occurred to 
keep up the excitement. No attempt was 
made to remove anyof the oil from Han- 
ford’s, but a quantity of oil in casks and bar- 
rels that st on the sidewalk was hastil 
rolled away. About this time a woman wit 
six small children was brought down from 
the south end of the fifth story. Two of the 
children were twins 2 months old, two were 
twins 2 years old, and the other 
two were 3 and 4 years old respectively. 
They were talgen into the store of Durand & 
Co., just across the alley. Here they were 
fed and made comfortabie, and a many 
dollars found their way into the mother’s 
hands from pitying spectators. The woman 
was Mrs. J. W. Brown, whose husband is an 
employvé of Cook, a bookseller in the build- 
ing.

Prince Bismarck and the German Alfabet. 

Prince Bismarck has been the most go- 
ahead of practical statesmen, but on one point 
he is obstinate and retrograde. For ten 
years there has been a steady effort made all 
over Germany to get rid of the German charo 
acter in printing and writing. It serves n, 
purpose, enshrines no patriotic associations- 
and has no legend or history to make it inter- 
esting. Somewhere near the end of the Mid 
dle Ages the scribes of all nations took to 
adorning and aqaing. flourishes to the famil 
iar Latin alfabet. The taste spread, and 
what are called “ Gothic letters” was the re- 
sultofit. Uitimately there was a reaction in 
favor of simplicity, and this reaction is onl\ 
reaching Germany at the ond of thé nine 
teenth century. ince Bismarck holds by 
the old character. Six years ago he caused 
certain manuals issued at the Chancery, and 
that had been printed in Latin characters, 
to be reprinted in Gothic type. There was 
great outcry at the’ time, and men of science 
asserted that tle prevalence of near sight 
among the German people was due to this 
trying and minute type.’ But the Chancellor 
never yields, aud now within the week he 
has sent back several Biue Books issued by 
the Berlin magistracy and had them reprinted 
a oe own convenience in the type he de 

ends.

CITY INTELLIGENCE. 


The Centennial of the Composer Von Web- 
er’s Birth. 

Karl Maria yon Weber, the centennial of 
whose birth in 1786 was celebrated last even- 
ing, was the son of a strolling actor, but, 
thanks toa paternal love affair, became a 
pupil of Haydn’s younger brother, a sacred 
composer of no little distinction. Afterwards 
he studied in Vienna under the Abbé Vogler, 
and finally became director of the opera-house 
in Breslau. All this time the young man had 
been turning over in his mind the subject for 
an opera, and at length “ Abu Hassan ’’ was 
written, and with it as an attraction the com- 
poser started on a tour of Germany. The 
most brilliant and fecunda period of his life 
with his engagement as Kapellmeis- 
of Saxony. During this time 
the Jubilee Cantata, the mass in E flat, 
was written and “Der Freischiitz”’ was 

lanned and partly written. ‘ Preciosa, 

owever, was the first of his mature operas 
that received presentation, and although its 
success was marked it was shadowed by the 
marvelous success of “Der Freischiitz.”’ 
This opera carried the composer’s name te 
France and Italy, and from England came & 
commission to write an opera for the English 
stage. The result was “* Oberon,” produced 
in Covent Garden in 1826 under the composer's 
direction. Weber died in London at the close 
of this engagement, or soon after; his grave 
is in Dresden. Weber’s life-work was the 
development of a distinct school in German 
opera; “Euryanthe,” an opera that is rarely 
given now and that was unsuccess- 
ful at its first production, is the 
most typical of these, and it may 
be said that in it slumber the rms of 
“Lohengrin.” But the work that Weber has 
done is too familiar to need outlining, and 
the success of the concert lastevening shows 
that time has brightened rather than dimmed 
his fame. It was nearly 9 o’clock, for some 
reason or other, before the first number, the 
‘‘Euryanthe”’ overture adapted for the or- 
gan and played by Prof. H. C. Beseler, was 
given. The ‘“*Mannerchére,” chosen from 
different singing societies of the city, sang 
the ‘“‘Gebet” and *“ Liitzow’s Wild Jagd,” 
from “‘ Der Freischtitz,” effectively and well, 
and the latter part of the program introduced 
Mrs. Bloomfield-Zeissler, who played the 
Concert Opus 79. and Mr. W. CC. E. See- 
boeck, who had selected the Rondo Brillante. 
Mr. Gaston Gottschalk in a * Euryanthe”’ 
aria was warmly received and the program 
throughout was given with — and good 
taste. Although the idea of the concert was 
due to the German musicians of the city, the 
large number of people present to whom the 
German program wasa puzzle emphasized 
again the fact that art has no nationality.

THE SHIP OF THE NEXT CENTURY. 


A North Carolina Man Who 
Ideas on the Subject. 

Picron River, N. C.. Dec. 14.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—I noticed in one of our papers 
here an account clipped from your paper 
headed ‘‘ The Shipof the Future.”’ The writer 
looked into the future and saw the ship of 
the next century, whose motive power will 
be applied in a more rational method than 
the propeller screw represents and whose 
crank-shaft will be done away with by con- 
ducting a circuit of water right through 
lengthwise on a straight line al the water 
rejected at the stern. How you came to hear 
of this I do not know, unless some one else 
besides me had the same or something simi- 
lar to my plans in view, or found out the mode 
I have worked and planned for the last two 
years—in fact, had the same in view for over 
five years. It is now two years and upwards 
since I sent plans and specifications to the 
United States navy, under the impression— 
in fact, being so told —that the Govern- 
ment would make experimental tests 
upon any improvements appertaining 
to the navy, provided they were worthy 
of notice. They acknowledged the 
receipt of the same and stated that they 
should have full consideration when the time 
for the construction of the vessels came. I, 
also, at the same time had a set of plans pre- 
parted for the Patent-Office, and one set 
which I sent to one of our largest ship- 
builders. The latter I recalled and . propose 
to send to the English navy. 

Besides propelling steamers my plan will 
propel canal-boats without washing the 
shores. My experience in hydraulics teaches 
me that it is the only true principle to secure 
s and is the most economical mode for 
obtaining it. Then there area number of 
very valuable advantages connected with my 
idea. The construction of my machinery is 
very simple. If the navy overlooks this 
thing I want parties with backbone to put it 
into practical operation. Iam a little anx- 
ious to know how it got into your paper.

A WEEK IN WALL STREET. 
FEATURES OF LAST WEEK’S PANIC IN 
THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Conditions Which Preceded the Disas- 
trous Smash—Banks Telegraphing to 
New England for Money—The Future 
Tendency of the Market—England Ready 
to Unload American Securities—What 
the Inter-State Commerce Bill Would 
Accomplish. 


New York, Dec. 18.—[Special.]—The Times’ 
financial article says: The smash in the stock 
market the last week was more sudden and 
complete than those who laid the plans for it 
had expected; but that it was so thorough 
was a striking proof how greatly attenuated 
the bubble of speculation had become. One 
vigorous blow sufficed to do the business. 
The whole fabric collapsed. The customary 
homilies have been written on the event, the 
usual moral pointed, and once more the world 
is informed that, though the reckless gam- 
bling of Wall street has ended in dis- 
aster, no legitimate business is injuri- 
ously affected. It is of interest to note, 
however, that though these sermons are ac- 
cepted as usual and proper the day after the 
catastrophe, any man who prophesies the day 
before it comes that such an event is impend- 
ing is most likely to be cursed as a prophetof 
évil. His predictions may be believed by a 
few, be acted upon by fewer still, but the vast 
majority of those who hear them feel more 
like stoning him. The more cogent the facts 
and arguments he adduces in proof of 
his assertions the more intense the 
feeling of hostility he creates. It 
was, for example, perfectly plain that 
it was in the power of two or three large cap- 
italists to cause severe stringency at any mo- 
ment by simply withdrawing their ava lable 
capital from the banks—in other words, lock- 
ing up money—and it was reasonably certain 
that they would do this when the Tight mo- 
mentcame. Yet the suggestion that ‘this 
would be done provoked indignant comment, 
whereas it was simply a warning to those on 
the bull side that it was a dangerous time to 
be spread out. It was a time when 
every speculator carrying lines of stocks 
should have asked himself how he would be 
likely to stand with money at 1 per centa 
day. How many did it, and sha their af- 
fairs accordingly, may be inferred from the 
fact that money at 4 per cent sufficed to pre- 
—— the crash of Wednesday. 

he collapse having occurred, the natural 
inquiry now is as to the future: The idea 
that all is over, and the market will now re- 
sume its booming course is cherished by a 
good many people, but such optimistic views 
are not in accord with experience. The 
effects of such heavy losses do not 
disappear in a week ora month. There is al- 
ways a rebound after a heavy fall; there was 
such a one after the first crash in 1873, and 
the market ison the rebounding movement 
now. This, too, may be said, that the smash, 
having oceurred in December, it is wag / to 
be more speedily recovered from than if it 
had happened in February or March. Had 
the wild speculation ne on unchecked till 
spring, and then the crash come, there 
would have been no recovery till the 
next crop had been harvested. But 
after the momentum of the rebound 
is exhausted, a period of slow recession usu- 
ally sets in under the liquidation of pools 
and cliques which were crippled in the 
smash, yet managed to hold together for the 
time. This has been the past experience of 
Wall street, and will probably be repeated 
now. Someofthe best-informed financiers 
for this, and have 
— their views of the situation there and 

ere. 

London, in fact, is the menace to our mar- 
ket now, as hitherto it has been its chief sup- 
port. Enormous amounts of our securities 
are held over there, and the pinch of tight 
money is beginning to be felt there as it has 
been here. The scarcityon this side has 
started a drain on London, and gold being 
the one international currency, gold is being 
largely exported. This is a gain to us but a 
loss to London, and the Bank of England 
being also low on_ its ld reserves, 
has already advanced the loan, or dis- 
count, rate to 5 per cent. Trustworthy 
information from that side is that the rate 
will be further advanced if necessary to 
check the export, and 6per cent may be the 
rate even before next Thursday, when the 
usual weekly meeting of the bank governors 
is held. The effect of making money dearer 
there is to force the selling of the securities 
held for speculation, just as it does here; and 
hence instead of importing gold, we are liable 

by umportations of our own 
stocks and bonds. Apprehensions of just 
such a state of affairs appear in letters 
written from London two weeks ago. 
The more sagacious observers of 
the market had already taken alarm at 
the lengths to which speculation was run- 
ning. A good deal of gold is afloat now, but 
while afloat it may as well be non-existent. 
It is unavailable at the very moment it is 
most urgently needed. Calls for money are 
being sent out from Wall street to all parts 
of the country. Every bank in New England 
was wired to Friday night. Rates were easy 
yesterday, but this was because it is as much 
to the interest of bear operators to have the 
market get into better shape as the bulls. 
The ilatter don’t want to lose any 
more money, and the former want to 
secure what is owed them. But the condi- 
tion of affairs which caused money to rise to 
4g per cent per day still continues and is likely 
to continue into the next year. This must 
have its effect on the stock market, in severely 
checking a renewalof the buying movements, 
and furthermore, it must be considered that 
stocks cannot today be bought at the panic 
prices of Wednesday. A glance over the list 
shows that the rebound has carried many of 
them up @s much as 10 per cent, and the 
temptation to purchase is correspondingly 
lessened with the advanced prices. Those 
who bought Wednesday are more likely to 
want to sell now than to buy more. 

Another fact is that the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill is still pending, and it is stated 
that it will get nearly a two-thirds vote in 
the Senate. Itisin such shape that it must 
be passed as it is or notatall. The report 
of the conference committee is accepted, 
and the bill passed, or it is rejected. ere 
is time ‘to amend the act by sup- 
peementery legislation afterward, and 

efore it goes into effect. This may 
or may not be done. The attention 
of the whole country has been aroused to the 
measure, as it should be, for it is unquestion- 
ably the most important piece of economy 
legislation since the enactment of the war 
tariff. Such attention, however. is consid- 
ered not to have lessened its chances of pas- 

ge, but rather increased them. Every vote 
will be scrutinized with jealous vigilance, 
and the Western Senators generally declare 
emphatically that their poorse want the bill. 
Obviously some law is necessary. The 
United States Supreme Court ‘has al- 
ready said that, and the crying evils 
of railroad discrimination have aroused 
the feeling which has found expression 
in the measure of restrictive legislation. To 
citea single example, the existence of the 
Standard Oil Company today is the livin 
monument of railroad abuses. Judicial an 
legislative investigations at various times 
and places have demonstrated beyond con- 
troversy that the vast monopoly came into 
existence only through the grossest abuses 
of power byrailroad managers. Such abuses 
would be impossible under the proposed law. 
As to the prohibition of pooling, the bill itself 
supplies the substitute in its requirements 
that tariffs shall be published, which the 
ey is prohibited from varying from 
except by regular notice previously given. 
The object of pooling is to prevent the cut- 
ting of rates by rival roads. By making such 
rate-cutting or discrimination a public offense 
the mutual supervision is removed from the 
roads and lodged with the Government au- 
thorities. Whatever amendment the bill 
may needin the best interests of both the 
railroads and the public may be done 
after investigation and discussion: 
but it is noticeable that the scoffing with 
which the first intimation of the serious 
character of the measure was received dis- 
appeared very quickly. Its gravity is 
fully recognized now, and it did not 
take long for the recognition to have its effect 
on the stock market. It was as effective in 
ite way as the discrimination the banks were 
exercising about the character of their col- 
laterals. They have been criticised in some 
quarters fer not doing this sooner and thus 
checking the progress of the speculation 
which collapees so disastrously. Doubtless 
they should have done this, but bank officers 
like to make money as well as other people, 
and are apt to yield to temptation. The ad. 
ventof a new Bank-Examiner, however. is 
supposed to have done considerable in the 
way of changing their views on the value of 
securities. new sweeps clean.

GOULD GOING TO CHURCH. 


The Railroad Millionaire’s Habit Attracting 
Much Attention. 

New York, Dec. 17.— [Special Correspond- 
ence. }]—Jay Gould has become a church-goer. 
For six consecutive Sundays he has attended 
services in a Presbyterian church where he 
owns a pew. Thisis such anovelty for the 
financier that many of his friends cannot help 
speculating upon the possible change it indi- 
cates in his life. Dr. John A. Paxton is the 
preacher who expounds the Scriptures to Mr. 
Gould, and the church edifice is on Forty- 
second street, very near the corner of Fifth 
avenue. Itis getting to be a popular resort 
of a Sunday morning, for Dr. Paxton, al- 
though a man of considerable learning and 
vigorous piety, has an unrestrained, not to 
say free and easy, style of discours® and de- 
livery. His scholarship crops out every min- 
ute, but in no stilted phrases. Even whenhe 
drops momentarily out of English to pick up 
a word from the Greek, as he did in 
one of his prayers this morning, it 
does not sound pedantic or uninteresting, 
however unintelligible it may be to his high- 
toned. but not necessarily learned audience. 
He is hearty and cordial in personal inter- 
course, not at all averse to the pleasures of 
society, and one who gives the typical club 
man the impression that here isa parson who 
can meet us on ourown ground. So a good 
many fashionable men who would not be like- 
ly to go to church at all find themselves regu- 
larly at Dr. Paxton’s, and pay handsomely for 
their entertainment by hiring apew. Mr. 
Gould paid $1,800 for his. It is in the centre 
aisle, about half way down. The schedule 
rate for this property is $1,500; itis as much 
property as the lease of a house or lot, and 
may be disposed of, sold, given away, mort- 

ad, just like any other commodity. Owing 
to its favorable situation Mr. Gould had to 
pay @ premium to obtain possession, and in 
the competition that ensued his bid of 8300 
cleared the field and secured the prize. His 
lease of the pew dates from the ist of No- 
vember last and holds for a year, when it 
“y be renewed or abandoned, as he sees fit. 

Mr. Gould was among the early arrivals 
last Sunday morning. ith him came one of 
his young sons, and shortly after George 
Gould and his wife came also. His daughter 
Helen, who is credited with effecting the in- 
cipient reform in the financier’s life, was not 

resent. Shortly after the services began 
Mr. Gould beckoned toa passing usher and 
called his attention to the vacant place in the 
pew. The usher bowed and presently con- 
ducted a lady to the place. When the audi- 
ence stood up to recite the confession of 
faith Mr, Gould conformed to the movement, 
but kept his lips closed yo the recital. 
During prayer. he bowed his head upon the 
back of the pew in front of him, and in all 
other respects conducted himself so that the 
casual observer would have supposed him the 
most devout and lone-habituated churchman. 

Mr. Paxton drew the text for his sermon 
from the story of Jonah and the whale. It 
was anintensely “practical” discourse, de- 
livered straight at his wealthy supporters, 
and abounding in unique, bold phraseology. 
His first sentence led him into a long digres- 
siot about Tolsti, the Russian writer, and the 
intellectual debility that, according to the 
doctor, attends high civilization. “The man 
who refiects,”’ he said, * is usually a coward. 
He who can see all sides of a question finds 
it harder to make up his mind than he who 
sees only one side. It is not reason that 
makes epochs in the world’s history, but 
passion and conviction. Who inspired and 
conducted the movement that convulsed the 
American Republic! The polished Edward 
Everett! No, it was Garrison and Phillips, 
and the homely President and modest soldier 
from the West.”’ Possibly the preacher for- 
got that Phillips and his family rep 
resented the super-refinement of Boston 
“culture,” but he went on to decry the 
methods and matter of the American novel- 
ists and uphold the inteilectual vigor shown 
bythe men of half-civilized Russia. All of 
which seemed to impress his hearers favora- 
bly. Returning to Jonah he demonstrated 
that that ** recalcitrant prophet” wasa very 
typeof the modern civilized man. Jonah 
had better spiritual light than the ple of 
his tame, especially better than the Ninevites, 
and the Lord desired him to shed it upon his 
benighted centemporaries. Jonah was averse 
to this: he wan an exclusive possession of 
his superior advantages; wanted to think 
himself the one man of the age. This 
same spirit is to seen everywhere today.

You are 
not gifted with power to preach,but you 
have money, and if you do not let that speak 
for you there willbe trouble ahead.”’ 

Mr. Gould looked straight at the doctor 
while these sentences were uttered. The 
financier’s brow was deeply wrinkled. Asif 
to come down easy on his millionaire hearers 
Dr. Paxton included himself in all his criti- 
cisms upon the tendencies of the age, but his 
allusions tothe power of money were ver 
frequent and emphatic.

7ould became interested through his 
daughter Helen, a most estimable 
young lady, who subscribed to 
our confession of faith and became 
a member some time ago.

Dr. Dernberg, the well-known editor of the 

Zeitung, tho the Liberal 
organ, warmly approves the y bill, said: 

I do not regard war as impossible, but only 
four or five men in all Europe know whether it 
will come, and of these four or five only those 
who Gre bent on having war can tell whether itis 
imminent. I do not believe Bismarck is one of 
those who are bent on war. When the German 
Government made its demand for an in- 
crease of the army, unquestionably it was 
convinced that at time there was cause 
for alarm. We cannot for a moment su 
pose that such men as the Kaiser, Bismarc 
and Von Moltke would speak lightly. The pres- 
ent Reichstag or another will certainly pass this 

measure. Now, as regards France, the opinion 
is general in Germany that relatively to the 
French army ours has at least as great an advan- 
tage now as in 1870. Moreover, though the 
French are a brave and gallant nation, we feel 
we know that were we once engaged in a strug- 
gie, when the decisive last ten minutes came our 
endurance would outlive theirs. Many Germans 
think it would be better to crush France before 
she grows stronger, and so secure ourselves a 
long term of peace. Most Germans, however, 
differ on this point, for they know that even after 
the most ltriumph we could not hope to 
crush France so thoroughly that she would never 
more trouble us. 

The yey wy oan. von Moltke’s 
significant speech and the sudden change in 
the attitude of the entire Russian press to- 

hany is remarkable. The chorus

France’s Attitude in the Premises—Ferdi- 
nand’s Chances—Schemes in London. 

Paris, Dec. 18.—[Copyright, 1886, by James 
Gordon Bennett.]|—The three roving Bul- 
garian delegates are received coldly by M. 
Goblet. Bulgaria is today what Schleswig- 
Holstein was twenty years ago when Lord 
Paimerston described it as the match that set 
fire to Europe. John Lemoinne, one 
of the shrewdest political observers in 
France, says f@at as the Schlies- 
wig-Holstein match ignited Sadowa 
and Sedan, so the Bulgaria match may set 
ablaze still larger confiagrations. France 
feels that her only natural ally in Europe is 
Russia. To this she sacrifices her sentiment- 
al fondness for the Bulgarian people, and it 
was on this account that the French Cham- 
bers declined to put forward M. Floquet as 
Prime Minister. Frenchmen feel that Ger- 
many May at any moment demand a serious 
explanation as to the now rapidly-increas- 
ing fighting strength that France is 
achieving under the jeadership of 


Gen. Boulanger. The temper of the 
omy would not tolerate anything of the 
ind. Rightly or wrongly, the French peo- 
ple feel that they have not finished with 
Germany yet, and, while holding out their 
arms to Russia, look forward to the spring 
with confidence. In fact, never before has 
Gen. Chanzy’s famous saying been more 
keenly appreciated by the French people: 

“The Frenchman who talks of revanche 
should be shot, but the Frenchman who does 
not think of it should be hanged.” 

Lonxpon, Dec. 18.—[New York Times’ Spe- 
cial Cable.|—Abroad, as measured by the 
bourses, the situation has suddenly become 
peaceful. At Berlin this optimistic reaction 
$ So strong that the committee of the Reichs- 
tag rejected Moltke’s army increase with a 
light heart and jaughed his warn- 
ings to scorn.

The Congo Free State—Stanley’s Expedition. 
Brvssets, Dec. 18.~—[Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.)—A Belgian Capt. 
Coquilhat, Chief of the Congo Free State at 
Bangala Station, returned here today. I in- 
terviewed him and obtained fresh and inter- 
esting details concerning the capture of 
Stanley Falls by Arabs. At the time when 
the Englishman Deane, in charge of the Fall, 
was attacked by Arabs and obliged to re- 
treat, Coquilhat, learning at Bangala that 
there was trouble ahead, embarked with 
thirty men and steamed up the Congo, 
hoping to rescue the Deane expedition. 
It resembled strikingly on a small scale 
Col. Wilson’s attempt to rescue Gordon at 
Khartoum. Coquilhat received on the road 
numerous native reports stating that Deane 
was still holding out, but on arriving near 
the falls he found the Arab Zanzibar flag 
fiying over the half-destroyed station, and 
had to turn back and fiy under a heavy Arab 
fire. During the flight the steamer grounded; 
twice on the rocks, the Arabs still firing, and 
Coquilhat and party had a narrow escape. 
Afterwards Coquilhat discovered and res- 
cued Deane, who was clotheless, in the 
woods. On resuming the journey towards 
Bangala the steamer was again attacked by 
Arabs, and Coquilhat himself was wounded 
with twelve of his thirty men. He had im- 
mense difficulty in reaching Bangala safely. 
He believes the capture of the Falis by the 
Arabs will enable the latter to resume for a 
time the terrible slave ratds and destruction 
described in Stanley’s last book. Neverthe- 
less he thinks it will not be very difficult for 
the Free State to recapture the Falls ulti- 
mately. Of other portions of the Congo he 
ives bright accounts, saying the natives are 
ginning to show themselves thoroughly 
amenable to civilization. 
It is semi-officially stated that nothing has 
been definitly settled yet respecting the pro- 
sed expedition of Henry M. Stanley to re- 
ieve Emin Bey. The promoters will await 
the arrival from Zanzibar of Dr. Junker, the 
German explorer, before determining finally 
the nature of the expedition which the Amer- 
ican explorer will take charge of. 


A Terrible Experience at Sea. 
QvuEENstown, Dec. 18.—[Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—The Zeeland,which 
left Antwerp Dec. J for Philadelphia, has 
just put in here in a battered condition from 
the effects of aterrific gale which she en- 
countered Dec. 8 The Zeeland shipped 
tremendous seas, which swept her decks fore 
and aft, smashed in pieces. her wheelhouse, 
steering wheels, bulwarks, and stanchions, 
and carried away the life-boats, which were 
brokenin splinters.

' BREEZY CHAT BY CABLE. 


THE NEW MARINE MOTOR BURSTS 
INTO THOUSANDS OF SPLINTERS. 


One Man Swims Ashore After Losing an 
Eye—Searching for the Bodies—Actors 
Forbidden to Appear in Prussian Hel- 
mets in the Production of “The Five- 
Fingered Bazouk”—Costames Seen at 
the Rehearsal of “ Patrie”—Persoval 
and Miscellaneous Gossip. 

Paris, Dec. 18.—[{Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett.)—A trialof a new 
marine motor came off yesterday at Asnieres 
with most astonishing results. A small boat 
had been duly fitted with the motor invented 
by two ambitious Parisian engineers, MM. 
Buisson and Civrein. This new discovery 
claimed to quadruple the ordinary power of 
steam. Ato 8 o’clock cin the afternoon 
hundreds of invited guests assembled at As- 
nieres to see the boat maneuvre against the 
stream. MM. Buisson and Civrein jumped 
into the boat, accompanied by a young 
machinist, 16 years of age, named Jules 
Moigret. One of the inventors gave the 
order, ‘* Full speed ahead.”” The young mech- 
anician pressed a little biack ivory knob 
and the boat shot ahead like a bird taking 
the wing. Scarcely had it. gone twice its 
own length, however, before a fearful explo- 
sion occurred. The spectators saw the boat 
burst into thousands of splinters that fell 
upon their heads like a hail-storm. A few 
seconds later a man was seen swimming 
ashore. This was M. Civrein, who, although 
he had lost: an eye by the explosion, still had 
strength enough to keep himself afloat until 
he was picked up by a boat that 


\ happened to be passing by. M. Buisson 
Phad sunk to the bottom. He was dragged 


out by a dredging net and found to be still 
alive, but his bones were broken and his 
body resembled a horrible wound. He died 
in the arms of Count d’Herisson, the well- 
known soldier and author, who with M. Ed- 
mond Blanc, latelyin America, was among 
the spectators. Young Jules Moigret com- 

letely disappeared. The Seine was dragged, 
but no trace of him was found. A boatman 
who witnessed the explosion said: “I saw 
young Moigret cut into two pieces by a steel 
plate belonging to the machine.”

The New Agricultural Hall at West Ken- 
Z sington and Its Attractions. 
Lonvon, Dec. 18.—[New York Times’ Spe- 
cial Cable.]|—There is some talk about the 
fact yesterday announced that among the 
list of donators to the fund for the relief of 
the widows and orphans of the Southport 
lifeboat. tragedy appears the name of the 
Emperor of Germany, who sent £250, while

sympathy. Today the announcement 1s sent 
out that the Queen has given £100, the in- 
ference being that she was shamed into it by 
the Kaiser. 

The new Agricultural Hall at West Kensing- 
ton will be ready for opening on boxing day. 
The building is a magnificent one, capable of 
seating 9,000 persons. The roof of the hall is 
constructed of glass and iron and the spans 
cover two and a half acres. The oval in 
which the sports will be carried out is ex- 
actly one-third of a mile around. From this 
oval will rise in tiers the seats erected for the 
accommodation of the vast concourse of 
spectators it is expected that the uncommon 
attractions to offered will draw. 
Under the galleries a wide passage runs 
around the building, with frequent means 
of exitinto @ spacious den. The space 
occupied by the gardens is twelve acres. It 
will afford a splendid opportunity for a 
breath of ‘fresh air during the entr’actes. 
The building will be warmed throughout 
with steam. The electric light will be used 
everywhere in the building. In the basement 
are the kitchens, wire cellars, store-room, 
and stables—not the least interesting part of 
the building. There isa range of stables at 
the western end approached by a covered 
way crossed by an alley in which the horses 
are exercised. The stables form a semi-circle 
and contain 126 boxes furnished in the latest 
manner, the fittings being interchangeable 
iron fittings, which allow them w be 
used for either horses or  Cat- 
tle. Elephants will be provided 
with arun constructed similarly to that of 
the Paris Hippodrome. This establishment 
furnishes the opening attraction for the new 
Olympia, as itis called. The artiste and ani- 
mals have already arrived, and in that direc- 
tion all is in readiness for the morning per- 
formance, which will initiate the mammoth 
enterprise. The number of persons to take 

rt in the performance is 400, of animals 
BOO, and there are 100 musicians and a large 
number of Roman and other historical char- 
iota and carriages. There is a pack of 
eighty-six handsome stag hounds, as well 
as some greyhounds, which are to 
be used for racing poses. One of 
the features of this performance will be a 
stag hunt. In this mounted men, women 
and children will take part over hurdles and 
water and through village streets. The oval 
is so arranged that during the performance 
an ordinary circus can be put upin the mid- 
die of the big track, and occasionally around 
this a line of rails can be laid down and a 
miniature railway train, with engine, tender 
and passenger coaches, be run at the rate of 
fifteen miles an hour. At this place will be 
held military and naval tournaments and as- 
saults at arms, cultural exhibitions, horse 
cattle, and dog shows, and public balls and 
concerts. It will supply a want long felt in 
London.

BRINGING IT TO A CLOSE. 


CHARLES RUSSELL’S SPEECH IN 
THE CAMPBELL CASE. 


SIR 


The Sad Story of the Lives of the Young 
Couple Reviewed—Lord Colin Attacked 
for Besmirching His Wife’s Character— 
Lady Miles Upheld—The Duke of Argyll’s 
Sons Become Excited—Defending Lady 
Campbeli’s Actions—Extracts from the 
Argument. 


Lonpon, Dec. 18.—[{Copyright, 1886, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—The Campbell case, 
in the course of its devious windings, was 
rather burglariously entered upon this morn- 
ing in the course of the divisional argument 
in court, where Justices Hawkins and Den- 
man sat. Quoth Bompas, Q. C.: “ Your 
Lordships, I apply for criminal information 
against the Evening News for printing so much 
of the Campbell case.” The full-bottomed 
wigs on the bench and the flowing wigs at 
the bar looked astounded. ‘‘ Yes,” continued 
Bompas, Q. C., “I am employed by the 
Treasury, and we allege offense against the 
public. In circulating testimony as obscene 
as this the public libels the Government, 
and we wish to test how far newspapers can 
publish nasty testimony.” 

After the judicial astonishment had sub- 
sided a desultery conversation arose, which 
ended in the court dismissing the application 
and leaving the Government to their legal 
experiments with O’Brien and Dillion. 

Meanwhile Sir Charles Russell ha‘, in an 
adjoining room, begun his closing speech for 
Lady Colin. One could detect in his look 
something like this thought: Shall I, an ex- 
Attorney-General and the present Erskine of 
the English bar, be outshot on my own pre- 
serves by this Scotch advocate, who certainly 
made a great speech and a deep impression 
- the friend and counsel of the Argyll fam- 
ily? 

Sir Charles began, remembering Quintil- 
ian, by an endeavor at once to gain the confi- 
dence of the audience. His tone was flatter- 
ing, almost obsequious to the twelve jurors. 
He spoke at first calmly, with t delibera- 
tion and conversationally. His proem was 
thus: ‘“ Gentlemen of the fury, on this, the 
seventeenth day of this trial, it is my duty to 
reply @n the whole case. I feel a certain sense 
of relief, and I cannot doubt that this is 
shared by you, in that you have listened with 
attention ‘and with patience, and [| be- 
lieve with open and unprejudiced minds. I 
opened the case as one in a remarkable de- 
gree painful. It disclosed the story of the 
married life of two people sad in the extreme. 
I knew it was a necessity to Lord Colin’s case 
that he must impute to his wife ss adulit- 
erty, and that he must, through his advocate, 
denounce her as guilty of perjury; but I did 
not know thatin addition to the charges of 
adultery and perjury he intended to accuse 
her of being concerned in a conspiracy to 
suborn the perjury of others. Above ail, I 
did not know that witnesses were to be called 
by the husband to give evidence which in- 
volved the charge of an im life resulting 
in an impure disease on the part of Lady 
Colin before the date of the consummation of 
the marriage. Gentlemen, my learned friend 
has conducted this case with at 
ability. He has used to the f of 
his copious vocabulary all the denunciations 
of ewery onein this case whose evidence is 
confronted with whatever it might be against 
the case which he is instructed for Lord Colin 
to putup. But Lady Miles was reserved for 
the princi denunciation. Upon her de- 
vo h was poured tke full force of 
wrath. I request you toask yourselves when 
Lord Colin arrived first at the conclusion 
that it was proper to denounce Lady Miles. 
It could not have been when he was accept- 
ing Lady Miles’ prarmelty’ 9 Leigh Court 
from the month of September to March, nor 
could it have been when he was carrying on 
that correspondence with his ‘ Dearest 
Muzzie’ and signing himself ‘ Your affec- 
tionate Coco.’ hen was it Lord Colin first 
denounced Lady Miles? Why, it was the 5th 
of November, 18384, when he knew that Lady 
Miles possessed certain knowledge that she 
was determined to use if he persisted in the 
course of proceedin inst his wife which 
Lady Miles believe unjust and false.” 


The Waiting Maid’s Story. 


He then passed to the story of Mary Wat- 
son. among other things oe “ Asto the 
medical examination, it wo @ have been 
more satisfactory if a professional man ap- 
pointed by our side had been enjoined to make 
the investigation and say that he had come 
to the conclusion, and then I would ac- 
cept the conclusion that this woman is 
what is called a ‘virgo. intacta.” But 
does any one know better than my learned 
friend that there have been cases in this 
court of men being convicted for adultery 
where the women were virgines intacte?”’ 

Referring to Lord Colin presenting the cor- 
respondence from Lady Miles to him on this 
subject of Mary Watson, Sir Charles Russell 
remarked: “They say Lord Colin was 
merely seeking to entrap this lady who had 
made her house a hospital for him when he 
was neglected by his own kith and kin, who 
apparently had refused to open their doors to 
him, together with his wife. I believe there is 
no man of honor who would not have burnt 
his right hand rather than preserve sucha 
correspondence, passed in absolute confi- 
dence, much more disclose it to hold it in ter- 
— over Lady Miles and Lady Colin Camp- 


At this outburst Lord Colin and his brothers 
simultaneously half arose, as if impelled to 
violence against thé orator, but, recoverin 
the philanthropy of that ancestral Duke o 
Argyll who erected the village“scratching 
post, they contented themselves with putting 
on a look of scorn. 


Defending Lady Campbell. 

Soon Sir Charles proceeded to discuss the 
incidents of the first judgment court against 
Lord Colin when the Judge interrupted him, 
saying: ‘I cannot allow that judgment to be 
considered by the jury, for it is settled for all 
time that Lord Colin caused lis wife’s ill- 
ness.”’ The orator having concluded answer- 
ing the speech of his adversary passed on to 
his own argument and said: 

‘{ must now ask you to consider what this 
case is. Lady Colin is charged with edultery 
with four correspondents, possibly with a 
fifth, and each actof adultery, with the ex- 
ception of those said to have been committed 
at the Hotel Windsor in Paris and at Brook 
street, is said to have taken place under her 
husband’s roof in the tiny house which 
you have seen, and on several occasions 
when Lord Colin was in the house.

“ The liberty of life allowed Lady Colin was 
accounted for by the condition of her hus- 
band and he not being able to play a hus- 
band’s part in accompanying her into society.

JOHN L. SULLIVAN. 


Tht Slugger’s Idea of What Constitutes a 
Good Fighter. 

A reporter of the Sacramento Bee has had 
an interesting interview with John L. Sulli- 
van, in which the great “ knocker out” un- 
folds his ideas of the qualities that make a 
good fighter, ring tactics, and training, and 
also tells what he offered to do with Jem 


Mace: 
In answer to the question, ‘What are the es- 
sentials of a thoroughly good fighter?’’ Sullivan 


said: 

“Pluck, skill, endurance, and a good head on 
his shoulders,’’ said the gladiator, ‘I tell you, 
sir, a man fights with his head almost as much 
as he does with his fist. He must know where to 
send his blows so they may do the most good. 
He must economize bis strength and not score a 
hit just for the sake of scoring it.”’ 

«What portions of your antagonist’s body do 
you aim at when you are in the ring?” 

**T endeavor,” said Sullivan, “to hit my man 
above the heart, or under the chin, or behind the 
ear. A man wears out pretty soon if one can 
keep hammering away in the region 01 the heart; 
a blow under the chin or behind the ear will 
knock outa man quicker than a hundred blows 
onthe cheek or any other portion of the face. 
Now the Marine 8 # ecar on his left cheek 
which he received in his ~ with Dempsey, and 
which he will carry to his grave. He told me 
that Dempsey kevt hammering ety | at that 
spot. If Dempsey were a long-headed fighter he 
wouid not have wasted his time and strength in 
getting in there. That fact alone proves to me 
that he is deficient in generalship.’ 

“You can tell pretty well when your man is 
giving in?” - 

“ Certainly I can,” said the pugilist. “I watch 
his eyes and I know at once when the punish- 
ment is beginningtotellon him. And, when I 
talk to a man before I stand up before him at all, 
I can make up my mind whether he is a fighter 
ornot. There is more intelligence required in 
this business than outsiders give us credit for.”’ 

“Can you remember any particular case where 
you brought any especial tactics into play?” 

“Yes, said John L. “I just happen to re- 
member one circumstance and I'll tell you of it. 
A young and pretty clever boxer—I won't men- 
tion his name now—undertook to stand up before 
me forfour rounds. Now I wanted to give the 
public a good show for their money's worth, so I 
allowed the young man to hammer away to his 
heart's content. ev after the second round I 
was being sponged off in my corner I said to my 
second: ‘About half a minute before this next 
round is over, you call out John loud eno for 
me to hear you.’ Time was called, and after a 
few passes lrushedin and laid my head upon 
that young man’s breast and let him beit away 
at me as hard as he could. The audience cheered 
because they thought he was knocking me out 
sure, but at that ciose range his blows hurt me 
about as muchas youcould now by a 
on the top of the head witha soft glove. ere 
I lay, as snug as you please, taking a great deal 
of amusement out of the enthusiasm of the audi- 
ence. Presently my second, who had kept his 
eyes upon his watch, called out *‘ John’—and then 
I stepped back and landed my young man one 
under the ear, and that was the last of him.”’ 

“Do you train for those fights?” 

“No,” said the pugilist, emphatically. “I 
know better than to waste my vitality in train- 
ing. I lie in bed until 10 o'clock in the morning, 
read all the papers, smoke & cigar. take a cup of 
black coffee, then get up and have my bath and 
breakfast.

WHAT WILL THE HOUSE DO 


SPECULATION AS TO THE TENURE-OF- 
OFFICE-REPEAL BILL, 


The Fight Promises to Become an Inter- 
esting One—The Repeal, It Is Argued, 
Would Better Fix Presidential Responsi- 
bility in the Civil Service—Gen. Bragg 
Pays His Respects to Convict Shoe- 
makers—Territortal A flairs— Miscellany. 

Wasuinatoy, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 

The Tenure-of-Office-Repeal bill promises to 

excite more interest in the House than it did 

in the Senate. Four Republican Senators 

voted for the repeal. These were Chace, 

Hoar, Ingalls, and Mitchell of Oregon. The 

twenty-two negative votes were all cast by 

Republican Senators, some of whom as mem- 

bers of the House twenty years ago had 

helped pass the original bill. The proposi- 
tion to repeal the law has been made several 
times within the last few years, but so long 
as a Republican President was in the White 

House the Democratic Senators took no ih- 

terest in the proposed repeal. It was with 

this as with the Presidential Succession bill. 

A Democratic Administration was necessa- 

ry to bring out the necessity of such 

legislation. Had they been needed, more Re- 


repeal, as the sentiment in its favor has been 
a growing one. The passage of the measure 
by the Democratic House is probable, but not 
altogether certain. Gov. Long of Massachu- 
setts last session introduced a bill for repeal. 
He had done the same during Republican Ad- 
munistrations and proposed to be consistent 
since the opposition had come into power. 
No action was taken by the House and none 
of the Democratic leaders seemed anxious to 
press the matter. Now that the Senate bill 
has been passed and the President is known 
to be urging repeal, more activity may be 
shown. But the bill goesto the Judiciary 
Committee, of which Randolph Tucker 
is Chairman, and that committee seldom acts 
on an important matter inside of three months. 
The champion of the repeal in the Senate 
was Mr. Hoar, and almost the only speech- 
making opponent was Mr. Edmunds. There 
were some jocular references to the Presi- 
dent’s special message of last March in which 
he coined the phrase, “innocuous desue- 
tude,’’ when speaking of the Tenure-of-Office 
act, and made a somewhat plaintive plea 
against its enforcement. But Hoar and In- 
galls, who next to Edmunds were the sevyer- 
est critics of the President’s assumption of 
powers, were the warmest supporters of re- 
peal. The original Tenure-of-Office act 
during Andrew Johnson’s time enacted that 
all civil officers should. hold office through 
their term, except that it gave the Presi- 
dent the power of suspension and tem- 
porary appointment whenever the officer had 

eeu guilty of misconduct in office or crime 
or for any reason had become incapable or 
legally disqualified. That is, it deprived the 
President of any discretionary power of sus- 
pension or removal whatever in regard to 
those officers. When Gen. Grant became 
President he recommended the total repeal 
of this law, and the House so voted by a 
— majority. The Senate did not take 
such a view, and a compromise resulted in 
the passage of the existing law. It annuls 
the necessity of the President reporting, 
causes of suspension during the recess to 
the next session of the Senate. The Presi- 
dent is authorized to suspend at his discre- 
tion, which operates as a removal of the sus- 
pended officer on the confirmation of his suc- 
cessor, requiring of the President no reasons 
whatever. 

Under this authority the power of suspend- 
ing at discretion for mere political reasons 
has been exercised by the present Executive, 
as it was by his predecessors. Questions 
have arisen whether failure by the Senate to 
confirm the successor to a suspended officer 
would not under given circumstances restore 
the latter to his official functions, but there 
has never been a conflict. Republican officials 
suspended by the present Administration to 
make room for Democrats have not got back 
when the Democrats failed to be confirmed, 
and there has been shown no desire to raise 

ractical issue on this point, though it has 
n discu theoretically. Edmunds re- 
ferred to this during the discussion, when he 
said that the repeal was torelieve the Presi- 
dent from the difficulty of having to suspend 
an officer that he wishes to get rid of and 
who by law would be restored to office if the 
Senate did not eto the appointment of 
his successor and be subject to suspension 
again. If thischeck ofthe Senate on the 
President were removed, Edmunds thought 
it would be easy for the Executive to make 
short work of civil service and turn out all 
the officersof the Government at his own 
pleasure. The Vermont Senator gave consid- 
erable attention to the claim that the act was 
not constitutional, but his ument for its 
constitutionality was of more interest to law- 
ers than to other persons. He thought the 
aw supplied an important omission in 
the Constitution. The Vermont Senator 
was one of the Senate conferrees 
who secured the adoption of the law 
of 1869. He held that the structure and the- 
ory of the law of Johnson’s time, which 
enumerated the causes on which suS8pension 
could be made, was preserved in the present 
law, which was intended to be a restraint 
upon the abuse of executive power. Re- 
pealing this statute, he held, was affirming 
that the Congress of the United States was 
willing and desirous that the President 
should exercise the power of selecting people 
to fill offices whether the Senate advised it 
or consented toitor not. This was a * king- 
lv power’’ which was dangerous to republic- 
an institutions. To concede it was for the 
Senate to give away powers that were essen- 
tial to the safety and welfare of the people. 

In controverting some_ portions of Sena- 
tor Edmunds’ argument Mr. Hoar said he 
agreed with the Vermont Senator that under 
the operation of the statute of 1869 a sus- 
pended officer was restored to his place by the 
non-confirmation of his successor, but sub- 
ject to an immediate repetition of the sus- 
pending process. The only portion left of 
the act of 1867 he held was the power on 
the part of the Senate to force back» upon 
an unwilling Executive an officer once sus- 
pended by him with the power on the part 
of the President to immediately repeat the 

rocess of suspension in the next vacation. 

t was only a little scrap of law which had 
never gotten any official suspended by the 
President back into office. It should“ be 
wiped out in order that the President's re- 
sponsibility to the people might not be 
evaded. This seems to be the general view 
of the Senators who voted with Mr. Hoar. 
Though Mr. Edmunds thought it would be 
a step backward twenty-five years a large 
number of his colleagues did not agree with 
him. They did not want the esident’s 
responsibility hedged in by imaginary lines. 


Other Congressional Matters. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Dec. 18.—On motion of 
Mr. Ward of Indiana the Senate amendments 
to the House bill authorizing the employment 
of mail messengers in the postal service were 
nonm-concurred in and a conference ordered. 

Mr. Dibble of South Cegrolina asked unan- 
imous consent to put upon its passage a bill 
appropriating $500,000 for a public building 
at Charleston, 8. C. Mr. Hepburn of lowa 
objected, on the ground that in view of the 
recent experience of that city this was not 
the time to appropriate $500,000 for the erec- 
tion of a new Bui ding. Mr. Dibble remarked 
that if the bill were not passed the Govern- 
ment would have to transact its business in 
the open air. 

In the morning hour Mr. Hill of Ohio, on 
behalf of the Committee on Territories 
called up the bill providing for an additional 
Associate Judge of the Supreme Court of the 
Territory of New Mexico. 

Mr. Herbert of Alabama attempted to call 
up the Naval Reorganization bill, but failed, 
and the House adjourned.

There are evils and injustices in 
the management of railroads, but it is a 
question if the State is qualified to remedy 
them; and the extension of its powers can- 
not be favored by those who believe in the 
least government.

MR. ROBERTS OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
TALKS ON POOLS, 7 


His Testimony in the Suit Against the Pere 
centage Contract of the Eastern Roads 
—The Pennsyivania Percentage and the 
Amount Paid to the Pool—The Value of 
the System to Prevent Ruineus OCom~- 
petition and Discrimination in Favor of 
Shippers.

“T had ten more saloonkeepers before me 
today who were charged with selling liquor 
without a license,” said Justice Ingersoll yes- 
terday.

Twenty-five machines 
are now being put in, and the first of the 
week the shop will opened under the 
direction of Miss Mary McCormick. There 
isacomplaint among. the union girls that 
they are being greatly discriminated against 
and that theyare being discharged from 
shops where there is plenty of work to do 
simply on account of their interest in the co- 
operative system. One manufactory on Su- 
perior street, near Townsend, has |aid off a 
number of its union girls with the state- 
ment that in a fortnight their money will 
be exhausted and they will be glad to return 
to ten hours’ work a day instead of nine. It 
is said that five girls have been discharged 
from one place and ten from another be- 
cause they belonged to the union. As soon 
as possible a sufficient number of machines 
will be putin the shop to accommodate the 
union girls. 

A few of the manufactories have already 
refused to work for certain stores if the 


stores consent to patronize the codperative 
manufactory.

PLUNGER HILL’S AFFAIRS. 


An Offer of Twenty-five Per Cent Refused 
by His Creditors—Harsh Words. 

Fred A. Hill, the plunging young Board of 
Trade operator who collapsed like a soap- 
bubble a few weeks ago, was subjected to a 
severe tongue-lashing before his creditors 
yesterday. The latter, sixty-two in number, 
assembled to hear the report of the commit- 
tee that was appointed to investigate the 
affairs of the plunger. Mr. Hill was present. 
Francis Kennett, Ghairman of the commit- 
tee, said that the books kept by Hill virtually 
showed nothing. Erasures and false entries 
had been made on almost every page, and the 
cash account had been kept so loosely that 
it was impossible to make head or 
tail out of it. The committee, however, 
with the assistance of Hill, had prepared a 
statement of the assets and liabilities. The 
assets amounted to $7,227, comprised of out- 
standing differences due Hill on favorable 
trades. His liabilities aggregated $28,097. 
The principal creditors were Jones, McCor- 
mick & Kennett, $4,381; C. H. 

J. A. Edwards, $1,262; George 

$1,631; Schwartz & Dupee, $1,137; Robert 
Lindblom, $68. The other amounts ran 
from $200 upward. C.J. Kershaw owed Hill 
$2,093, and the restof the assets was mad 
up of small amounts. Mr. Kennett conclud 
his report by stating that Hill had offered 
to settle with his creditors on the 
basis of 25 cents on the dollar, pay- 
ing cash. Robert Lindblom then pee 
to his feet and denounced ill. 
He cited the fact that the very day of the 
failure Hill sold him 125,000 bushels of wheat. 
Some one remarked that Mr. Lindblom was 
not compelled to buy it, but, without noticin 
the slur, Mr. Lindblom renewed his attac 
and said he wasin favor of makingan ex- 
ample of Hill. He would never consent to a 
compromise, but, although he had not made a 
dollar in three years, he would turn his 
claim over to the committee and they could 
dispose of itas they saw fit. The proceeds 
might goto some charitable institution: he 
would not touch a penny of it. John R. Bens- 
ley and qthers wanted to know if Hill would 
not also give up his membership, which 
would swell the assets and enable the credit- | 
ors to get 34 per cent of the amounts due 
them.

STATE SCHOOL AND HOME FOR GIBLS. 


An Institution Which Is Needed and Will 
Accomplish Good. 

A bill with the following title will be intro- 
duced into the approaching session of the 
Legislature of this State: “ An act for the 
maintenance and training of such girls as 
should be the wards of the State.” The bill 
contemplates the appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of seven trustees, not more than two of 
whom shall reside in the same Congressional 
district and four of whom shall be women, 
who shall possess all the corporate and other 
powers and be subject to all the rules, regu- 
lations, and conditions expressed in an act en- 
titled “‘ An actto regulate the State charitable 
institutions and State Reform School and to 
improve their organization and to increase 
their efficiency,” approved April 15, 1875. 
These trustees are authorized to establish 
and maintain a State Industrial Training 


School for Girls and a State Home for Juve- 
nile Offenders, two branches, each related to 
the other, of'the one institution, and both 
under the same general control. . For the In- 
dustrial Training School the bill asks the 
State to appropriate for the purchase of the 
necessary lands, not less than forty nor more 
than 200 acres; for the construction of the 
needful aaings and furnishing the same, 
$150,000; and for the maintenance of the 
school the further sum 
— uarter ; for the 

or uvenile Offenders, for 
of not less than twenty acres nor more than 
120, and for buildings and furnishing,$100,000, 
and the further sum of $8,000 per quarter for 
supporting the same. As to the location of 
these two departments of:the institution the 
bill provides that the trustees shall as soon as 

ssible after their appointment and quali- 

cation proceed to select a site for the State 
Industrial School for Girls and a separate 
site for the State Home for Juvenile Offend- 
érs atsuch places as shall be atthe same 
time most economical to the State and best 
adapted to the wantsof the school and home, 
having regard inthe selection to elevation, 
sewerage, and drainage, and abundant sup- 
ply of ans water, facilities of access, the 

uality of the soil, and the price asked for 
the land. 

It is thus seen that, while the scope of the 
bill is broad and somewhat expensive, it is at 
the same time wisely discriminating in that 
it recognizes the fact that girls who belong 
to the dependent class and who are almost 
certain to grow up in vice unless they become 
wards of the State ought not to be compelled 
to associate with those who already belong to 
the criminal class and, having been found 

uilty of some misdemeanor, are committed 
or punishment. Crime taints, but poverty 
is not dishonorable in this particular and 
should not expose the innocent victim 
to needless harm. The bill is based 
upon practical wisdom and will be re- 
ceived with favor by those who have given 
thoughtful attention to the subject. The 
same may also be said of another feature of 
the bill, a feature upon which much emphasis 
is placed by the promoters of similar institu- 
tions in other States, and that is, ‘* Any girl 
committed under the provision of this act 
may, by the trustees of said school or home, 
placed in the home of amy good citizen 
upon such terms and for such purpose and 
time as may be agreed upon, or she may be 
given to a suitable person of good char- 
acter who will adopt her, or she may be bound 
to any reputable citizen as an apprentice to 
learn any trade, or as a servant to follow any 
employment which, in the judgment of the 
trustees, will be for her advantage; and all 
and singular of the provisions of the act en- 
titled ‘ An act to revise the law in relation to 
apprentices,’ approved Feb. 25, 1874, in force 
July 1, 1874.” 

In the training of children, especially of 
girls, there is no adequate substitute for the 

me. The unfortunate girls either have no 
home or a kind of home which is worse than 
none. The State, oe tosave them from 

ming vicious, and desiring to make of 
them useful citizens, wisely interposes its 
kindly aid and gives to them the best protec- 
tion which, as a State, it can furnish. But 
there are homes, as this bill contemplates 
reputabie and desirable homes, scattered all 
over the State to which, on recommendation 
of the trustees, some if not most of these 
girls can be sent. Such contemplated dis- 
position of all girls whom it appears to be 
safe to send out would seem to 
an excellent feature of this bill. Those 
who have the interests of the bill in 
charge have already communicated widely 
with leading citizens of the State and have 
secured encouraging assurances of their 
hearty codperation. Indeéd the present effort 
is the first one of these attempts to befriend 
the unfortunate. One may on reflection dis- 
sent from some features of the bill, but he 
can but approve the main purpose of it. Of. 
course the State cannot save all, but that is 
no reason why it should not try to save some. 
The State should at least set the example of 
seeking to be a kind and helpful mother to 
those whom she is able to reach, and this is 
said not in the name of charity but in the 
name of justice and self-preservation. It is 
simply the duty 0 the State to 
try and render aid to these unfortu- 
nate girls. They demand help and 
protection from the State, for they can get that 
protection in no other way. Private charity 
cun do something, put all private charity is 
hedgeds about by many difficulties, and its 
aid is always spasmodic and at best very 
limited. If the State, and no one questions 
the wisdom of its action, can appropriate 
$50,000 to prevent pleuro-pneumonia from 
soo J among cattle and a like amount to 
otect healthy horses from contamination 
y those afflicted with glanders it can afford 
to appropriate a generous sum to save the 
homeless and parentiless girls who live within 
its borders and who, by reason of their en- 
vironments, for which they may not be re- 
sponsible, are virtually shut out of our public 
schools and from all useful training until 
some other school suited to their needs is 
founded. 

The proposed institution is neither sec- 
tional nor sectarian. If it were either of 
these it could not hope to receive the indorse- 
ment of the fair-minded members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Any institution of this 
nature which the people of Illinois are asked 
to create and support must be alike open to 
all and fairly represent the needs of the 
whole State. In this respect this bill is free 
from objection.

A CONFERENCE OF LABOR EDITORS. 


It Will Occur in January—The United La- 
bor and Trades Assembly Split. 

A conference of the editors of labor papers 
will be held some time in January, and the 
local labor people are putting forth strenu- 
ous efforts to secure the conference for this 
city on the und that Chicago has 
taken the |} in the labor movement. 
The objects of the conference will be the 
formulation of definit lines of action, partic- 
ularly in regard to the political movement. 
It is expected that at least 250 editors will 
attend. The call will probably be issued by 
John Swinton of New York, who is a sort of 
Nestor among the labor editors. 

‘‘The meaning of the United Labor people 
withdrawing from the Trades Assembly,” 
said William Hollister, the Secretary of that 
body, yesterday, ‘‘is, as I take it, the begin- 
ning of a plan to coalesce the seceding as- 
semblies into a new central body, which will 
include the present Socialistic Cen- 
tral Labor Union. It is a movement 
I have been expecting ever since 
the Turner-Hall convention. I am 
somewhat surprised, however, that the 
United Labor party should have given up the 
attempt to capturethe assembly. Our elec- 
tions have always been close, and this time 
they might, perhaps, have elected their ticket 
and forced the organization into line for their 
movement.” : 

The impending splitin the Trades Assem- 
bly was discussed in all ways of thinking 
during the day in labor circles. The fact 
that William Gleeson, who has been one of 
the leaders of the United Labor side in the 
a’sembly, had indignantly withdrawn from 
the delegation of No. 1,307, and that 
F. W. Long, another member of the 
Committee of Twenty-one had followed his 
example, proved that politics was purely at 
the bottom of the split. Painters’ Assem- 
bly No. 1,940, which the United Labor party 
holds tothe man, went out some time ago, 
and No. 852, which J. H. H. Hamer rep- 
resents in the Committee of Twenty- 
one, went out immediately after. In the 
Typographical Union the United Labor peo- 
ple have made the fight upon the union’s del- 
bs seme and an amendment which will dis- 
place the present members who have opposed 
the independent labor movement will be 
acted upon at the next meeting. This politi- 
cal fight in the union will be close and bitter. 
If the amendment is defeated it will be fol- 
lowed by a motion to withdraw from the as- 
sembly. 


A NEW THING IN SAFE LOCKS. 


The Safe Itself May Be in Chicago and the 
Dial 800 Miles Away. 

A new electric permutation safe lock 
has just been patented by a Chicagoan 
which differs materially from all other 
safe locks in the fact that there is 
no orifice to speak of in the door of 
the safe. The dial, which is such a con- 
spicuous feature on the ordinary safe, has no 
connection in this invention, except by elec- 
tric wires, with the body of the safe, and may 
lie on the cashier’s desk or repose securely in 


his home, free from any Sng violence of 
the burglar’s hammer. There is,in fact, no 
limit to the distance that may intervene be- 
tween the dial and the safe lock, granted that 
the connection is satisfactory and the battery 
sufficiently.strong. A safe might rfectly 
well rest in a Chic office and only be 
opened by means of a dial in New York. 

The mechanism is very simple. The dial 
rests in a magnetic block, from which 
wires extend and communicate with 
magnets which set up the tumblers in the 
lock, and so permit of the throwing back of 
the bolt-bar. This releases a ae bod 
of compressed air, &s the case may be, whic 
in turn releases the heavy bolt-work. The 
wires penetrate the top plate of the safe at 
the jamb of the door and move in a zig-zag 
course through the inner plates to the Jock 
The wires are so small and their course so 
crooked that, it is claimed, they cannot be 
traced by explosives. A current of electricity 
is obtained from several small batteries by 

essing down a key on the vulcanite bloc 
that holds the dial. The dial when not in use 
can be detached from the vulcanite block and 
carried in the pocket. The door of a safe 
whose lock is controlled by this electric ap- 
paratus will present to the burglar none of 
the spindles which penetrate the walls of the 
ordinary safe and yield so conveniently to 
the influences of the blowpipe, but simply a 
knob for opening the door, which only pene- 
trates the first plate. 


REMOVING SNOW FROM CAR-TRACKS. 


An Ordinance May Be Submitted Possibly 
by the Fourth of July Next. 

The Committee on Railroads of the Council 
met yesterday. A proposition providing for 
the appointment of an inspector of railway 
traffic, whose duty it wouid be to regulate 
the rate of speed at which railroad trains 
should be run in the city limits, and provid- 
ing for the establishment of proper protec- 
tions and gates and lights at street crossings, 
was postponed temporarily. The proposition 
to require the railroads to erect a stone wall 
along Stewart avenue from Judd to Six- 
teenth street was placed on file. 

The committee then took up the important 
question of compelling the strget-railway 
companies to remove the snow from their 
tracks. The ordinance provides that the 
companies shall cart away and ‘remove all 
snow on their right of way within eighteen 
hours -after the same has fallen. The pen- 
alty for a failure to comply with this order 
isa fine of from $50 to #200, with a contin- 
uing fine of $100 for every six hours of failure 
to remove the same. The provisions of this 
ordinance were regarded as too severe and 
imposed penalties fora failure to do what 
might be an impossibility. Ald. Clark sug- 
gested that the companies should be com 
pelled to keep all street crossings clean and 
to pack the snow down on each side of their 
tracks so that vehicles would not be im- 
peded.

REDISTRICTING THE CITY: 


THE CQUNCIL ELECTION COMMITTEE 
CONSLDERS THE MATTER. 


Consideration of the Memorial of the Citi- 
zens’ Association—Legislation Needed— 
Cutting Big Wards in Two—Admission 
of Suburban Towns—A Report Based on 
“The Tribune's” Plans and Suggestions 
to Be Made and Submitted to the Coun- 
eli Next February. 


The Committee on Elections met yesterday 
afternoon and took up the memorial of the 
Citizens’ Association id reference to redis- 
tricting the city so asto secure equality of 
representation in the Council, and also the 
proposition to increase the wards to twenty- 
four. Ald. Gile asked if it were possible to 
make a change. Ald. Kerr replied that all 
that was required was an act of the Legisla- 
ture. The law of 1871 was based on the cen- 
sus of 1870, and it fixed the number of Alder- 
men for cities of over 100,000 at thirty-six. 
The thing to do was to increase the number of 
Aldermen, and -the number of wards would 
follow as a matter of course. 

Secretary Ambler of the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion said when the present charter was 
adopted there were twenty wards and forty 
Aldermen, but the number had to be reduced 
to comply with the law. A proposition to 
increase the number of wards was before 
the Legislature in 1881, but the bill didn’t 
get beyond the second reading, the opposi- 
tion coming from Chicago. 

Ald. Gile inquired what advantage there 
would be in increasing the number, and Ald. 
Kerr answered that one advantage would be 
equalizing the wards. 

Ald. Gile—There would be more difficulty 
in getting a thing through the Council. 

Ald. Kerr—Some things. 

Ald. Wetherell—A good thing. 

Ald. Lyke suggested that the Fourteenth 
Ward, which has a population of 98,478, could 
be cut in two. 

Ald. Wetherell—What class of repre- 
sentatives would that give? You might as 
well divide the Sixth and Sixteenth also, and 
make three more wards. What would we 
getinto the Council with six Aldermen for 
those wards! 

Ald. Gile—If right, it is neither here nor 
there. Asa matter of policy I don’t know. 

Ald. Kerr thought 40,000 to a ward was 
very a. 

Ald. Gile said the population was con- 
stantly shifting, and another problem was 
the coming in of suburban towns. 

Ald. Wetherell remarked that wards 
could be made cut of the towns as they came 
in, and given one or twe Aldermen according 
to the population. What was the hitch about 
Jefferson ‘ . 

Ald Kerr said there was no hitch eae 
the opinion of the Appraiser of the 
Port, who sent in a string of pre- 
tenses, doubts, and fears which the 
Judiciary Committee looked at and found 
nothing in. There was nothing in any sug- 
gestion that Mr.Hoffmann made that hindered 
the admission of the territory. He (Kerr) 
was frightened at first, but. as soon as the 
committee looked at the matter, read the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, and talked with 
people from Jefferson, they came to the con- 
clusion that there was nothing in the way of 
admission. The Corporation Counsel was 
preparing the necessary ordinance, and as 
soon - ready it would be presented and 
pushed to passage. 

Mr. Ambler said nothing had been done 
with reference to redistricting since 1584, 
sag the wards were made as equal as possi- 

e. 

Ald. Lyke asked ifthe Citizens’ Associa- 
tion had any plan. 

Mr. Ambler said it had not, as it didn’t care 
to suggest how the wards should be equalized, 
since a political question was involved, with 
which the association did not desire to deal. 

Ald. Lyke suggested that the boundaries of 
the wards be = a 

Ald. Kerr—Wouldn’t that havea tendency 
to throw some of the present Aldermen out 
of office? 

Ald. Lyke—Let them go. Iam in favor of 
redistricting the city. 

Ald. Wetherell—It wouldn’t throw out any- 


body. 

Ald. LyKe said the Thirteenth Ward might 
be extended to Division street, the Tenth into 
the Eleventh, the Eleventh into the Twelfth, 
and the First and Second run over on the 
West Side. 

Ald. Wetherell was opposed to extending 
the South Side wards west, since it would in- 
crease the howling. There was too much 
talk about sectional lines now. Population 
alone should not enter into the thing. 
There was a business as well as political 
partnership, and the men who paid the most 
taxes shou d, equitably, have the most to say 
as to the distribution of the money, and that 
was about all the Council had todo. 

Ald. Lyke said the redistricting had to be 
done by population and not by capital. 

Mr. bler remarked that three elements 
were to be considered—population, territory, 
and taxable property. 

Ald. Kerr remarked that the people who 
lived in the First Ward didn’t pay the 
taxes. 

Ald. Wetherell said there were a great 
many aliensin the Fourteenth Ward anda 
great many more children in proportion than 
in the First and Second Wards. So the popu- 
lation there should not cut an absolute figure. 
While the Fourth Ward had 39,574 population 
and the Fourteenth 93,478, there was com- 
paratively little difference in the vote. 

Ald. Kerr said the population of the West 
Side was 392,000 and of the North and South 
Sides 310,000. Would the Council be willing 
to disturb the representation by divisions? 

Ald. Lyke was in favor of recommending 
the appointment of a committee to do the re- 
districting, as he didn’t care to have it done 
by the Mayor. It should be done before the 
next election. If the wards were increased 
there would be a delay of a year or more. 
The admission of Jefferson was an after oon- 
sideration. 

Ald. Kerr thought the law ought to be made 
elastic by removing the limitation as to pop- 
ulation. 

Ald. We herell said redistricting was done 
‘a ee political power, and often un- 

ustly. 

Ald. Lyke believed in taking advantage of 
the present opportunity. 

Ald. Kerr said the Council was no longer a

Ald. Lyke remarked that when the Counci 
was Democratic it would not redistrict th 
ay 5 because there would be more Republican 
wards.

After some informal talk it was decided to 
take Tne TRIBUNR’s plan as a basis and to 
have their reporteready for presentation to 
the Council in ebruary.

The young American violiniste, Arma 
Seukrah, is having great success in her concert 
tour through Russia. At Riga she gave eight ad- 
ditional pieces in response to recalls.

Petersburg she had an even greater triumph: 
This week she is in Moscow, where she appeared 
last winter for the first time in one of the great 
orchestral concerts and with so much success that 
she was immediately reéngaged for this season. 
Over 4,000 auditors were present, and they de- 
manded so many encores that one of the profes- 
sors of the Imperial Conservatory step onto 
the stage and took her violin from her, and in- 
formed the public that she would otherwise have 
no pieces fcr next time. 


The arrival in the Boston Orchestra of a 
new viola-player callsup to mind the fact that 
the viola has never had its just deserts in orches- 
tra or concert-hall. Standing just between the 
violin, with its wealth of expression, and the vio- 
loncello, with its mollowness of tone, the pecul- 
iar brooding melancholy of the viola has 
been too much overlooked. Few works 
have been written for the instrument, 
Rubinstein's viola and .piano sonata 
being the chief. In. orchestral works, also, 
it is seldom that a true obligato is given to the 
instrument, although the nning of the slow 
movements in Beethoven's Fifth and Mendels- 
sohn's Italian symphonies shows that the viola 
can give some effects better than any other in- 
strument. At present the viola is generally the 
weakest part of astring orchestra. Not only is 
it often weaker in volume than it should be—what 
a broad effect a full violg part gives to any score! 
—but the players are frequently the weakest 
musicians among the string-players. The vio- 
lists generally play other instruments: and, 
often, a violinist will condescendingly take a viola 

art, to“*help out.” It is possible that some 
ay an artist will arise who will really make the 
viola his specialty, will play no other instrument, 
and will show us the real power of the Cinderella 
of the orchestra. There are more possibilities in 
the viola than have yet been brougut out of it.— 
ical Herald. 


THE DRAMA, 


Christmas Literature of the Stage. 

In the general dullness-of strictly dramatic 
matters here and in New York there is noth- 
ing of interest, except, perhaps, the sort of 
literature that actors feel impelled to issue 
every year about $=Christmas. Cle- 
ment Scott’s theatrical annual, pub- 
lished in London, has contributions from 
such well-known rsons in the theatrical 
world as George R. Sims, William Archer 
H. Beerbohm Tree, Mr. Henry Pettitt, and 
others. The names, it is hardly necessary to 
say, promise much more than the ma- 
terial realizes, and the sketches without 
the signature would hardly muster 
in an American newspaper-office. Such care- 
ful and reliable critics as Mr. Scott and Mr. 
Kingston turn out verses so drearily conven- 
tional that they must bore the authors quite 
as much as they do the reader. 

To the Christmas number of the New York 
Mirror Mr. A. R. Cazauran contributes an in- 
teresting paper on *‘ A Trinity of Comedians” 
—John E. wring, Manly moog Warren, and Jo- 
seph Jefferson. e first, who died about a 
week ago, he holds to have been the greates. 
“in that he was the most comic, the one 
whose humor best hid his art, and who 
was the most frequently confounded 
in the characters he played best. 
Jefferson he characterizes as an artist more 
than an actor,a man whose observation ex- 
ceeds his sympathies—iooks at, laughs at, and 
analyzes a Bob Acres or a Dr. Pangloss, but 
feels not the slightest emotional sym- 
pathy with the humor that forms 
the substratum of either part.” 
The gift of sympathy upon which Mr. 
Cazauran lays so much stress is indeed the 
actor’s highest gift, but it is iess in harmony 
with the spirit of this finical e. than the 
analytical and artistic methods of an Irving, 
a Coquelin, or a Jefferson. 

Miss Fanny Davenport writes modestly, 
but not very humorously, upon **My Stage 
Life.”” Sne well says that talent if cultivated 
with tireless industry may in time become 
art, the own sister to genius. “Often in 
these days of charlatanism,”’ she adds, “‘] 
feel like repeating the words of Goethe. 
‘Would the s were as a tight-rope, that 
none but skilled artists could venture there- 
on.’ , 

“How I Wrote ‘ The School for Scandal,” 
is a clever satire by Mr. Arthur Jones, author 
of “Saints and Sinners,” on the present 
methods of play-writing, which make the 
dramatist a cutter and fitter for the actor. 
** But suppose.”’ he concludes, “ that another 
‘School for Scandal’ were to be produced 
today—suppose it had to take its chance 
with our pressnt first-night andiences 
and our present mode of judging a 
comedy, not by its literature and characteri- 
zation, but by its deft arrangement of per- 

tual comic situations—what would be its 
ate? Would it not go down before the latest 
fimsy farcical comedy! Who knows? The 
se gy of it is we are not likely to geta sec- 
ond ‘ School for Scandal’ to make the experi- 
ment.”’ 

Nat Goodwin has an article on “ Bur- 
lesque,” which, besides the good sense it 
contains, is interesting for the shaft which 
he aims in the following paragraph at a very 
prominent target: 

If the great Robson should walk 
upon the scene what would he say? He was a 
man who, when playing burlesque, gave it the

That's burlesque—not your 
athletic young gentleman who is funny from the 
neck down, who walks on with a leer on his face 
singing @ topical song with allusiote to current 
events—a graduate from the ranks of citreus im- 
becility. No, my dear readers, don’t fun awa 
with the idea that when 1Y are looking at suc 
stuf it is burlesque. Cali it by some other name, 
but not that. Don't desecrate the names of Jef- 
ferson, Fox, Burke, and Robson. They were ex- 
ponents of jburiesgue. And those were the class 
of men dear Brou referred to when he saia:

The Aboriginal Ballet. 

While Chicago is agitated over the ques- 
tion of the ballet in its esthetic and moral 
aspects, it is pleasing to learn from the New 
York Sun that the Indians who are regaling 
that city with their Wild West show have 
been taught an improved war dance: 


A dancing-master has to infuse a little more go 
into the wild, weird ceremonies of the untamed 
Americans. An Indian war-dance, before it has 
been monkeyed with by civilizea circus men and 
made to fit canvas prairies and jig-sawed forests, 
isa dispiriting performance. The squaws beat 
time with sticks, while the bucks stand in a half 
circle and stamp their feet, monotonously chant- 
ing * Hi ya, hi ya munka hi ya.’ Then they trot 
around in single file and grunt more. The idea 
seems to be that if the soeney were lurking 
around during the. solemnities he would go to 
sleep and fall an easy prey to the braves. ere 
we want more excitement. and that is why a 
pallet-master takes four or five Kickapoos or 
Pawnees back of the distemper prairie fire in the 
forenoon and teaches them how to throw a littie 
abandon into the dance. The first figure is the 
grand right and left, which is very useful. It 
teaches the bucks to wind in and out in opposit 
directions, and gives an appearance of intricacy 
to their evolutions. Then the Professor shows 
them some of the steps of the can-can and 
the five bucks, with visages as _— and solemn 
a& mummies, come careering down the stage, 
bend forward, then lean backward, and essay 
the high kiak with at ene One of them, a 
Pawnee dude, has the trick of leaning over side- 
ways, throwing his head back, putting his arms 
akimbo, and pivoting on one toe around another 
dancer; and the Professor can't teach him any: 
thing. He iearned the art from a cowboy, and 
thinks it is ** heap style dance.”"

OUR SUPREME COURT JUDGES. 


They Are Eligible for Retirement and the 
Democrats Want Them to Go. 

WasHinoton, D. C., Dec. 16.—[New York 
Herald (Dem.).]|—Chief Justice Waite has cel- 
brated his 70th birthday. Having served for 
over ten consecutive years he is also eligible 
for retirement. So, too, are Justices Bradley, 
Miller, and Field. Mr. Justice Woods, whose 
health is very bad and who may not be able 
to again take his seat on the bench, is not 
eligible for retirement, not having yet served 
ten years nor reached the age of 70. In the 
case of Justice Ward Hunt of New York, if 
Congress would pass an enabling act allowing 
him to retire on full pay it is said he would 
be glad to resign and give President Cleve- 
land the privilege of appointing a Democrat 
as his successor. | 

Justice Field is the only Democrat of the 
nine members of the court. If after the 
election of 1888 it should appear that a Re- 
publican has been chosen President, it is 
probable Justice Field will tender his resig- 
nation, so as to allow Mr. Cleveland to fil 
his place with a Democrat. Neither Chief 
Justice Waite nor Justice Bradley or Miller 
has any idea of vacating his seat on the 
bench. They are in excellent health, exceed- 
ingly fond of the duties of the bench, and are 
altogether too loyal to their Republican prin- 
ciples to give a Democratic President an op- 
portunity to fill their eee with lawyers of 
the Bourbon school. Evenif the next Ad- 
ministration be Democratic they would be 
content to die in harness rather than sur- 
render on account of age. 

Chief Justice Cartter, of the District Su- 
eee sae is also eligible for retirement. 

@ was appoiuted by Mr. Lincoln and is so 
wedded to the bench that only death can sep- 
arate him from it while a Democratis in the 
White House. 

Attorney-General Garland hopes to be 
transferred to the Supreme Bench if a vacan- 
cy happens during this Ad-inistration. His 
opinion in the case of Gen. Lawton, in which 
he held that the Fourteenth Amendment did 
not apply to acts committed during the Re- 
bellion, but to some future war, would prob- 
ably prevent his confirmation while the Sen- 
ate has a Republican majority. 


ACTORS NOW IN HISTORY. 


FOURTH VOLUME OF THE REVIEW OF 
THE ENGLISH AND AMERICAN STAGE, 


Lawrence Barrett's Opinions of Macready 
and Forrest—The Great Theatrical Riot 
of 1849—America’s One Homeric Actor— 
Samuel Phelps and Charlies Kean—El- 
len Terry's Precurs Ch Cush- 
man—Sketches by Kate Field, W. J. 
Florence, and Others. 

As that fine contribution to theatrical lit- 
erature, “Actors and Actresses of Great 
Britain and the United States,” approaches 
compietion it touches upon our own tmes, 
lighting up with fresh and vivid interest 
many figures that are quickly fading into the 
shadowy background. The fourth volume, 
which is now at hand, is devoted to “* Mac- 
ready and Forrest and Their Contempo- 
raries,” and the different sketches are writ- 
ten by such well-known persons as Mr. Law- 
rence Barrett, Mr. iam J. Florence, Mr. 
William Winter, Mr. William Archer, Mr. 
Laurence Hutton, Mrs. Clara Erskine Cle- 
ment, and Miss Kate Field. In the way of 
critical value the articles are often disap- 
pointing, as they show at times a personal 
bias, and again a narrowness of view; but 
the data with which they are supplemented 
by the editors (Messrs. Laurence Hutton and 
Brander Matthews) give the reader an op- 
portunity to form estimates of his dwn. The 
volumes when completed will be a huge 
scrap-book which will afford material to 
some critic for writing an enduring work on 
the English-speaking stage. 

William C. Macready, whe began his stage 
career in England in 1816, and who died in 
1873, started among those giants of a dead era 
—Edmund Kean, John Phillip Kemble, and 
Junius Brutus Booth—and, surviving them, 
took the place of the foremost actor of the 
English-speaking world. Retiring in 1551 
amid the acclaims and honors of his nation, 
and crowned with the lyric praises of Tenny- 
son and Barry Cornwall, he left the post of 
leadership vacant until it was filled by Henry 
Irving—the first actor that ever drew more 
inspiration from the spirit of his time than 
from the traditions of his art. He paid 
three visits to America, the last in 184%, 
when his attempt to play Macbeth in 
New York le to the great Astor 
place riot, in which 134 persons were killed 
outright and over 100 wounded. Macready 
had quarreied with the American actor, For- 
rest, and had been blamed—how justly isa 
matter of speculation—with the unfavorable 
reception of the latter in London. The affair 
was made international in its significance, 
and patriotism was invoked to sanction the 
retaliation that was determined upon when 
Macready came to New York. The first per- 
formance (** Macbeth”’ was the play) May 7, 
1849, was broken up by a howling mob, and 
Macready resolved to return at once to En- 
gland. In compliance with an invitation 
signed by prominent citizens, however, he re- 
appea as Macbeth May 10. The house was 
filled with his friends, who overawed the 
few enemies that had gained admittance, 
but the streets were packed with an angry 
mob that finally stormed the theatre. The 
police were beaten, the riotact read, and it 
was only when the Seventh Regiment was 
nearly demoralized and in danger of massa- 
cre that the order was given to close column 
en masse, load at will, and fire. Macready in 
disguise barely escaped with his life. e 
understanding on art matters that exists at 
present between England and this country 
affords a pleasing contrast to the period that 
witnessed these scenes, the harror of which 
was hightened by the unreal mockeries of 
their background. 

One gets but a faint impression from Mr. 
Barrett's article of Macready’s abilities as an 
actor. Itis not enough to tellus: ‘“ His per- 
formances were models of mechanism; they 
lacked the divine spark which is called gen- 
ius, but were penetrated by an intelligence 
which gave them unusually attractive pow- 
er.”’ This intelligence is much better appre- 
ciated by George Henry Lewes, who says 
that “it always made the actor follow the 
winding meanings through the inventions of 
the verse, and never allowed you to feel, 
as you feel in the declamation of Charles 
Kean and many others, that he was speaking 
words which he did not thoroughly under- 
stand. He was by nature unsuited 
for some great tragic parts; but by his intel- 
ligence he was fit to conceive and by his 
organization fitted to express characters, and 
was not, like a melodramatic actor, limited to 
situations.”” Not altogether hard and not 
altogether without a glow of feeling 
was the actor of whom this _§inci- 
dent has been related by Henry Irving: 
When, after playing Hamlet for the last 
time he took off his velvet mantle and laid it 
aside, he muttered almost unconsciously the 
words of Horatio, “Good night, sweet 
Prince’; then, turning to his friend, ‘‘ Ah,” 
said he, “I am just beginning to realize the 
sweetness, the tenderness, the gentleness, of 
this dear Hamlet.” One may perhaps ask 
what other great actors besides Macready 
and Irving, and possibly Fechter, have felt 
and portrayed the almost womanly sensitive- 
ness and delicacy of Hamlet’s nature. Asan 
estimate of Macr rone must regard Mr. 
Barrett's essay as incomplete, as, indeed, it 
suggests more of Mr. Barrett himself than of 
his subject. 

While Macready was a man of violent tem- 
per, and was haughty and overbearing in his 
treatment of others—faults of character of 
which he himself was sensible, and from 
which he prayed to be delivered—it is mis- 
leading to make such assertions as * he dear- 
ly hated his profession” and ‘the had a 
snob’s contempt for his art.’’ On the con- 
trary, he justly valued his profession and 
never prostrated himself before it in wor- 
ship, as so many actors do nowadays. One 
would think to hear them talk of their “* noble 
art”’ that they really considered acting much 
more exalted than any other kind of human 
usefulness. The real snobs of the dramatic 
ean are the men who think that by 

dolizing their calling they can dignify 
themselves. Macready was a man who shed 
lustre on his profession, but who cared not to 
borrow radiance from it. If he was a snob 

what was Shakspeare himself, who had a 

wholesome contempt for the opinion of 

crowds and for the cheapness of applause, 
and who in his self-respect regretted that his 
calling made him ‘“‘commonto the view’’? 

But that actors like Mr. Barrett should in- 

dulge in cant about their profession 1s not so 

surprising when one considers’ that their 
critics are ever setting them the examople. 

Like Whitman in poetry, Edwin Forrest 
stands outin the artof acting a vigorous, 
imaginative force, disdainful of formal polish, 
and clothed in the rough serge of democra- 
cy. An American to his heart’s core, and 
cherishing his nationality with a partisan- 
ship which is generally foreign to esthetic 
spirits, itis no wonder that his admirers 


» is 


Republic and attached to his career a Na- 
tional significance. Without the reflective, 
poetic cast of temperament, he seized no 
subtleties of thought and portrayed no shad- 
ings of character; but, gifted with a 
broad-based sensibility, he grasped pas- 
sion in its’ turbulent manifestations 
and created types of primeval strength—the 
Gladiator loaded with chains and hungry for 
vengeance against his oppressors, while 
yearning for the freedom of his wild hills ; 
the plebeian Samson of the Englisherabble 
tugging at the pillars of the commonwealth, 
and the savage of the wilderness meeting his 
doom with the sullenness of a hopeless pride 
and the defiance of a deathless hate. He 
raved and ranted, but so does the whirlwind 
when above its work of destruction it wastes 
ita superfiuity of power. He found a public 
as Spartan as himself, loving him all the bet- 
ter for the lack of refinements it did not un- 
derstand, and reverencing him for the com- 
mand that it could not but obey. The 
Athenian few held aloof from him while he 
shattered their ideals and turned their peace 
to confusion. Then, like a raid of barbarians, 
he was gone, and culture resumed its sober 
sway; but half by accident and half by New- 
World conditions the American drama had 
caught one burst of epic light and the Amer- 
ican stage had gained its one Homeric man. 
Born in 1806, and playing his last en - 
ment in 1871, Edwin Forrest spread his fame 
over the greater part of the century and cre- 
ated a school which has been perpetuated 
only by shadows of himself. His début was 
attended by the aggressiveness which dis- 
tinguished him through life; for when only a 
boy of 14 he broke into a Philadelphia thea- 
tre, the manager having refused to give him 
an opening, and actually succeeded, before 
he could be ejected, in gaining the stage and 
regaling the andience with-a recitation. His 
audacity attracted attention to him and gave 
him his first start on the path to giory. In 
1834, before he went to Europe, he was 
dined by the literary celebrities of New York 
and a medal was struck to commemorate the 
occasion—an honor never before paid to an

ished a standard. Domestic discords em- 
bittered his life after his return to America 
but they seemed only to swell the volume of 
his popularity. In 1565he was partially par- 
alyzed while playing Damon in Baltimore 
and his herculean frame never recovered 
from the shock. Intellectually he grew in 
penetration, but his ap nees in later 
years, though lighted up by rare bursts of 
power, were pathetic for his struggles inst 
the inroads of disease and age. hen, 
towards the end of his career, stimulants 
were offered him to help him to bear upina 
trying part, he rejected them with the char- 
acteristic remark “ that if he died tonight he 
should still be his royal old self.’”’ The crown- 
ing act of his tempestuous but generous life 
was to found in Philadel hia the home for 
aged actors which today rs his name. 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett, who was Forrest’s 
biographer, and who now writes again of 
him, treats the subject sympathetically. In 
a clear estimate of his abilities Mr. Barrett 
says that his greatest Shakspearean parts 
were Lear, Othello, and Coriolanus. He was 
Grcetons, however, in such parts as Virginius, 

illiam Tell, and Spartacus. “Here his 
mannerisms of gait and utterance were less 
noticeable than in his Shakspearean charac- 
ters, or were overlooked in the rugged mass- 
iveness of the creation. He was in all things 
marked and distinctive. His obtrusive per- 
sonality often destroyed the harmony of the 
portrait he was painting; but in his inspired 
moments, which were many, his touches 
were sublime. His Lear in great scenes rose 
to a majestic hight, but fell in places almost 
to mediocrity. His art was unequal to his 
natural gifts. He was totally unlike his 
great rival and contemporary, Macready, 
whose attention to detail gave to every per- 
formance the harmony of perfect work.” 

One must group many celebrated names in 
taking a hasty glance at the contemporaries 
of Macready and Forrest, whose lives are 
recorded in this volume. The dramatic 
profession of today seldom thinks what a 
debt of gratitudd it owes to Samuel Phelps, 
who, although a traditional actor like our 
own Edwin Booth, was the precursor of Irv- 
ing in aiming atarchwological accuracy and 
beauty of ensemble. He took Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre, in the suburbs of London, in 154, 
and from a rowdy, third-rate.resort he trans- 
formed it into a Mecca for lovers of the 
drama. During the = years of his 
management he gave in al! 4,000 Shakspearean 
performances, producing all but six of the 
thirty-seven plays attributed to Shakspeare. 
The omitted ones were the three parts of 
‘Henry VL,” “ Titus Andronicus,” ** Troilus 
and Cressida,” and “‘ Richard Hl.” Although 
he was a good Phy ry the bent of his 
genius, according to Prof. Morley, was most 
favored in a sort of comedy bas to be 
defined as dry and intellectual. e brought 
out that still vital play, ‘*‘ The Fool’s Revenge,” 
and Tom Taylor bears a strong testimony to 
his versatility when he says, “ If ever aetor 
satisfied author, Phelps satisfied mein Ber- 
tuccio.” ere died in 1867. 

It is a striking scene which Barry Corn- 
wall describes for usin his * Life of Edmund 
Kean,”’ when the great tragedian, half- 
dressed in the character of the Crookback, 
lay on a sofa: and gulped brandy and water 
while he listened to his son Charles recite to 
him. ‘ That boy will be an actor if he tries,”’ 
remarked the old man after the child had 
been ordered to bed, *“‘ and if he should,” he 
wdided, with emphasis, “Ill cut his throat.” 
Charles did become an actor, and a great 
one, though he never entered the first rank 
with his father. In three visits to America, 
the last in 1865, he gained a reputation which 
greatly added to his fame in England. It was 
in 1850 that he became manager of the 
Princess’ Theatre in London, the position 
now held by the distinguished actor, 
Mr. Wilson Barrett, who is at present among 
us. Many members of the company that sup- 
ported Mr. Kean in his nine years of man- 
agement have since become widely known in 
the theatrical world; among them Kate and 
Ellen Terry, Agnes Robertson (Mrs. Dion 
Boucicault), Carlotta and Rose Leclerq, and 
Caroline Heath (now Mrs. Wilson Barrett). 
Among the famous plays of the Kean régime 
were * The Corsican Brothers,” “ Sardana- 
palus,”’ and “ Louis XI.” “I must confess,” 
says that most lucid of critics, George Lewes, 
‘‘that it has never been an intellectual treat 
to me to see Charles Kean play Shakspeare’s 
tragic neroes, but I doubt whether his great 
f cher could have surpassed him in certain 
melodramic parts. . . . In the lighter 
scenes of the first two acts of ‘The Corsican 
Brothers’ he wanted the graceful ease of 
Fechter; but in the more serious scenes and 
throughout the third act he surpassed the 
Frenchman with all the weight and intensity 
of a tragic actorin situations for which the 
comedian is unsuited. Itis because there is 
no presence of poetry in his acting that we 
feel Charles Kean to be especially a melo- 
dramatic actor.” 

Of Ellen Tree, who was Charles Kean’s 
wife, it is only necessary to say that to the 
last generation she was the surprise and the 
om ge that Ellen Terry is toours. Beatrice 
died with her only to live again in Miss 
Terry. ‘As Beatrice,” says one of her 
critics, “her merriment was the gladdest 
thing in the world. In. one scene her merry 
laugh is heard before she enters, and so joy- 
ous is it that the whole house is in roars of 
laughter in very sympathy before she utters 
a word.”’ 

Mr. Henry Edwards of Wallack’s company, 
New York, writes an appreciative notice of 
E. L. Davenport, who gave to the American 
stage one of its brightest and most endyrng 
names, and whose versatility enabled him to 

lay the most wonderfully contrasted parts— 
rom Bill Sykes to Hamlet, and from Sir 
Lucius O’Trigger to Othello. His career of 
triumphs in England and in his own country 
culmmated in the grand production of 
‘* Julius Cesar” at Booth’s Theatre in the 
winter of 1876, his Brutus being then, as it 
had been previously in London, the theme of 
universal praise. If we measured actors by 
breadth of capacity instead of by hight of 
power, we would not know where to look for 
the superior of E. L. Davenport. 

A sketch that is all tooslight is contributed 
by Clara Erskine Clement of that phenom- 
enal woman whom Puritanism gave to art— 
Charlotte Saunders Cushman. The grave of 
this actress, bearing no inscription save her 
name, looks over Boston, the city of her birth, 
of her love, and of her death. Her life 
spanned the years between 1816 and 1876. In 
her representations of Queen Katherine and 
Lady Macbeth she took her place asthe 

reatest American actress that has yet lived. 

facready once declared that when playing 
Macbeth to her Lady Macbeth he felt himself 
to be less than of secondary importance—“ in 
truth, a mere thing of naught.”” Lacking in 
imagination, she had in a remarkable degree 
the elements of force. James E. Murdoch 
has said of her that “she grasped the intel- 
lectual body of the poet’s conception without 
mastering its more subtle spirit; she caught 
the facts of a character, but its conceits were 
beyond her reach.’’ Almost masculine in 
manner, there was yet in her a somethin 
which can only be described as the essentia 
gentieness of genius. 

Itis unnecessary to speak here of Helen 
Faucit, now Lady Martin, whose beautiful 
book, ‘‘Some of Shakspeare’s Female Char- 
acters,’ was issued only last year and was 
reviewed in these columns. It was in the 
year 1836 that, by a single performance of 

ulia in ** The Hunchback,” she stepped out 
of obscurity to the highest rank in her pro- 
fession. Her last appearances were at Strat- 
ford, England, in 1579, when she Bw red Be- 
atrice at the opening of the Shakspeare 
Memorial Theatre—that unique home of 
Shakspearean drama where Miss Anderson 
had the honor of essaying Rosalind last sea- 
son. ‘* With all that was purest and best im 
woman she was in closest sympathy,”’ says 
her biographer, Mr. Robert W. Lowe, and 
the remark happily characterizes her as an 
actress. 

Charles Fechter, that romantic cosmopolite 
with the mingled blood of Italy and Ger- 
many in his veins—the child of ce and 
yet the glory of England—may be passed 
over for the present, as there will be occa- 
sion to speak of him within a few weeks, 
when a new Hamlet will .be brought 
into comparison with the one taat 
he made world-renowned. Strange that 
this wayward and highly endowed man, who 
charmed the old nations that gave him life, 
should end his career and sink to rest in the 
little Village of Rockland Centre, Bucks 
County, Pa. 

A graceful article is that on Sothern by Mr. 

Pains are taken, too, in the 
resent work to give the facts of Adelaide 
‘eilson’s life. She was the daughter of an 
English actress, her father being an actor of 
Spanish descent. Atil4she ran away from 
her Yorkshire home to London, and three 
years afterward made her début as Juliet.

(11) He that is unrighteous, let 
him do unrighteousness still and he that 
is filthy, let him be made filthy still! and he 
that is righteous, let him do righteousness 
still; and he thatisholy, let him be made holy 
still. (12) Behold, 1 come quickly; and my re- 
ward is with me, to render to each man ac- 
cording as his work is. (13) Iam the Alpha 
and the Omega, the first and the last, the be- 
ginning and theend. (14) Blessed are they 
that wash their robes, that they may have 
the right to come to the tree of life, and may 
enter in by the gates into the city. (15) 
Without are the dogs, and the sorcerers, and 
the fornicators, and every one that loveth 
and maketh alie. (16) I Jesus have sent my 
angel to testify unto you these things for the 
churches. Iam the root and the offspring of 
David, the bright, the morning star. (17) 
And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. And 
he that heareth, let him say, Come. And he 
that is athirst, let him come; he that will, let 
him take the water of life freely. (18) I 
testify unto every man that heareth the 
words of the prophecy of this book. If any 
man shall d unto them, God shall add 
unto him the plagues which are written in 
this book. (19) And if any man shall take 
away from the words of the book of this 
prophecy God shall take away his part from 
the tree of life and out of the holy city,which 
are wriiten in this book. (20) He which tes- 
tifieth these things saith, Yea, I come quick- 
ly. Amen; come, Lord Jesus. (21) The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with the 
saints, Amen. 

This lesson closes with a benediction and an 
amen. Nothing more is to be added to this 
revelation; the Bible isa complete book. As 
Dr. Miller says, it is interesting to note the 
last words of the Old and New Testaments. 
The last words of the Oldare: “ Lest it 
come and smite the earth with a curse.” 
But the last of the New Testament is a mes- 
sage of love and mercy—* The grace. of our 
Lord Jesus be with the saints. men.’”’ The 
golden text is: “* The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. Amen.”

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’ "THE PAST BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


Interesting Discoveries Lately Made in a 
Street of Pompeii. 

In the year 1720 the digging of a well re- 
vealed the existence of the ancient city of 
Herculaneum beneath the modern towns of 
Resina and Portici. The same operation on 
the part of the owner of a vineyard situated 
some distance to the east of the Amphithe- 
atre of Pompeii led to the discovery, about 
six weeks ago, of a street of tombs running 
in a direct line from Pompeii to Nocera. Tak- 
ing advantage of the visitof an archaeological 
friend of mine, who had just returned from a 
scientific tour to Pergamon, I yesterday ac- 
companied him and Prof. Sagliano, director 
of the excavations, to visit the newly-discov- 
ered ruins. 

. The little space at present dug out has 
brought to light, deep below the surface of 
the ground, a tolerabiy wide and well-made 
ancient road, of a kind of macadam con- 
struction, slightly arched in the centre so as 
to allow the rain water to run off, and with a 
low earthy bank on either side, on the top of 
which are the seven tombs recently excavated, 
four on oné side and three on the other. 
The ancient level of the street being here 
very low, the road is first covered to the 
depth of ter or fifteen feet with pumice 
stones ejected from Vesuvius during the 

reat eruption of 1872. Then comes a thin 
ayer of ashes; then again a stratum of 

umice about ten inches thick, another thin 

ne of ashes. and over all earth sey- 
eral feet deep. Just below this upper 
earth were found seven large statues, which 
had evidently surmounted the tombs beneath. 
On the road itself can be seen the slight de- 
pressions or ruts caused by the wheels of 
passing vehicles. 

The first tomb excavated, being the one 

nearest to Pompeii on the north side of the 
road, is covered with rude inscriptions 
painted in red, one of which is notable; it is 
an advertisement apprising the passers-by 
that a runaway horse has been found of such 
asize and color, and that the owner may 
have it by applying to asmith from Nocera, 
at the bri ge over the Sarno, towards 
Stabia. In fact, such inscriptions are 
found on all the tombs, which have evi- 
dently served as a public newspaper on the 
thickly trequented road. There are besides 
many graphites. One person has scratched 
his name with the word ‘“‘ Remember ”’ be- 
neath. In one the letter V is very interest- 
ing from the fact that it is marked-witha 
dot in the fork of the V, which is a reminis- 
cence of the Osean character, causing the v 
to be pronounced more like o. Nearly all the 
rudely-traced inscriptions (which, of course, 
have nothing to do with the true inscriptions 
on marble slabs that denote the name and 
qualities of the deceased) relate to Nocera, 
showing the influence of that neighboring 
town on Pompeii. One of the marble in- 
scriptions gives to Nocera the surname of 
Constantia, in relation to its faithfulness—a 
surname, | believe, seen here in this connec- 
tion for the first time. One of the tombs had 
been surmounted on its four corners with 
stone pineapples, interesting, as suggestive 
of this style of' decoration as noticed in the 
immense single pineapple said to have 
crowned Hadrian’s tomb in Rome. It is 
curious that in the niches of one of the 
tombs stand two small headstones instead of 
urns. 
OThe statues, cinerary urns, loose marble 
tablets, skuils, and bones have been deposit- 
ed in the room of a country cottage hard by, 
all except one statue, which lies prone on the 
ground near the excavation, and serves, by a 
string passed round its neck, to hold fast the 
end of a ragged canvas stretched on a small 
tree as a shelter from the sun—a menial office 
to which, no donbt, the man who was of suf- 
ficient consideration to have a statue never 
dreamed that his effigy would be degraded. 
The full-length statues are all portraits, and 
evidently very good ones, for each of the 
facesis highly characteristic. One elderly 
male figure has a fine head and 
the mouth of an orator; another 
is a handsome voun man of 
Grecian type; one is a dignified old woman, 
grave with years and honors, with deep lines 
at the corners of the very peculiar and firmly 
pressed lips, and a style of dressing the hair 
which reminds one of the statues of Livia. 
Then there are, besides, a middle-aged and a 
young woman, of smoother countenance, the 
latter with small, rather pointed and pinched 
features. On the hair of one of the male 
statues there are traces of color, and as the 
figures are sculptured rather roughly in stone, 
the style, resembling that of Capua, it is pos- 
sible that the whole figure was once covered 
with paint. I forgot to say that all the tombs 
found are those of freedmen. 

Ranged in the recess of a wall of the room 
or iying on the ground were several skulls, 
one of magnificent size and breadth. One 
had still a coin, thick with verdigris, stuck 
between its broken teeth, while in another 
from some cause or other the whole jaw 
and. lower part of the skull were destroyed, 
and the cavity filled with hardened ashes, in 
which, about where the throat would have 
been, stuck a coin. A few cinerary urns and 
amphore of terra-cotta have been also found, 
one of the former double, with a lid fur- 
nished with a pipe through which toe pour 
libations. The exact period of these tombs, 
the details of the inscriptions, etc., have not 
yet been scientifically ascertained, but my 
friend told me that they are probably of the 
periods of Julius Cesar and Tiberius. Itis 
very likely that when this street of tombs is 
excavated back to Pompeii, older and per- 
haps more sumptuous tombs wil! be found, it 
being generally, though not always, the case, 
that the erecting of tombs is begun close to 
the city and extended further into the coun- 
try as occasion requires.—London Daily News.

A GREAT STATE’S CAPITOL. 


WHAT HAS RESULTED FROM ILLINUILS’ 
EXPENDITURE OF MILLIONS. 


Changes from the First. Plan of the Mas- 
sive Structure—The Basement Made the 
Main Floor and Now Presenting a Strik- 
ing Appearance—Exterior View of the 
Building—Paintings and Interior Effects 
~—Important Events in the State’s His- 
tory Illustrated on the Wallis. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—The 
fire in one of the lower rooms of the new 

State Capitol last Saturday night will not 

materially retard the work of completing the 

structure. When the General Assembly be- 
gins its session in January it will sit for the 
first time in the building in @ practically 
completed condition, and after nearly twenty 
years of waiting the people of the State will 
have a home for their officers which will be 
surpassed by few public buildings in the 
country. The costof the huge structure will 
be about $4,070,000. When it was projected 
the intention was to put upa building that 
would cost someting like $2,000,000, but that 
sum was expended long before the Capitol 
assumed even definit shape, and there were 


main floor, and the outside stairways have 
been abandoned, the entrances are under the 
massive porticoes. The contrast from the 
dirty and dingy walls that formerly greeted 
the eye, and the common plank walk 
which sent harsh echoes up into the 
unfinished and -looking dome 
with the handsomely-frescoed walls and 
tiled floor and highly-ornamented interior of 
the dome, is startling to those accustomed to 
the former appearance. Old habitués of the 
Capitol will feel lost when they miss the din- 
ness which had become a years of the Capi- 
l. The woodwork is all of old hard cherry, 
so thoroughly polished that Uncle Noah Divil- 
biss, the secretary of the Commissioners, igs 
constantly using it fora mirror and callin 
himself young again. Above the polish 
marble wainscoting the corridor-walls are 
handsomely frescoed in various designs dic- 
tated by the artist’s fancy,and at intervalson 
the ornamental! ceilings are ideal representa- 
tions of peace, plenty, and other con- 
ditions that made the erection of the 
handsome nuliding possible. On the walls at 
intervals are sinall head portraits with the 
names of the various Presidents from Wash- 
ington to Cleveland beneath them, intending 
to convey the idea that they are pictures of 
the honored heads of this nation. It is proba- 
bly well forthe person who executed them 
that most ofthe Presidents are dead, so that 
they cannot resent the injury done by their 
alleged portraits. If Mad Anthony Wayne had 
been a President he certainly would rise from 
his grave, as he threatened to do against the 
Indians, if his picture had been so badly done.

continued demands for more money. Then

$3,500,000 should be expended without a direct 
vote of the people. When that sum-was ex- 
pended the work was stopped for six years. 
Bare walls were left staring vacant- 
ly at visitors, and ragged and  un- 
adorned spaces destroyed the charm of 
the completed portions. It was estimated 
that $561,000 would be required to complete 
the work, and an appropriation for that 
amount was submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple three times before its expenditure was au- 
thorized by them. This, with an additional 
sum for repairs and changes, made up the 
total of $4,070,000 expended on the building, 
and the Commissioners declare they will keep 
within the limit of the appropriation. 

The Commissioners began the work of com- 
pletion in 1885. Their first work was to 
change the plans for the exterior so material- 
ly as to give it a new appearance. Originally 
it was intended that the main floor should be 
in the second story, and was reached from 
the outside by broad stone stairways 
up.to porticoes at the east, north, and south 
entrances. The foundations for the porticoes 
were also the foundations for the stairways. 
Under the new plans the basement consti- 
tutes the main floor, its plain finishings have 
given way to handsome frescoes and marble 
wainscoting, and the outside stairways have 
been removed, while the south portico has 
been abandoned entirely. 

The building fronts on Second street, look- 
ing down Capitol avenue. Formed like a 
Greek cross, the main arms extend north and 
south 354 feet. The cross arms run 250 feet 
east and west, and the wings are about 120 
feet wide. rom an architectural point 
of view this pile of stone and mar- 
ble commands admiration. It has been 
frequently criticised as having a toploftical 
appearance because the dome was considered 
too high for the other portions of the build- 
ing, but since the porticoes, with their heavy 
granite Corinthian columns have been added, 
the building has lost some of the airiness it 
formerly presented, and the proportions are 
more equalized. In general style the archi- 
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is good. Aside from the merely ornamental 
features there are panel paintings represent- 
ing Illinois historical events. One of the 
most notable isa picture of Abraham Lin- 
coln’s early manhood. 

It represents him taking a flatboat over 
Rutledge’s Dam at New Salem. Old-timers 
in Central Iilinois say itis a perfect picture 
of the dam and the mill which stood by it as 
it appeared in Lincoln’s flatboating days, 
which is not materially changed today except 
that the mill is enlarged. Other paintings 
represent Fort Dearborn, the original 
of Chicago, and old, Fort Chartres, 
near Chester, around both of which hang 
memories of many of the most notable events 
in the history of the State. The rooms which 
will attract most attention from the public 
on the main floor are the State Museum and 
Memorial Hall, where the Illinois battle 
flags will be placed. The flags are now on 
the legislative floor, but will be taken to the 
south wing across from the Adjutant-Gener- 
al’s office. The miusewm will be in the north 
wing, but Prof.’ Worthen objects to being 
disturbed and doés not want to move out of 
his present quarters om the legislative floor. 
— and ssils will have to go, neverthe- 
ess. 

_ The present Commissioners have been lay- 
ing themselves out on the Italian marble 
stairway now in course of construction from 
the main to the second or office floors. 
When the original — were adopted and 
the second was intended for the main floor, 
the grand stairway of many colored marbles, 
with wide-capped balustrades, was extended 
from it to the legislative floor, but the 
change of plan necessitated a grand stairway 
from the first to the second floor, in addition 
to the shorter ones now in use. This is now 
being erected in marble of such immaculate 
whiteness that the public will almost fear to 
use it. Ascending it to the second story,where 
the State officers, Supreme Court, Law and 
State Libraries, and Agricultural Museums 
are stationed, the visitor obtains a view of the 
elaborate marble wainseotings of the broad 
corridors extending tfifough the building. 

Half way up the grand stairway leading to 
the legislative floor (heretofore mentioned) 
is the painting showing the treaty of peace 
between George Rogers Clark and the Algon-

quin Indians by which the Northwest Terri- 
tory was ceded in 1778. 

It faces the visitor as he mounts the stair- 
way to the first landing, while on the side 
walls in bas-relief are representations of the 
progress of civilizetion, showing the Indian 
and buffalo flying before the emigrant-wagon. 

Visitors to the Capitol will hard ly recog- 
nize Representatives’ Hal! in its new garb. 
The giass partitions which formerly hemmed 
in the sides have been removed, and the en- 
tire width of the southern wing is now in- 
cluded in the assembiy-room of the House.

The heavy 
round columns ofthe Corinthian style are 
relieved by alternations of flat composit 
ones, giving the structure a light and airy 
appearance, while the combination of the 
two style of architecture relieves it of the 
heaviness that often mars public buildings 
and makes it look smaller’ than 
it really is. Al the columns 
and windows are ornamented with foliated 
caps of stoneof yarious designs, which add to 
the beauty of the structure. The great work 
of display is made upon the grand porticoes at 
the east and north entrances. As originally 
designed the columnsof these porticoes began 
at the top of the stairway leading to the sec- 
ond story from the outside of the building. 
Now square columns, with arches between, 
ascend from the ground to the second story, 
and the stairway is removed, so that no 
ascent can be made from the outside. The 
floors of the porticoes at the second story are 
of handsome marble tiling, and from them 
heavy Corinthian columns, eight in number, 
extend to the gables of the ee These 
columns are irregularly spaced. They are 
of polished Vermont granit, surmounted 
with highly-wrought foliated caps, cor- 
responding to the general style of the 
massive structure, and are said to be the 
largest polished columns upon any building 
in the country.

Galleries have been extended along the sides, 
seated with fine opera chairs instead of the 
old hard, high-backed benches, and the 
scagliola columns in front of the entrance no 
longer obstruct the sight. Very little change 
has been made in the Senate Chamber’s gen- 
eral appearance except that there, as in the 
House, the ventilation has been improved by 
the construction of handsome colored glass 
skylights so constructed as to admit fresh 
air. In both these assembly-rooms the mass- 
ive and highly-wrought stuceo-work on the 
walls and ceilings has been brought out by 
the frescoer’s skill, which adds to its beauty 
and removes the impression formerly con- 
veyed that it was on the verge of falling off. 

There is a great metamorphosis in the inte- 
rior appearance of the dome, which rears its 
lofty head more than 300 feet. The old 
naked and dingy spaces which seemed to 
lose themselves in the lofty structure have 
disappeared beneath the hands of the work- 
men and the brushes of the frescoer. The 
most notable feature of the dome decorations 
is the bas-relief exténding around it, about 
half-way to the arched roof. It represents

THE NOSTRUMS USED BY ONE OF CiI- 
CAGO’S COSMETIQUES. | 


The Beautifying Business Not a Paying One 
in This City—Madame’s Reptile Rival— 
The Wrinkle Eradicator, the Nose- 
Shaper, the Beauty Mask, and the 
Oriental Milk Bath—How a Lady May 
Be “Treated” for a Party—Nature’s 
Cosmetics the Best After All. : 

There may be people in this city so ignorant 
as not to know what a “ cosmetique ”’ is. A 
cosmetique is a person who makes or deals 
in cosmetics. Cosmetics are washes and 
pastes that people use to make them prettier 
than Nature intended them to be. Thus if 
you have a sallow skin and desire to be white 
for a change you can go to a cosmetique and 
she will sort of whitewash you with a white 


cosmetic at so much a square yard. Or if 
you are white and want to be sallow she will 


yellow-ochre you on about the same 
terms. in Paris the cosmetique busi- 
ness i§ an importantindustry. Cosmetiques 


are licensed there, and have to pay a heavy 
tax to the city, just as saloonkeepers have in 
Chicago. The business also flourishes in some 
degree in New York and Boston, but up to 
the omy has failed to gain much of a foot- 
hold in the woolly West. True there are cos- 
metiques and cosmeticians here in Chicago— 
some of them call themselves cosmeticians, 
claiming that this is the proper American 
rendering of the French term cosmetique— 
but they don’t do much. Speaking of the 
proper term brings to mind a little story ofa 
Chicago girl—a Calumet avenue girl—who 
was on a visit to Boston. One morning her 
friend, a Boston girl, said she had to call on 
the cosmetique. 

‘*On the what?” asked Miss Chicago. 

“On the cosmetique,” repeated Miss Bos- 
ton; “but I suppose you call them cos- 
meticians in Chicago?” 

* O, no, we don’t!” 

“What do you call them, then?” 

“Just plain frauds—it’s good enough for 
them.”’ 

And this is just about the average Chica 
girl’s opinion of a cosmetique. Many ela 
orate attempts have been made to give the 
business a boom in this city, but the boomers 
soon got tired of it as a rule, and “ skipped 
out” without potification to their creditors. 
A man with a Krench name and some skill in 
advertising took.apartments in the Palmer 
House a couple of years ago, and pee poe to 
live here permanently and enamel and beau- 
tify the feminine part of Chicago’s popula- 
tion. He has gone longago: A female pro- 
fessional ‘in the same business, who had 
made a reputation in the East, opened apart- 
ments on State street a year ago witha 

reat flourish of trumpets—she too has gone. 

alf a dozen others have tiickered and faded 
out during the same period. At present there 
are four cosmetiques in the city, and three 
of these are eking out,a livelihood by run- 
ping something else as a sideshow. The 
fourth seems to be the king bee of the busi- 
ness. She got here about two months ago, 
and she is here still, and Making a valiant 
struggle for recognition. Among her visiters 
yesterday was a reporter. Mme. Rachel— 
call her that for convenience sake—said 
she was getting along very nicely indeed. 
Business might be brisker, of course, 
but then she-couldn’t complain. Her ‘ skin- 
bleacher ”’ ($3 a pint, 8 a quart) was in fair 
demand, and “cream of beauty” was a 
deal called for. She was merely a branch of 
a New York house—the representative of a 
lady who has not her equal in the world in 
this business. She gave her visitor one of 
her advertising books—the ‘“‘ Book of Beau- 
ty ’’—and it is a curiosity. 

The first chapters of the book treat of 
beauty in general, and the beauty of ladies 
in rticular. e. Rachel then goes on 
in her book: to speak of her “secrets 
of beauty,’ which she “inherited thir- 
ty-five years ago from her honored 
mother.’”’ From some incidental remarks it 
can be gathered that Mme. Rachel's confi- 
dence has at some time been basely betrayed 
by an employé who, after learning the busi- 
ness, had the gall to set up on her own ac- 
count. Shecalls herrival a base imitator 
and counterfeiter. ‘Still, since neither sci- 
ence, art, nor invention,” she continues, 
‘“*has ever evolved anything that has not 
evoked imitation of some sort, 1 could not 
hope to fare better than they. Nevertheless, 
as the glittering palace of ice, so lovely to look 
upon, wil] deliquesce and disappear before the 
seething rays of a summer sun, so must the 
boldest and best imitation be relegated to the 
shades of imfinit inferiority by comparison 
with the .enuine.’’ Again: “ No doubt the 
veriest quack who foists his or her vile 
nostrums upon the public can produce a 
white powder that will make a pearly skin, 
and a pink lotion that may simulate the 
blossoms of springtime. But beware! The 
rose and lily are budding to lure you to fell 
disease, and your ripp ing laughter and 
joyous smile will be shrouded in the dead 
panoply of the tomb. I take a pardon- 
able pride in calling attention to the 
fact that I am recognized not only as the 
most popular but as the only reliable cosme- 
tician in this city. Unhke some unscrup- 
ulous impostors who seek to build a name 
and fortune out of the odds and ends of bus- 
iness secrets surreptitiously obtained, when 
Judas-like, they reposed in the bosom of 
friendship, my knowledge of the Art of 
Beauty has descended to me as an heirloom. 
My specifics bleach the skin a beautiful, 


natural white, face, shoulders, arms, 
all harmonizing; while wrinkles pit- 
tings, freckles, moles, moths, and 


blackheads vanish beneath my touch, even 
as all the ills that flesh is heir to will one 
day vanish when the vast laboratory of 
Nature shall give up her stupendous secrets 
to the pursuit of science. At my Temple of 
Beauty homely hair can be made to change 
color and texture, and eyebrows and eye- 
lashes can be restored and dved in any shade. 
In short, any lady can be made beautiful.” 

Once more she refers to her reptile rival as 
one who, *‘ without any previous knowledge 
except what might be derived from a book 
fille with quack formulas,  exten- 
sively advertises herself as a cosmetique, 
and offers her nostrums for sale to the credu- 
lous public.” “Is not this infamous?’ she 
asks. ‘ Does it not drag down a great pro- 
fession to the depths of degradation! Such 
an imposture ought to be brought to the at- 
tention of the Board of Health!” 

It is in the latter partof the book, however, 
that the chief interest lies, for itis here that 
Mme. Rachel describes in detail the beauti- 
fiers she makes and uses. There are no less 
than seventy-nine different preparations de- 
scribed. A few of the more noticeable of 
these are as follows: 

‘‘Olympia balm and wrinkle eradicator,’’ 
for removing wrinkies, crow-tracks, and all 
puckerings of the skin, and making the faded 
and withered features fresh and blooming— 
price $7. The wrinkle eradicator is a glass 
cup with a rubber attachment for exhaustin 
the air. The cup is inverted on the face an 
the air exhausted, the cup being held in place 
by the vacuum thus created. This vacuum 
draws the blood to the surface of the skin 
and makes the spot smooth and ruddy. In 
this way all the face, neck, and shoulders, if 
necessary, are gone over, and then some coat- 
ings of “balm” applied. The balm is Sa 
bottle. : 

‘*The Nasal Compress” is an instrument 
for improving the shape of the nose. The 
machine can be worn while asleep, and in a 
month or six weeks one may have any shape 
of nose desired. The price is $12 for men’s 
size and $10 for ladies’. 

‘‘ Oriental milk baths, with perfumed oils ” 
can be had at #9 a galion. These baths whiten 
the skin, check undue perspiration, and im- 
part to the body a delightful and lasting odor, 

‘Arabian eye cups’’ for restoring weak 
and shrunken eyes—$7 each—are operated 
somewhat similar to the wrinkle eradicator. 
The cup is fitted to the eye with rubber and 
giass attachments. 

The “Circassian balm” is for filling out 
hollow and shrunken places on any part of 
the body, but is mostly used on the breast. 
A mechanical “developer,” with vacuum- 
cups, rubber balls, and valves, is used in this 
connection; price, 8. The “magic bust- 
reducer” ($12) is another sort of an applica- 
tion altogether. The balm is warranted to 
swell out any part of the bocy to which it is 
applied, whereas the reducer takes away the 
swelling and leaves a hole behind. 

The “mask of beauty” is an invention 
for removing the outer cuticle of the 
skin so that a new skin may grow 
on the face. “Brilliantine”’ is a pow- 
der for rendering the eyes sparkling and 
lustrous. There are also enamels, bleaches, 
dyes, tonics, lotions, creams, rouges, eradi- 
cators, salves, powders, pomades, pastes, 
polishes, ointments, and dozens of other 
preparations for the possible ‘beautification 
of the face or form. imbles a re 
the fingers by compression are $10 a set, an 
long, beautiful, drooping, artificial eyelashes 
can be stuck on for ** Rubicin,” for red- 
ness of the nose, is only 2, and “ vein pen- 
cils,” for tracing veins in their proper places 
on the shoulders and neck, can be had for 
the same amount.

Curious Matters and Those Having a Gen- 
eral Practicat Interest. 

A striking illustration of the fact that the 
least is known about the most common things 
is shown by some recent surveys of the 
Pyrenees Mountains. A large lake hitherto 
unknown, and the largest among these mount- 
ains, has been discovered on their northern 
slope lying in a gap between two chains of 
peaks, themselves supposed heretofore to be 
one and the same. Also on the south and 
southeast sides several ranges nearly 10,000 
feet high were described, none of which had 
ever been noted on any geographical map of 
this region.

The plant is cultivated 
for its roots in England, grows wild in Spain, 
and is also gathered in Turke *, Greece, Italy, 
Sicily, and elsewhere.. In England it flour- 
ishes best in sandy, loamy soil, being planted 
deep enough to cinsure good long roots.

A remarkable find of meteoric iron h&’as been 
recently described by Dr. Gurit of Bonn. This 
mass, Which weighs about 1}¢ pounds, was 
found in a piece of coal about to be u in a 
furnace. Close examination proves it to be 
of meteoric origin, and was plunged into the 
mass of coal’ during its formation in the 
tertiary geological epoch. It is essentially 
pure iron, with some contained carbon and 
nickel. There are other similar meteorite, 
as the famous masses of St Catherine in 
Brazil and Braunau in Bohemia, but this is 
very much older and belongs to the tertiary 
epoch. 

A letter from Decatur, [ll., contains a brief 
account of the killing of birds by the electric 
light towers. Mr. J. H. Coonradt, Principal 
of the high school, has determined ten dif- 
ferent on among the thousand or so 
birds killed. The number killed is quite re- 
markable, nor less so is the variety of species, 
particularly at the time of year (September) 
when the event occurred. 

A new application of electricity in connec- 
tion with the telephone exchange is report- 
ed from Brussels. Subscribers desiring to be 
called in the morning at any given hour may 
have electric bells fixed on their bedsteads in 
communication with the exchange. After 
the bell has been once sounded it continues 
to ring until the subscriber goes to his own 
instrument and “ rings off.” 

The preparation on alarge scale of liquid 
carbonic acid gas is fast becoming an indus- 
try of some importance. By subjecting the 
gas toa high pressure it is easily liquefied 
and on the pressuré being removed the liquid 
immediately vaporizes. itis used in charg- 
ing soda waters and in fire-extinguishing 
agperates. At. the famous Krupp Iron 

orks of Essen, Prussia, it is used to pro- 
duce a pressure in the molds, thus insuring a 
compact casting. It is proposed also to apply 
it in raising sunken ships, and it is already 
used for producing, by its rapid evaporation, 
an intense degree of cold. 

Observations on the earthquake shock at 
Tokio Oct. 25, 1881, show that the disturbance 
must have traveled from Yokohama to Tokio 
at the rate of 4,300 feet per second, but from 
Hakodatesto Tokio at the rate of 10,219 feet 

r second. 

The deepest lake in the United States is 
now proven to be Crater Lake, Oregon. Its 
greatest depth is 1,996 feet, with an average 
of 1,490 feet. The shores of the lake are ex- 

ingly precipitous, and soundings “along 


the margin often show adepth of 1,500 to 
1,800 feet. 
Workable and valuable deposits of tro- 


leum have been discovered along the Egyp- 
tian coast of the Red Sea. It appears to have 
loat its more volatile constituents, and is 
found at the level of the sea beneath the re- 
cent coral formation along the shore. 

A reindeer’s antler pierced with a large 
hole and beautifully decorated with carvings 
was exhibited recently by M. A. Gaudry be- 
fore the Paris Academy of Sciences. Onone 
face are two seals, a tish, and three twigs of 
plants. On the other are two cel-like, sien- 
der animals, three indeterminable animals, 
and an insect. Thisisa fragment from the 
reindeer age and was discovered in the Mont- 
gaudier Caves, Department of Charente. 

The Gogebic iron range attracting so much 
attention just now is located parallel with the 
shore of Lake Superior, about forty miles 
distant from‘ it, and lies about equally in 
Michigan and Wisconsin. The ore-veins are 
two in number, lying near each other, aver- 
aging twenty-five to 160 feet in width, and 
are of unknown depth. The veins run nearly 
north and south, and lie at an angie of 30° 
from the perpendicular. The ore averages 67 
all mont pure hematite, is well adapted for 

ssemer steel, and is easily worked. The 
range is already exposed for nearly sixty 
miles. The total output of iron-ore from the 
Lake Superior region is estimated at 3,536,500 
tons for the year ending Dec. 1, or one-third 
larger than in any previous year. For the 
same period last year the output was 2,938,486 
tons.

What would the 
meee of Columbus have done if Spain had not 
vested in his expedition? 
After pointing out that the birthplace of 
Columbus is a matter of ——— but that he 
was undoubtedly born in , the same 
editorial continues:

Four 
great nations do the same now for Columbus be- 
cause his genius has given to the world a New 
World.

AN UNLUCKY MAN. 


The Remarkable Personal Experiences of a 
Famous Engineer. 

Altheugh Brunel, the celebrated enginecr, 

who built the Great Eastern, died at the 

comparatively early age of 53, it is even mat- 

ter of surprise that he lived so long.’ He had 


more perilous escapes from violent death 
than fall to the lot of most men. 

At the outset of his career, when acting as 
assistant engineer to his father, in making 
the Thames Tunnel, he had two narrow es- 
capes from drowning by the river suddenly 
bursting in upon the works. Some time 
after, when inspecting the shafts of the rail- 
way tunnel uuder Box Hill, he was one day 
riding a shaggy pony at a rapid rate down the 
hill, when é€ animal stumbled and fell, 
pitching the engineer on his head with great 
violence; he was taken up for dead, but 
eventually recovered. 

When the Great Western line was finished 
and at work, he used frequently to ride upon 
the engine with the driver, and occasionally 
he drove it himself. One day, when passing 
through the Box Tunnel * the engine at 
considerable speed, Brunel thought he dis- 
cerned between him and the light some ob- 
ject standing on the same line of road along 
which his engine was regen 9 He instant- 
ly turned on the full steam and dashed at the 
object, which was driven into a thousand 


pieces. 

It afterwards turned out to be a contract- 
or’s truck, which had broken loose from a 
ballast-train on its way through the tunnel. 
Another narrow escape which he had was on 
board the Great Western steamship, where 
he fell down a hatchway into the bold and 
was nearly killed. 

But the most extraordinary accident which 
befell him was that which occurred while 
one day playing with his children. Like his 
father, Sir Isambard, he was fond of aston- 
ishing them with sleight-of-hand tricks, in 
which he displayed considerable dexterity, 
and the feat which he proposed to them on 
this occasion was the ing of a half- 
sovereign through his mouth out of his ear. 
Un mete pre | he swallowed the coin, which 
ropes into his windpipe. 

The accident occur April 3, 1843, and it 
was followed by frequent fits of coughin 
and occasional uneasiness in the right side o 
the chest, but so slight was the disturbance 
of breathing that it was for some time 
doubted whether the coin had redily fallen 
into the windpipe. After the lapse of fifteen 
days Sir B. Brodie met Mr. Key in consulta- 
tion, and they concurred im the opinion that 
most probably the half-sovereign was lodged 
at the bottom of the right bronchus. 

The day after, Mr. Brunel placed himself in 
a prone position on his face upon some chairs, 
and, bending his head and neck downwards. 
he distinctly felt the coin drop towards 
the glottis. A violent cough ensued, and 
on resuming the erect posture he felt as if 
= “tated again moved downwards into the 
chest. 

Here was an engineering difficulty the like 
of which Mr. Brunel had never before en- 
countered. The mischief was purely me- 
chanical; a foreign body had gone into his 
1 erg! apparatus, and Inust be removed, 
if at all, by some mechanical expedient. Mr. 
Brunel was, however, equal to the occasion. 
He had an apparatus constructed consisting 
of a platform which moved upon a hinge in 
the centre. Upon this he had himself 
strapped, and his body was then inverted, 
in order that the coin might drop downward 
by its own weight, and be so expelled. 

At the first experiment the coin again slip- 
ped towards the glottis, but it caused such an 
alarming fitof convulsive coughing and ap- 

arance of choking that danger was appre- 

nded. and the experiment was discontin- 
ued. Two days later, the 25th, the opera- 
tion of tracheotomy was performed by. Sir 
Benjamin Brodie, assisted by Mr. Key, with 
the intention of extracting the coin by for- 
ceps, if ible. Twoattempts to do so were 
made without success. 

The introduction of the forceps into the 
windpipe on the second occasion was attend- 
ed with so excessive a degree of irritation 
that it was felt the experiment could not be 
continued without imminent danger of life. 
The incision in the windpipe was, however 
kept open by means of a quillor tube unti 

y 15, by which time Mr. Brunel's strength 
had sufficiently recovered to enable the 
“ experiment to be repeated. 

die was again strapped to his apparatus; 
his body was inverted; his back was struck 
gently, and he distinctly felt the coin quit its 
place on the right side of his chest. The 
opening in the windpipe allowed him to 
breathe, while the throat was stopped by the 
coin, and it thus had the effect of preventing 
the spasmodic action of the giottis. After a 
few coughs the coin dropped into his mouth. 

Mr. Brunel used afterwards to say that the 
moment when he heard the gold piece strike 
against his upper front sdith een: rhaps, 
the most exquisit in his wholelife.

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TENTS ON THE STREETS. 


A CURIOSITY WHICH HAS ATTRACTED 
THE ATTENTION OF THOUSANDS, 


An Explanation of the Phenomenon in the 
Fact that Telegraph and Telephone 
Wires Are Going Underground—What 
Portion of the Great Work Has Been 
Accomplished—The Streets Already 
Partly Cleared of Unsightly Poles—The 
Exclusive Conduit System. 

For the last week or ten days people of an 
inquisitive turn of mind have had ample food 
for conjecture in the appearance upon ceér- 
tain of the leading down-town thoroughfares 
of some very mysterious paraphernalia about 
which small gangs of workmen hovered, 
seemingly in no wise perturbed by the 
throngs of interested onlookers who gathered 
from time to time to witness operations. The 
set of mechanical appliances that. stood in 
front of Taz TRIBUNE office, just south of the 
Madison street crossing, on Dearborn street, 
for a couple of. days last week attracted 
nearly every pedestrian who passed that 
way, and it is possible that nine out of every 
ten who paused to reconnoitre moved on 
just as wise as they were when they stopped. 
The central point of observation was a tent, 
about five feet high by perhaps four wide, 
standing directly over a hole in the roadway, 
or “manhole,” as itis called. Out of this 
hole was seen to be slowly issuing 
a wire rope, which, through the medi- 
um of a sort of capstan, manned 
by three or four stout fellows in top-boots 
and fianne! shirts, wound itselfinto a shining 
coil, while the end, taut as the halyard of a 
schooner under full sail, never relaxed its 


- grip on some invisible object beneath the sur- 


face. A little further away there stood a big, 
smoking, black tank, very similar to those 
used for boiling tar when a bit of new street 
pavement isin course of construction, The

men seemed very busy, and, while perfectly 
content to be watched, appeared indisposed 
to answer questions. The movements of those 
about the capstan and tank were in a meas- 
ure monotonous and devoid of interest; what 
was going forward within the confines of the 
tent was of course unknown and mystifying. 
To explain the matter it may be very briefly 
said that the men were employés of the Chicago 
Telephone Company en in resplicing a 
section of its Dearborn-street underground 
cables. 

In the hurry-skurry of daily business-life it 
is probable that few people have te ag to 
note the gradual disappearance from the 
principal mercantile thoroughfares of the 
vast network of wires that enmeshed the 
faces and roofs of the big buildings like 
gigantic spider-webs until the early part of 
the year 1885. Along Washington and La 
Salle streets, then the head-centre of the 
telegraph and telephone companies, and all 
around the old Board of Trade Building, this 
metallic network was one of the sights of the 
city, especially in midwinter, when the glitter- 
ing incrustations of ice with which the mass 
of wires at times became incased lent to the 
towering business blocks the aspect of ice- 

laces. The disappearance of the wires has 

en so gradual, in order to accomplish their 
removal without checking the course of busi- 
ness, that the individual who today for the 
first time perhaps notices their absence may 
be excused for wondering what has 
become of them. The first wmutter- 
ings of discontent concerning the many 
disadvantages arising from the presence of 
the wires—the principal one being the re- 
tardation of the efforts of the firemen in 
cases of emergency—date a long way back, 
and the final decree of the City Council that 
the wires must go underground or else go al- 
together will be easily remembered. And 
since that ukase was issued, though the orig- 
inal resolution that every wire left standing 
after acertain date should be cut down by his 
own hand if necessary seems to have gone the 
way of the prosecution of the gamblers, it is 
nevertheless a fact that within the brief two 
years it has taken todo it there has been es- 
tablished in Chicago as thorough a system of 
subterranean electric wires as any in the 
country. 

According to District Superintendent Tubbs 
the Western Union Telegraph Company has 
“paddled its own canoe” in the matter of 
burying its Chicago Wires, and the company’s 
method of so doing is very simple. The con- 
duits consist of continuous lengths of three- 
inch iron pipe, with a manhole at every 400 
or 500 feet. The cables used are of from sixty 
to ninety wires each, with each wire 
insulated, and then the whole cable 
insulated over all. The methodof insulation 
employed is ages go the ‘Kerite” sys- 
tem—consisting of rubber, treated by a 
process of hydro-carbon oils; other methods 
are employed occasionally, but the Western 

Union prefers the Kerite. The iron pipe or 
Feonduit is buried in an ordinary ditch from 
three to four feet deep. The system of draw- 
ing in, or “threading” the cables, as the 
ae goes, is very simple. J ointed rods are 
et into. the conduit at the starting point, and 
run through to the first manhole. A rope is 
attached to the last rod

Mr. Summers, the electrician of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, claims that 
the system of the iron pipe conduits is the 
most perfect, as wellas the most expensive, 
yet discovered. The company, he says, has 

uried 375 miles of wire since it commenced 
operations, but is by no means through with 
ying cables yet, — many conduits now 

n ground through which the cables have not 
yet been drawn. The company now has a 
continuous line of underground wires from 
its main office at the corner of Washington 
and La Salle streets to the southern city lim- 
its, there being of course more cables lyin 
between the first-named point and the Board 
of Trade than beyond there. Then it has a 
system north to the river, and, connecting 
With that, west on Lake street to Western 
avenue. At the city limits and elsewhere 
where connection is made between the ground 
and the poles a “cable box,”’ something which 
the illustration may convey some idea of, is 
brought into requisition, the cables being let 
into it as it stands at the foot of the pole and 
the wires separated and run up aloft, similar 
connection being made with the switchboard 
at the office end. As it has taken them down 
the company has shipped such of its poles as 
remained fit for service to various points 
throughout the country; the old, worn out 
ones have fallen into various phases of in- 
nocuous desuetude. 

A concern that is responsible for the inter- 
ment of an enormous quantity of wires and 
a still more enormous quantity of. conduits 
is the Chicago Sectional Electric Under- 
ground Company. The company was formed 
and commenced laying cables early in 1585. 
Since then it has completed a system of un- 
-derground conduits from Lincoln Park on the 
North Side to Hubbard court on the South; 
the territory lying between Van Buren street 
and the river is covered by conduits running 
north and south on every alternate street 
and connected at convenient intervals. The 
West Side branch is run out as far as 
Green street. e system of conduit used

inches in diameter. The company’s system 
is to lay two rowsof this concre pipe side 
by side and run the cables through as fast as 
found necessary, its object being merely the 
renting outof s in its conduits to every- 
body who may ve use for it. The plan 
of stringing the cables is the same as that 
emplo by other concerns, with jointed 
iron rods,a manhole being constructed at 
every 400 feet forthe purpose. Since com- 
mencing operations in 1 the company has 
taken up over 1,000 poles and put down over 
1,000 miles of wire, and is running in new 
cables every week or so. Among its tenants 
are fire pi Rag electric-light, and private 
wires, and those by which are opera the 
instruments of the two “ticker” companies 
running in opposition to the Western Union, 
and about which such apparently intermin- 
able litigation has been goin on. The com- 
ny uses all the styles of cables, employing, 
owever. a good deal of asort in which cot- 
ton and hemp, prepared with paraffine, take 
the ye of rubber, the whole having an outer 
surface of their leaden pipe. The company’s 
Saperaneneens says it costs about the same 
to look after wires underground as it does to 
take care. of them overhead, but that the 
saving is made in the unform excellence of 
the work performed by the subterranean 
wi 


res. 

The longest underground cables are those 
used by the Chicago Telephone Company, 
which, like the Western Union, has a system 
entirely its own. Some of the underground 
telephone cables consist of 500 wires, in- 
sulated in aspace of two and a half inches, 
though the ave one in use has from 100 
tol Thatin the cable running between 
the old and new Board of Trade buildings 
has 250. The telephone company’s North 
Side underground terminus is the corner of 
Chicago avenue and Clark street; from that 
point the wires come south to the north end of 
the La Salle street tunnel. There are also 
short cables running from Clark street east 
to Wells and west to State street. On the 
West Side there is an underground system 
from the Washington street tunnel to Des- 
plaines street, from Clinton and Harrison 
streets to the corner of Desplaines and Lake, 
--gnd thence west to Green street: Altogether

The Chicago Telephone Company’s Dear- 
born street cable, which its then wére recent- 
ly employed in splicing opposit Taz TRIBUNE 
office, is one of those containing 500 wires. 
The presence of the tank as sketched above 
is accounted for by the fact of its being 
necessary to boil the cable in oil—a_ tem- 
perature of 310° being employed—in order to 
extract all the moisture from the insulation 
before the splice is made. The South Side 
system proper extends from the old Board of 

rade Bui ding through Calhoun place to 
Dearborn street; up Dearborn street to Jack- 
son and east to the boulevard; thence south 
to Indiana avenue and Twenty-second street. 
The conduit system employed is a casing of 
sand and concrete cement, laid in a hemlock 
box, through which the cables are run. With 
500 wires to the cable a manhole is let in at 
every 500 feet; with one of 150 wires the man- 
holes are as far as 1,000 feet apart. 

Seven hundred miles of wire was buried by 
the telephone company on the South Side last 
summer. The company has its own under- 

round right of way through the city. The 
General Superintendent expressed the opinion 
that the time had come to calla halt in the 
matter of putting telephone wires under- 
ground. There were six different makes of 
cable in use, he said, and it was impossible to 
tell whether any or all of them were going to 
last until Christmas or for the next twenty 
years. Complaints were becoming quite 
numerous from subscribers, too, of inefficient 
service, which was to be attributed to nothing 
but the retardation of underground cables. 

The city authorities have 100 miles of un- 
derground wire under their control, which 
connect the fire and police stations north of 
Van Buren street and south of the river, and 
as far over on the North Sideas Chicago 
avenue and on the West Side as far as Clin- 
ton. There are also small trunk lines on the 
South Side extending as faras. Harrison 
street. The concrete conduiting is the sys- 
tem generally used, but the situation of the 
cable. usually determines the manner in 
which it is protected. Prof. Barrett, the city 
fire alarm electrician, estimated that it cost 
$13 to put wires underground where it cost $1 
to string them overhead, and thought only 
time could show whether or not the in- 
creased outlay would become profitable. 

This, together with the few cables laid by 
the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Company, 
which consist chiefly of connections between 
their offices in the old and new Board of 
Trade buildings, constitutes an outline of the 
underground electric system of the city. 
That it has taken very little over two years 
for the city to establish a more thorough sub- 
terranean electric system than any in the 
country—New York not excepted—affords 
but still one more instance, if any were 
needed, of Chicago enterprise. 


A BULLY’S PUNISHMENT. 


A Remarkable Use to Which an Engineer 
Put a Leadpencil. 

Cuivatito, Chihuahua, Dec. 5.—One of the 
notorious characters of this section is Three- 
Toed Watson, whose right first name nobody 
knows, and whose last name probably was 
not Watson in the States. Heis one of the 
gang called rustlers who keep on the edge of 
civilization and make it morally ragged. 
Three-Toed Watson came here with the rail- 
road, and has made himself unpleasantly con- 
spicuous in all the free fights and fandango 
affrays that have varied the otherwise monot- 
onous course of things in Chivatito. By 
shooting two men and freely flourishing a 
frontier revolver in the saloons Watson has 
acquired the coveted notoriety of being a bad 
man and chief of the camp, and also estab- 
lished the custom among barkeepers of never 
charging him anything for: whisky or 
mescal.

Two mining engineers were sitting ata 
table in a saloon where the bully was run- 
ning things, and when Watson ordered every- 
body up to the bar one of them, a German 
named Winkler, politely declined. Mr Wat- 
son produced a ponderous pistol, and, poking 
the muzzle into Winkler’s face, he roared:

order “for individuals or clubs,” and in the 
novelty stores pretty girls hase miniature 
snowshoes and toboggans‘by the dozen for 
decorative purposes. Kenwood has a tobog- 
gan club (the Oakenwald), with fifty cos- 
tumed members enrolled; the Drexel and 
South Side Clubs were organized last week 
with twenty-five and forty members respect-

ively, and the Chicago Toboggan Club, com- 

sed of members of the Illinois Club on the 

est Side, expect to have completed their 
private slide on Ashland avenue for use dur- 
ing holiday week. Last winter the slide 
erected upon the lake shore near Forty-third 
street by the Oakenwald Club was the only 
one in Chicago, and one of the few slidesin the 
entire West. This winter the five-chute, 700- 
foot slide at the ball park and the great slide 
at Forty-third street and Drexel ulevard, 
with its four runways 1,000 feet in 
length, will afford every opportunity 
for the enjoyment of the sport by Chi- 
cagoans, while the fine slides at St. Paul will 
this year form one of the chief features of 
attraction to visitors in the Ice Palace City. 
Throughout Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, and 
even in far-away Dakota the craze has pene- 
trated, and a prominent spertne gees house 
inthe city which had contracted with a New 
Engiand manufacturer of toboggans to sell 
10,000 of them during the season has already 
shipped four-fifths of this number, continues 
to sell them faster than the manufacturers 
can make them, and anticipates disposing of 
20,000 toboggans—double the number orig- 
inally contracted for—before the snows of 
the present winter shall have passod away. 

‘Isn't it dangerous sport?” asked a pretty 
girl as she viewed for the first time the hig 
scaffolding from which the ice-covored slides 
descended. 

‘* Not at all,” answered her escort, a young 
Canadian en costume. “Come up and we 
will try it,” but it was only after much per- 
suasion and many assurances that the young 
woman was induced to climb the footpath by 
which the topof the slide is reached and 
take her seat upon the fore end of the cush- 
ioned conveyance. 

* Are you ready?” asked the starter. “All 
ready,’’ sang out the Canadian, and then the 
pretty girl gave a gasp and clutched the side 
rails desperately as the frail machine with 
its 300 pounds burden dashed like the wind 
over the frozen surface of the steep incline 
with a swishing sound that resembled the 
‘“‘whirr” of an electric light machine. 

‘**Do you like it?”? asked her escort at the 
foot of the slide. 

‘** Just a little,” was the conservative and 
somewhat dubiously uttered reply. 

‘Well, do you think you like it now?” he 
asked again, at the end of their second trip. 

‘* Yes, I think I do,” came the answer, 
this time more promptly than before. 

** Vow how do you like it(”’ asked the young 
Canuck, as with a merry twinkle in his eye 
he assisted his fair companion to her feet at 
the conclusion of their third run. 

“Why, I should not have missed it for any- 
thing on earth. Come, lam dying to try it 
again,’ and the young woman, henceforth a 
confirmed tobogganist, took her companion’s 
arm and cager y mounted the slide for 
another run, her eyes sparkling and her face 
flushed with the healthful exercise and ex- 
citement.. 

Such is the first experience of nearly every 
one who has tobogganed. The seeming frail- 
ty of the toboggan, the speed with which it 
travels, and the steep incline of the slide 
naturally give rise to a feeling of timidity in 
the hearts of the onlooking novices, but there 
really is no danger, provided careful starters 
who will not send off the toboggans too 
quickly after one another are placed in 
charge of the slides, and after one or two 
trips over the runways the participant is 
thoroughly fascinated with the sport. 

The regulation toboggan costumes, al- 
though picturesque and attractive, have not 
been designed solely with a view to at- 
tractiveness, but to comfort and safety as 
well. They are fashioned from soft Canadian 
wool blankets warmer than any other cloth 
of the same texture and weight. The toque, 
which hangs from the collar at the back, is 
not very becoming, but exceedingly comfort- 
able when riding in a cold’ wind. 
The sash which is worn about the 
waist is used upon natural slides as a rope 
with which to pull the toboggan up the hill. 
The knee-breeches and heavy stockings of 
the male costume are worn because a pair of 
trousers worn by a steerer would present a 
sorry spectacle after they had been trailed 
over the ice through one or two trips, and 
soleless moccasins are worn simply because 
the sole of a shoe upon the trailing foot of a 
steerer would be torn fromits fastenings in 
a single run down the slide. 

Tobogganing may be participated in with- 
out the slightest suggestion of immodesty or 
boisterous fun. A fiveorsix foot toboggan 
should carry not more. than two people, a 
seven-foot toboggan may carry three, 
and an eight-foot four if necessary. 
The tobogganist atthe fore end should sit 
with his feet tucked away under the dash- 
board, and the one next upon the cushion 
should sit “‘ Turkish fashion,” or with the 
knees bent under her. The steerer or guide 
should rest upon one hip, each hand grasping 
a side-rail, and trailing the guide foot grace- 
fully behind him. resting upon the right hip 
to steer with the left foot, and vice versa.

NOT VERY FEROCIOUS. 


The Black Bear Much Less Dangerous than 
Some Sportsmen Claim. 

Pings Buvrr, Ark., Dec. 12.—There have 
been told so many stories about the terrible 
ferocity of the common black bear and the 
great danger attendant upon hunting the 
‘* varmint”’ that I cannot help thinking that 
a few facts regarding this animal would be 
acceptable to your readers. The kind of 
bears that inhabit New York, Chicago, and 
other large cities and are hunted (on paper) 
by fancy sportsmen may be awfully savage 
beasts, but the black bear of Arkansas and 
the Southwest generally is, as is well known 
to all old hunters, the most timid and cow- 
ardly brute, in proportion to his size and 
strength, that roams the woods. In an expe- 
rience covering many years of still-hun ting 
in a country where “the woods are full of 
’em,” I have never seen but two bears 
that were not either on 2a dead 
run to get away or were being 
bayed or treed by dogs. One of these 
was “lapping” in the early spring—i. é., u 
atree gathering and eating the buds an 
tender shoots. The other was turning 
over and tearing to pieces an old on get 
the worms and bugs to befound in the rot- 
ten wood, for, be it known, even “ursa 
breakfast on 
grubs and angleworms when fat shoats and 
wild honey get scarce. In fact, he will eat 
almost anything, animal or vegetable, fresh 
or putrid, that a hog will eat, but the ho if 
a male and half wild, is by far the more dan- 
gerous beast of the two; for the hog, if irri- 
tated by dogs, will boldly attack man or 
beast, and fight desperately to the death, but 
Mr. Bearonsuch occasions devotes all his 
energies to the effort to get away, and 
will show fight only when hemmed 
and absolutely driven to the wall. This 
is my own experience, and it is also that of 
every other old bear-hunter with whom I 
have ever talked. I have yet to hear of an 
authenicated instance in this country (Ar- 
kansas) of a bear voluntarily attacking a 
man. eir senses of hearing and smeli are 
so acute and their instinctive fear of man so 
great that the hunter rarely ever = even a 
sight of one inthe woods except when bayed, 
treed, or engaged in a running fight with 
dogs. Unless the bear is very fat it takes a 
first-class pack of well-trained dogs to sto 
him and keep himin one place long enoug 
for the hunter to get up within shooting dis- 
tance. On the other hand, if he is very fat 
he is apt to be too short-winded to run far, 
and almost any common cur or fice that has 
speed enough to keep up and grit enough to 
nip himon the hams occasionally can soon 
put him up a tree. 

‘*Cuffee,” as he is familiarly known here, 
is also very fond of green corn, and in the 
latter part of July, when roasting-ears are in 
season, he takes his toll from the adjacent 
cornfields without stint. He usually tears 
down and destroys a great deal more than he 
can eat, and for this reason the farmers fre- 
quently lie in wait forhim. He always comes 
at night and has a particular place to enter 
and another at which to leave the field. 
These are easily ascertained by his tracks, 
and the plan then is to go out about 9 p. m. 
on a night when’ there is little or no wind 
stirring, sit down/in the corn near the usual 

lace of entrance, and wait until he comes 
in and gets close enough to see him plain- 
ly; then shoot. It is rarely worth while to 
wait longer than 12 o’clock, for if cuffee 
is not there by midnight it is pretty certain 
that he has gone to some other field. In fact, 
this is the eg on difficulty about killing 
bears in this way, for bruin is —_ cunning, 
and rarely visits the same field twice in suc- 
cession, so that unless the cornfields are few 
and the bears in the neighborhood very 
numerous the lonely watcher may have to 
waita number of nights for a shot. I say 
lonely watcher because it is almost abso- 
lutely necessary to be alone. If the wait 
happens to be a long one two persons cannot 
keep from talking, and a bear curries his 
ears about to hear with and not for orna- 
ment. Besides, the probability of being 
winded—always the weak int in this 
style of hunting—is doubled, and 
the chances for a shot diminished 
correspondingly. So little is cuffee feared by 
those who are familiar with him that I have 
known boys of 18 years, armed with no better 
weapon than a small-bore muzzle-loading 
squirrel rifie, to sit in the dark for hours, 
alone and half a mile or more from the house, 
waiting for a shot, and then,when the chance 
came, to sit still as death until the bear got 
within eight or ten feet before firing. When 
the shot is fired the bear, unless instantly 
killed—a rare occurrence—makes a break for 
the fence, and, not stopping to climb over it, 
goes through it like a stampeded bull, scatter- 
ing rails right and left, and runs until he falls 
exhausted. Next morning the shooter takes 
his dogs to the spot, puts them on the track, 
and is soon in possession of a dead bear or 
engaged in a lively fight with a wounded one.

THE WORK OF PASTEUR. 


Curiosities of Hig Report for the Year End- 
ing with October. 

The remarkable researches of M. Louis 
Pasteur upon hydrophobia have excited a 
most vigorous discussion both for and 
against, with a good deal of misrepresenta- 
tion on both sides. At the meeting of the 
Paris Academy of Sciences Noy. 2 M. Pasteur 
presented a paper embodying the results of 
his research and discussed them in the light 
of a twelvemonth experience with his meth- 
ods. Up to Oct. 31 of this year 2,496 persons 
had been treated at his Paris establishment, 
this number being divided as follows: 1,726 
from France and Algeria, 191 from Russia, 
165 from Italy, 107 from Spain, 80 from En- 
gland, 57 from Belgium, 52 from <Austri 
22 from Roumania, 18 from the Uni 
States, 14 from Holland, 8 from Brazily 2 
from British India, and the remainder from 
various portions of Europe. Of the 1,726 
French patients aside from two who arrived 
too late, ten yielded to the disease. During 
the same period seventeen died of the same 
disease elsewhere in France among the 
small number of those not treated. The 
average annual mortality in Paris alone from 
the disease from 1879 to 1884 was 11, last 
year it was 21; but since the introduction of 
the system of inoculation in November, 1885, 
but three have died from the disease, two of 
whom had not been treated and the third 
imperfectly. Mostof the fatal cases were 
of children bitten on the face or terribly 
lacerated elsewhere. The cases of the nine- 
teen Russians bitten by a mad wolf, of whom 
three died, showed that the treatment was 
not vigorous enough; the sixteen were 
therefore, inocula with the freshest an 
strongest virus from the spinal cord ofa 
rabbit of four, three, and two days’ standing, 
instead of that of fourteen to five days as 
before, and atlast accounts they were re- 
ported in excellent health. The method of 
inoculation has been entirely recast by M. 
Pasteur. Instead of inoculating slowly and 
with highly attenuated virus the process is 
carried on rapidly and with stronger virus in 
order to get so soon as possible at the strong- 
est. His present method is as follows: The 
first day virus of twelve, ten, and eight days 
will be used at 11, 4, and .9 o'clock; the sec- 
ond day virus of six, four, and two days; the 
third day that of one day; the fourth day 
that of eight, six, and four days; the fifth 
day that of three and two days; the sixth 
day thatof one day; the seventh virus of 
four days; the eighth with that of thtfee 
days; the ninth with that of two days; and, 
finally, the tenth with that of one day. 
Occasionally the whole is repeated after an 
interval if the case is especially severe. Such 
an exhaustive method requires a large addi- 
tional force of assistants, and at present five 
are on the staff. The course of experiments 
on dogs and other animals is yet in progress, 
principally to determine the exact data for 
yet reducing the small percentage of cases

It is not the fury of the storm 
alone that they dread, but it is the ugly seas 
which these storms raise. The current of 
the stream running in one direction and the 
wind blowing in another creates a sea that 
is often frightful. These sterms, for which 
the gulf stream has such attraction, and 
over which it seenis to exercise so much con- 
trol, are said to be, for the most part, whirl- 


winds, 
Artificial Ivory. 

How is artificial ivory made? Of late years 
the scarcity and dearness of genuine ivory 
have driven inventors to manufacture arti- 
ficial compounds capable of replacing it for 
many industrial and domestic purposes. 
These compounds, which may almost with- 
outexception be classed under the name 
“celluloid,” are formed of divided cotton 
waste, or some similar substance, soaked 
in either vegetable naphtha, nitro-benzol, 
camphor, or alcohol. Sufficient of these sol- 
vents is used to make a soft, plastic mass, 
which is subject to hydraulic pressure and 
mixed with oils, gums, and coloring matter. 
Any degrre of fiexibility can be given to it, 
and it can be made white and transparent. 
or of any brilliant color. It can be made hard 
as ivory, or retained in so soft a condition as 
to be capable of being spread in layers over 
textile fabrics in the same way as 
paint is laid on. It can be _ pressed 
and stamped, planed like wood, turned in a 
lathe, cut with a saw, carved, woven, or ap- 
plied as a varnish, When dyed the dye runs 
through the whole substance, and cannot 
therefore be rubbed or washed out. An arti- 
ficial ivory of creamy whiteness and great 
hardness is now made from good potatoes 
washed in diluted sulphuric acid, then boiled 
in the same solution until they become solid 
and dense. They are then washed free of 
the acid and slowly dried. This ivory can 
be dyed and turned and made useful in many 
ways.

“HARE AND HOUNDS” GROWING IN 
POPULARITY IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Clubs Formed in the East and the Manner 
in Which They Are Conducted—What 
the Chase Is—The Pace-Maker and His 
Manifold luties—* Hares’’ Which Are 
Very Rarely Caught—A Description. of 
a Recent Race. 

New York, Dec. 17.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.|—A good old English game that is. be- 
coming popular in this country is bare-and- 
hounds, sometimes called ** paper-chasing,’’ to 
distinguish it from the real hunting of the 
hare with dogs. English school and college 
boys played the game for generations and de- 
veloped sturdy British legs and sound lungs, 
but it is only eight years since it was intro- 
duced in its regular form among the Ameri- 
can youth by the original Westchester Hare 
and Hounds Club. Boys have played modi- 
fied forms of the game in a spasmodic way 
for many years, and in the cities that still 
play “cross corners,” which is a simple and 
rather rude imitation of the English game. 
In cross corners two boys run out two min- 
utes ahead of the crowd and at each street 
corner make a cross with chalk, which serves 
to guide the pack that chases them. The 
perfected game of hare and hounds, 
however, is a cross-country chase in close 
imitation of a regular hunt, men taking the 

lace of the hare and dogs. In 1878 . BS. 

Tfosburgh and H. H. Treadwell induced a 
namber of young men to form the Westches- 
ter Club for the encouragement of the sport, 

and after a few runs 
were rewarded by a 
marked growth of in- 
terest in the game. 
They afterward  se- 
ceded from the West- 
chester Club because 
other forms of amuse- 
ment began to creep 
in and hurt the game; 
and organized the 
New York Hare and 
Hounds, a club that 
devotes itself exclu- 


sively to the game and keeps out certain ob- 
jectionable features. During the spring and 
fall the club has run every Saturday, and 
Thanksgiving-Day it has its big meet anda 
long chase. Last Thanksgiving the Hare and 
Hounds met at the Orawaupam Hotel, in 
White Plains, and prepared for a run through 
one of the mest romantic sections of West- 
chester County. Before the start Mr. Vos- 
burgh was interviewed, and gave the follow- 
ing description of “ paper-chasing”’’ as prac- 
ticed by the various harrier clubs in this 
country : 

“ The game is played in imitation of a hunt 
by two men representing the hares and any 
number representing the pack. The hares 
are delebted not for superior speed, but us- 
ually for their knowledge of the country 
They are given 
a start equal to about one minute for each 
mile of the run, and as soon as they are out 
of sight of the pack they begin to throw be- 
hind them scraps of paper colored, which 
they carry in light cloth bags slung over their 
shoulders. This paper marks their trail and 
serves as the scent. The hares select a 
course that will take them through forest 
swamps and ravines, up and down hill, across 
tences, walks, and streams, taking care to 
keep under cover as much as possible so as 
to be out of sight of the pack. They avoid 
roads and open fields as much as possible, 
and take a circuitous route across 
the roughest country they can find, 
picking out all the  =~bad i places 
that will be disliked by a pacemaker or 
master of the hunt. It is not necessary that 
he should be the fastest runner; in fact, it is 
better that he should not be., The pace- 
maker should have’ experience in long-dis- 
tance running and gc judgment in regu- 
lating the pace, so as to avoid overexertion 
and winding in the early stages. I[t is his 
business to keep the pack together by check- 
ing the fastest runners, He has two assist- 
ants called the ‘whips,’ who follow at a 
short ilistance and assist the slower men or 
watch them and give 
notice when anybody 
is becoming exhausted 
by the pace. The mas- 
ter is supposed to 
modify the pace or? 
bring the pack down + 
to a walk when any -~< 
member requires a 
breathing spell, and he carries a whistle to 
recall ambitious runners who get too far 
ahead. The purpose in thus regulating the 
speed is to give the slowest man a fair charce 
and make the run interesting to all. If the 
fastest men were permitted to go at their own 
gait they would leave the poor runners far 
behind and have all the sport to themselves 
and the pack would soon be thinned 
out and the general interest in the game 
lost. Hare and hounds should be and is a 
pleasant, healthful outdoor exercise, in whith 
any young man in fair physical condition 
may participate without danger of injurin 
himself. If the ry were to be determine 
by the best speed of the fast runner a long 
run would be injurious to some of the pack. 
It is the pace that kills. But the sprinters 
and long-winded fellows have their chance 
toward the end of therun. The pacemaker 
and the whips get the pack well together 
when within half a mile of the finish, but 
they must keep the true scent continuous. 
One way of misleading the pack is to throw 
what is called a double. The pack separate, 
one keeping on the true course and the other 
turning off to one side.

Of course the main object of the hunt 
is to catch the hares, but the latter have such 
a start and so many advan 28 that they 
seldom are caught. In all the runs of the 
New York hares and hounds the hares have 
been caught but three times, but the pack 
frequently ins on the run and comes 
close behind the hares. The hares have 
they privilege} of throwing false _ scent. 
Gur club runs once in. two weeks, and some 
of the members run more or less every day. 
Several sprinters and five-mile runners are 
members and one of them is now in training 
for the five-mile championship. In the au- 
tumn we have a steeplechase for prizes, but 
no prizes are given in the regular hare and 
hound chases. We believe in keeping up the 
sport for sport’s sake and because it is a 
healthful and sociable form of athletic exer- 
cise. If prizes were given men would over- 
exert themselves to win, the pace would be 
hard, and those who now & in for exercise 
and fun would be practically barred out. I 
had the rules of paper-chasing sent me in 
1878 by Mr. C. D. Evitt of the South London 
Harriers of London, and the rules of our 
club are bused upon these, Our club was 
founded in February, 1881, Col. Delancey 
Kane being its first President and still re- 
taining his membership. During our career 
we have run upwards of fifty or sixty paper- 
chases.”’ 

While Mr. Vosburgh was chatting he had 
been dressing himself in red jersey, knee 
breeches, long stockings, and light shoes. 
The rest of the pack, similarly attired, stood 
ready, and the hares in brown jerseys were 
given the word to go. They started at a 
sharp troj straight toward a hill, and soon 
disappeared over the crest. Ten minutes 
later the hounds were slipped, and away they 
went up the hill ata brisk pace. Half a mile 
of this work took the first wind of the less 
experienced, and the pace was changed to a 
slow jog to give them time to catch second 
wind and get stitches out of their sides. The 
trail led across plowed fields, over stone 
walls which were taken at a jump, and down 
into a narrow valley, where the pack was 
hidden from view. Then a turn brought 
them up a steep hill upon which a stone castle 
stands, commanding a fine view of a rugged, 
romantic bit of country. The pack was in 
good form by that time, and the run down- 
hill was a mad plunge over rocks, through 
thickets, and over fences. There were a 
few falls, but none was serious. The trail 
then skirted a small lake on Dick Croker’s 
farm and struck upon an abandoned railway 
embankment. This pecans a good clear 
run, and the pack whooped as it tore along at 
a five-minute pace. But the embankment 
suddenly ended in a swamp, through which 
the hounds picked their way slowly, anklie- 
deep in mud, tripping over roots, struggling 
through brambles, and fioundering about 
generally. Then came some stiff climbing 
that tested wind and limb, and some shins 
got bruised on the bowlders. The pack came 
out on the crest of a stony ridge, but the red 
jerseys were in sight 
only an instant. A 
hard scramble down 
over the crags, a water 
jump, and a sudden 

ath for one of the . 
pack, then a rocky 
ravine to be struggled 
through, and another 
burst in open country 
gave the runners a 
chance to try their 
speed until some began 
to lag and the master of the hunt blew his 
whistle. The hares led the pack up to the 
north end of St. Mary’s Lake, but instead of 
crossing the high mdge of rocky, wooded 
hills they doubled and followed the lake 
path through the thickets back to the south 
end and then pushed straight up a tremen- 
dously steep hill. From the summit the Vil- 
lage of White Plains is seen only two miles 
away. The hares halt a moment to breathe, 
but not long enough to let their muscles 
stiffen, and leaping over a wall they scud 
rapidly down the slope into a valley, come 
into view once half a mile away, and then 
disappear behind the trees. The hounds 
come panting up the hillin along struggling 
red line, pause a moment and learn from a 
countryman that the hares are but five min- 
utes ahead, and away they plunge down the 
slope, followed by half a dozen urchins who 
have kept with them from the start and show 
no signs of fatigue. The hares gain on this 
stretch, and, skirting around the village, 
come down a back street at a quick pace and 
reach the hotel safely without being even 
seen by the pack. The run in of the pack is 
short and lively, and two of the men leap 
upon the hotel porch together. The last 
straggier is only a minute behind, and the 
pack is found to have gained two minutes on 
the hares in a nine-mile scramble across 
country. A sponge bath and a vigorous rub- 
bing with rough towels prevents any stiffen- 
ing of the limbs, and in half an hour nobody 
shows any traces of fatigue. The hares and 
hounds do full justice to a turkey dinner, 
make speeches, in which the absent members 
are derided as cripples, and demonstrate by 
good appetite and good nature the beneficial 
effects of at least one thing that is essentially 
English.

The terrific effect of the single blow indi- 
cates the power of the limb which struck it. 
Had the blow taken effect a few inches higher 
the whole of the head would have been car- 
ried away. Bya similar biow a tiger has 
been known to crush the skullof an ox so 
completely that when handled the broken 
bones felt as if they were loose in a bag.—

Sending Hens by Mail. 

The number of letters, post-cards, news- 
papers, etc., received at the Returned-Letter 
Office in London, for the year ending March 
Sl, 1896, was 12,522,067, or an increase of 4.7 
per cent over the previous year. Of this 
number 441.7% were unreturnable, 175.246 
contained inclosures of value, and 26.928 
were posted without any address. Among 
the letters bearing no address were 1,20 
which contained £3,733 17s 5d in éash and 
checns. In the year ending March 31, 1585, 
there were 26,472 letters pos without any 
address, 1,686 of which contained value to the 
amount of £3,898. Among the contents of 
parcels received in the Returned-Letter Office 
at Dublin, and which had been stopped as 
contrary to reguiations, were two hens, eight 
mice, and two hedgehogs. One of the hens, 
which was addressed to a veterinary surgeon 
in London, was in bad health, and although 
carefully attended to it died in the office. The 
remaining hen, as well as the mice and 
hedgehogs, were given up alive wo their

The hares 
usually dress in brown or gray and are not 
readily seen at a distancé, while the hounds 
wear red jerseys and are conspicuous ob- 
jects. At the beginning of a long run it is 
advisable to strike an easy pace, so as to get 
the heart and lungs working steadily and 
without sudden strain. The first mile is the 
hardest, and if run at too high speed will 
pump out all butthebestrunners. The train- 
ing required for paper-chasing 1s not severe. 
A man need not get himself into the condi- 
tion of a sprinter.

The heat of the sun is not increasing. The 
researches of the botanist and geologist show 
that the solar radiation of heat cannot have 
varied but in a very trifling degree since the 
most remote geological ages—that is, for 
millions of years. It is estimated that the 
measure of the heat of the sun at its surface 
is 1,800° Fahrenheit, which is five times the 
highest temperature man can produce arti- 
ticially—equal, in fact, to what would result 
from burning each second a mass of coal (of 
the best quality) 200 miles broad, 200 miles 
long, and 200 miles high—that is, 8,000,000 
cubic miles of coal. This would be about 12.- 
000 millions of millions of tons persecond. It 
will help us to imagine what this means if 
we consider that the whole out-put of our ex- 
ceptionally coal-producing country is but 
about 150.000,000 of tons per. annum. It is 
calculated that only one 2,381,000,000th part of 
the sun’s heat reaches us, and, therefore, 
the whole amount really passes either com- 
prehension or calculation, and it is a vexed 
question with astronomers as to what be- 
comes of the heat that goes off into space.
